Delegates and their wives 
jamming the banquet room 
rose to give Anderson a stand¬ 
ing ovation. 

* It wasn’t enough. After the 
applause died, Anderson said 
that while he was impressed 
and gratified by the ovation 
he wanted formal and “un¬ 
equivocal” support from the 
convention this morning. 

“I want to work for you,” 
he said. “I can if you support 
me. If you have no confidence 
in me, tfien you should tell me 
so.” 

For the second time in as 
many minutes the delegates 
rose to give Anderson his sec¬ 
ond standing ovation. 

Anderson said that whatev¬ 
er today’s decision was, the 
September Liberal conference 
would be “as all our conven¬ 
tions are. for leadership.’' 

Senator Ray Perrault, who 
had earlier said that Ander¬ 
son must seek convention en¬ 
dorsement if he wished to 
continue as leader, joined in 
both standing ovations.

CHIEF JUSTICE PLEADS FOR RESPECT 


Flouting worse than bad law 


VANCOUVER (CP) - Chief 
Justice Bora Laskin urged Ca¬ 
nadians Saturday lo respect 
the law and uphold its author¬ 
ity “even while seeking to 
have it changed or amended.” 

Delivering the convocation 
address at Simon Fraser Uni¬ 
versity, the chief .justice said 
he is concerned about people 
defying the law while taking 
part in social protests and 
demonstrations. 

There is “acnimulating evi¬ 
dence that many in our soci¬ 
ety, including those who 


reason of their training and 
their responsibilities should 
know better, arc untroubled 
or appear to be untroubled in 
pursuing their objectives 
though it be in defiahee of the 
law nr by means that involve 
a breach of legal obligation,” 
the chief justice said. 

The argument that protest¬ 
ing against a law by breaking 
it peacefully is a democratic 
privilege is “a play on words 
that merits scorn.” 

"It is to elevate demon¬ 
stration and protest above the 


law rather than making them 
subservient to the law,” he 
declared. 

"It is as much a distortion 
as exists when violence is jus¬ 
tified because the end or pur- 
j>ose is said to be laudable,” 
he added. 

“Defiance of the law or 
breach of legal obligation 
does not become respectable 
merely because it is not at¬ 
tended by physical violence.”

HOW MUCH is a human life worth? Is the 
taking of a human life worth only 45 days in 
.ia.il, a $1,000 fine and the suspension of driv¬ 
ing privileges for.three years? 

I have personal Involvement in this story, 
the death of a brother-in-law. I know the total 
background, I know the heartache and men¬ 
tal problems it has caused the family. 

My brother-in-law was, by all yardsticks, 
an excellent driver. He had driven more than 
1 million accident-free miles in big semi¬ 
trailers from one end of this continent to the 
other. His driving was praised by every em¬ 
ployer he worked for. 

AND HE WAR a strange breed of cat in 
that his own personal driving habits in hi* 
own car, insisted that 30 mph was the max¬ 
imum he would drive in the city. Not too 
many adhere to such confinement even al¬ 
though that confinement is the law. 

So he drives home from a movie one night 
and gets killed by a car running a red light. I 
talked with the police constable who was at 
the scene of the carnage. He told me the rate 
of speed of the guilty party was ‘tremen¬ 
dous” and that it could well have been more 
than 70 mph. There was no chance for the in¬ 
nocent. His life was snuffed out in an instant. 

THE case dragged on for nearly nine 
months. The charge was criminal negligence 
causing death — the third highest charge in 
our land behind murder and manslaughter. 

A jury brought in a guilty verdict and the 
sentence was passed. The ruling was three 
months in jail (which, under normal good be¬ 
havior circumstances, will probably mean 45 
days) a $1,000 fine and the three years sus¬ 
pension of driving privileges. 

Hardly seems enough for taking a per¬ 
son’s life. Hardly seems enough tor the incal¬ 
culable side effects that loss of life has 
brought to the family. 

THE VICTIM, you see, was living with his 
widowed mother - he was the only person 
living with her. The shock of his death was 
too much for her — she had been a reason¬ 
ably strong person up to that time, but the 
terrible tragedy broke her mind. She has 
been in hospitals ever since and it is doubtful 
she will ever again be free to return to her 
home. 


The remaining members of the family 
have had the added burden of daily hospital 
visitations and their health hasn’t been 
helped by such in impost. 

THERE are the side effects that are never 
brought out at a trial of this nature, but they 
add to the terrible waste that results when a 
person totally disregards the laws governing 
the use of an automobile in our society. 

One death caused, one other person 
d<x>med to a shadowy existence possibly for 
the rest of her days. And yet the crown said 
that after checking a pre-sentence report on 
the guilty person, it did not urge any particu¬ 
lar sentence. 

Traffic laws are supposed to protect us — . 
all of us, but the protection, as it seems to be 
in far too many criminal offences, is wobbly 
and insufficient. 

I’m sorry, but I can’t begin to believe that 
45 days in jail, a thousand buck fine and 
three years driving suspension adds up to. 
meaningful protection and there is no way it 
can come close to paying for the taking of a 
good life. Our laws are not strong, our sys¬ 
tem of justice leaves much to be desired.

WASHINGTON (AP) - At 
the Pentagon they call it "the 
log of war,” and blame it for 
the confusion and inconsisten¬ 
cies in the story of the Ameri¬ 
can merchant ship Mayaguez. 

A painstaking study of the 
three-day saga shows delay in 
getting word to President 
Gerald Ford, inconsistent re¬ 
ports on casualties and confu¬ 
sion over Cambodian inten¬ 
tions. 

The emergency message 
crackled over the radio: 

"Have been fired upon and 
boarded by .Cambodian armed 
forces . . . Ship being towed to 
unknown Cambodian port.” 

The Mayaguez with a crew 
of 39 was bound to Thailand 
from Hong Kong when it was 
hoarded by Cambodians. As 
the vessel moved under 
armed escort toward a Cam¬ 
bodian island, the ship’s radio 
operator kept sending that 
distress message, apparently 
unnoticed. 

Dramatic days 

An employee of the U.S.- 
owned Delta Exploration Co. 
in Jakarta, Indonesia, heard 
the message on his office 
radio and notified the U.S. 
embassy in Jakarta. 

Word reached Washington 
at 5:1J a.m. (EDT) Monday, 
May 12. It was 4:11 Monday 
afternoon in the Gulf of Thai¬ 
land. 


Writer notes signals 
of Hanoi, Saigon rift

VIENTIANE, Laos (Reuter) 

— The fact that the Provision¬ 
al Revolutionary Government 
(PRG) has not yet taken over 
from the Military Manage¬ 
ment Committee ill Saigon 
has caused speculation of pos¬ 
sible differences between 
Hanoi and the PRG. 

The joke is going around

But no foreigner will be 
honest if he says he knew the 
real reason why the PRG 
have not taken control of 
South Vietnam almost a 
month after the end of the 
fighting. 

While Western reporters are 
able to work freely and speak 
lo anyone in the street, 1 o 
meet the authorities practical¬ 
ly barricaded inside the Doc 
Lap presidential palace was 
impossible. 

Before leaving Saigon today 
In a group of 81 Western cor¬ 
respondents the first lo 
leave since the April 30 Com¬ 
munist takeover — I was able 
to speak to an official in close 
contact with South Vietnam’s 
new leaders. 

The official, who preferred 
not to be identified, spoke 
frankly on most aspects of life 
in Saigon, but was more cau¬ 
tious when asked direct politi¬ 
cal question — particularly 
when asked why the PRG had 
not taken over from the mili¬ 
tary committee. 

"For the moment, the mili¬ 
tary management committee 
are reorganizing life in South 
Vietnam,” he said.

I believe we can con¬ 
tinue to have good relations 
with responsible people like 
most of those who were 
here,” he said. 

Perhaps the most immedi¬ 
ate problem facing the new 
authorities was a return to 
law and order in a city some¬ 
times called the wild west. 

After showing a lax attitude 
to the so-called "cowboys” — 
hoodlums who ride around the 
city on motorcycles — the 
"liberation" police now have 


begun to appear in strength in 
the streets. 

The heavily-armed police do 
not hesitate to open fire when 
they catch the hoodlums in 
the act of robbing someone. 

The sole Vietnamese lan¬ 
guage newspaper mow appear¬ 
ing in Saigon — the Saigon 
Giaiphong (Liberated Saigon) 
published on Friday a 
front-page picture showing 
two men lying in pools of 
blood after such an incident. 

The newspaper said the 
men had run away after try¬ 
ing to steal a watch from a 
schoolgirl. 

The official who spoke to 
me said the government, 
planned to put an end to an¬ 
archy and said: "We must or¬ 
ganize a decent everyday life 
for Saigon." 

He said there are plans to 
open training institutes for the 
hundreds of wayward children 
who beg and sleep in the 
streets. 

"We must also care for the 
mutilated, the poor and the 
ill. and even the prostitutes 
who shame the city. These 
girls will work to earn an 
honest living in future," he 
said. 

The situation in Saigon 
today is one of slow but me¬ 
thodical normalization. 

Nationalism is stressed, but 
there is practically no men¬ 
tion of communist ideals. 

This does not mean any 
dramatic change in policy, 
but simply that the new auth¬ 
orities realize that the people 
are still hesitant, at popular 
support for a system present¬ 
ed to them in the past as 
bloodthirsty, Western diplo¬ 
mats said in Saigon. 


Tfiree dramatic days later, 
the U.S. freed the Mayaguez 
but paid a price : 38 U.S. ser¬ 
vicemen dead, three missing 
and 50 wounded in all phases 
of the. rescue operation. 

Early reports of only a few 
dead and wounded pictured a 
smoother operation than the 
tough fight the marines had 
with a heavily armed Cam¬ 
bodian force. For this ( Pen¬ 
tagon officials blame frag¬ 
mentary. conflicting and con¬ 
fusing messages from the 
scene. Some of the confusion 
has not yet been cleared up 
and some may never he. 

Punishment? 

State Secretary Henry Kis¬ 
singer denied the U.S. seized 
on the incident as an "excuse 
to prove our manhood.” But 
some wondered aloud whether 
the U.S. sought to punish 
Cambodia, particularly in one 
bombing raid on the mainland 
well after the U.S. seamen 
were safely aboard a U.S. 
destroyer. 

When it was seized, a Cam¬ 
bodian government broadcast 
claimed the vessel was on a 
spy mision: the ship’s owners 
denied it. Last week, a Ger¬ 
man publication said the 
Mayaguez carried CIA 
records and equipment re¬ 
moved from South Vietnam 
before its fall. The company 
said (he ship carried "only 
general cargo.” The Pen¬ 
tagon said the §hip was haul¬ 
ing mail and post exchangp 
supplies for U.S. servicemen 
stationed in Thailand. 

No explanation 

The White House said the 
Mayaguez was 60 nautical 
miles (69 statute miles) from 
the Cambodian mainland. Sea- 
Land put the distance at 85 
miles. 

When the message from Ja¬ 
karta arrived at the Pen¬ 
tagon, the White House and 
Defence Secretary James 
Schlesinger were immediately 
informed.

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Ship’s crew suing

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) One of the 39 Mayaguez crew 
members taken captive by Cambodia has filed a suit charg¬ 
ing the ship’s owner and captain with jeopardizing the crew 
in pursuit of "excessive profits." 

Albert Minichiello. 62-year-old assistant engineer who ar¬ 
rived home Tuesday, filed the class action suit in San Fran¬ 
cisco County Superior Court on Friday on behalf of himself 
and the crew. 

The suit claimed no specific dollar damages, which would 
he fixed by the jury if the suit was successful in court. 

He said Sea-Land Inc. of Menlo Park, N.J., and Capl. 
Charles Miller endangered toe crew by charting a coui-se 
through the "ultra hazardous" waters near Cambodia, de¬ 
spite official warnings of potential danger.

So the Mayaguez spent the 
night at anchor off Poulo Wai 
island. 

Under guard 

The next morning, the 
Mayaguez sailed in the gener¬ 
al direction of the mainland, 
reaching Koh Tang, an island 
about 30 miles from toe Cam¬ 
bodian mainland, where it an¬ 
chored about one mile off¬ 
shore. 

The crew and captain went 
ashore in two fishing boats 
under die guns of two patrol 
boats. They were not to stay, 
but U.S. officials erroneously 
believed the crew was on Koh 
Turing when the U.S. attack 
'\jk-as launched later. 

With no U.S. ground combat 
forces in the immediate area, 
top officials considered send¬ 
ing U.S. air force security 
forces from Thailand by heli¬ 
copter to land on the Maya¬ 
guez wtwle it still was at sea. 
A helicopter loaded with 19 


security troops took off from 
Nakhom Phanom air base in 
northeast Thailand, but 
crashed, killing all on board, 
including the four-man crew. 

Go-ahead given 

By Tuesday morning, Wash¬ 
ington time. Ford and his ad¬ 
visers were certain that the 
Mayaguez and its crew, were 
held at and near Kito Tang, 
and the president gave the go- 
ahead for flying U.S. Marines 
into position to stage a direct 
helicopter assault from Thai¬ 
land to retake the ship and 
rescue the crew. 

Thailand, nervous about thp 
Khmer Rouge regime in 
neighboring Cambodia, 
warned the U.S. not to use its 
soil to launch any military ac¬ 
tions. But at 12.10 p.m. 
(EDT) Tuesday, secret orders 
were transmitted from the 
Pentagon to "execute" the 
movement of 150 marines 
from Subic Bay to Thailand. 
At 3 30 p.m. a second order 
told marine commanders on 
Okinawa to ship another 1,000 
marines to Thailand. 


Night move 

Meanwhile, the Mayaguez 
crew had been taken to 
Kompong Som. then lo a 
small island called Rong San 
Lem, a move made at nighl 
and undetected by U.S. recon¬ 
naissance. There. Miller said 
later, he promised that if his 
crew was released to return 
to the Mayaguez. he would 
have his firm "inform the 
authorities to stop the jet 


fighters and marines from 
landing in Cambodia." 

Apparently it worked, and 
about 2‘-a hours after setting 
sail for the Mayaguez. a Thai 
fishing boat carrying the crew 
was sighted by the destroyer 
Wilson off Koh Tang. 

Eight minutes later. 13 
planes from the Coral Sea 
bombed the Ream air base on, 
the mainland and destroyed 
17 planes of Cambodia's tiny 
air force. There also were two 
U.S. Navy bomber strikes on 
a Cambodian airfield and on 
oil storage facilities, a naval 
base and some warehouses 
near Kompong Som. Those 
raids came 37 minutes after 
the White House was certain 
Ihe Mayaguez crew was hark 
in U.S. hands. 

Strikes necessary 

The Pentagon took the posi¬ 
tion the bombing strikes were 
necessary to safeguard U.S. 
marines who had landed and 
were still fighting on Koh 
Tang. 

It was at 10:45 p.m. (EDT). 
that the Wilson radioed Wash¬ 
ington its sighting of the fish¬ 
ing boat flying white flags 
(actually underwear and 
shirts waved by the Mayaguez 
crew): and within a half-hour 
of the sighting, the entire 
crew was aboairi the Wilson 
and Schlesinger phoned the 
news to the president. 

One minute later, the White 
House ordered a halt in all of¬ 
fensive operations and with¬ 
drawal from Koh Tang. Bui 
the second air raid was still to 
come, and it is this action 
that has nosed the most ques¬ 
tions.

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■EGYPT'S PRESIDENT ANWAR SADAT has high 
L' hopes for the outcome of his conversations with 
President Gerald Ford when they meet in Salzburg, 
Austria, June 1 and 2. 

He has just completed visits to oil-rich Kuwait, 
Jordan, Iraq and Syria in an effort to co-ordinate 
Arab policy so that when he talks to the American 
president he will be able to say that he speaks for 
his allies as well as his own people. 

He will ask President Ford to clarify Ameri¬ 
can policy with respect to the security umbrella 
over Israel: whether it extends beyond the 1967 
borders to include the “occupied” territory. 

But principally President Sadat’s concent is 
for some sort of help to bolster his own country’s 
sickly economy. 

He is under pressure from the Soviet Union 
to start paying off his war debts, and he seems to 
think President Ford will help him foot the bill, 
which has been accumulating at an alarming rate 
since the 1967 hostilities. He has not disclosed its 
total, but no doubt he will inform President Ford. 

Moscow recently granted Syria a further 
grace period on its obligations for massive arm* 
shipments over the years. But when President 
Sadat asked for the same accommodation he got a 
cool and decisive “nyet." 

If it seems an unlikely sort of request that 


President Sadat should ask the United States to 
pay for weapons with which he has fought the 
American-armed Israelis, diplomatic observers ex¬ 
plain it in this way. 

The Soviet Union’s refusal to allow further de¬ 
lay in repayment of arms crecBts was in the nature 
of retaliation for Egypt’s expulsion of the 20,000 
Rushan advisers in 1972. President Sadat is believed 
to reason that if he approaches the United States 
for assistance in meeting his obligations to Moscow, 
the Russians, fearing a further loss of influence in 
Arab affairs, will reconsider the matter of war debts. 

Even if he gets no substantial American aid, 
therefore, the gambit is worth trying, and there is, 
of course, the chance that President Ford will see 
a big loan to Egypt as a means of easing the still 
dangerous pressures between Arab and Israeli. 

What the Israeli reaction to such an arrange¬ 
ment might be it is hard to predict Whether they 
would see it as evidence of vacillation or treachery 
on the part of their one ally or as a key manoeuvre 
in the search for a settlement of the problems of the 
Middle East are equal possibilities. 

It is odd that with ail the Arab wealth sur¬ 
rounding him President Sadat would turn to Presi¬ 
dent Ford for assistance. But it certainly offers an 
opportunity for some interesting diplomatic bar¬ 
gaining. 


Hope for gardeners 


T HE YEAR OF THE BUG is here to add to the 
despair of gardeners. It has been quietly creep¬ 
ing ever forward to take over where poor seed-ger¬ 
minating weather left off (has it really?). And a 
sorry sight it is making of late-growing leaves with 
most of the damage coming from caterpillars and 
loopers. 

Even sorrier, perhaps, is the lack of warning 
of its arrival. Only the most ardent of the garden¬ 
ing fraternity have the knowledge and foresight to 
keep tab on the cycles of infestation of the crawlers. 
It might have been thought that an alarm would 
have been sounded for a full-scale counter offensive. 
Some earfy manning of the battlements with spray 
bombs would have helped. 

At that, though, the enemy has the upper hand. 
Tents of caterpillars and loopers appear to be high¬ 
er in the trees, out of reach in many cases. And 
from them the foliage forays are made on a wide 
scale with control next to impossible. 

But science is working on it from new angles 
and in future years it may be a different story. 
That’s the Word from Pennsylvania State Universi¬ 
ty as reported in The Christian Science Monitor 
this past winter. Until now the experts have felt 
that insects of all shapes and descriptions manufac¬ 
ture specific chemical sex lures called pheromones. 


Each species sends out a unique chemcial signal 
which enables members of the opposite sex to find 
each other for mating. 

Now, Dr. Lawrence B. Hendry of Perm State 
claims to have evidence that an insect’s diet plays a 
role in the chemicals it uses for communication. 
Working with the oak leaf roller, a pest which has 
destroyed $70 million worth of oak trees in Penn¬ 
sylvania, he ha* found that these attractant chemi¬ 
cals are present in minute quantities in the oak 
leaves themselves. 

Because these chemicals are effective in ex¬ 
ceedingly small amounts and are environmentally 
safe, a multi-million dollar research effort is under 
way to isolate, artificially manufacture, and use 
them for insect population control. 

Not everyone agrees with the Hendry theory 
that the eating habits of insects contain the key to 
sex-lure production. For instance, Dr. Robert M. Sil- 
verstein of the State University of New York has 
looked for pheromones in the food of bark beetles 
and found nothing. 

But Dr. Hendry insists that this 1s not the 
case with oak rollers. And if his findings can be de¬ 
veloped and extended to cover other insects of simi¬ 
lar kind, there is hope for discouraged gardeners 
everywhere, who aren’t all that bothered by beetles.

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John Turner’s problem 


Guidelines favor the strong 


John Turner's next budget, 
pertiai>s late in June, may 
determine his political fate 
and perhaps the future of the 
Trudeau regime. 

For months Turner has at¬ 
tempted to get concessions 
from business and labor in 
respect of voluntary limits to 
wage and price increases — a 
forum on incomes policy by 
common consent. Now, we 
know, the attempt has failed. 

One might wonder why 
Turner would succeed when 
John Young and his Prices 
and Incomes Commission had 
failed in 1970. And what made 
ihe government think that 
agreement could be reached 
now when discipline in both 
business and labor is less evi¬ 
dent than it was five years 
ago? 

Also, the voluntary guide¬ 
lines proposed by the govern¬ 
ment don’t make much sense. 
Allowing wage increases of 12 
per cent or $2,400, whichever 
is lower, is fine for the strong 
but hopeless for the weak. A 
person working at or near the 
minimum wage level would 
be allowed an increase of a 
few hundred dollars a year 
while some construction 
workers, for example, could 
qualify for more than a $2000 
increase. 


That is worse than "zap 
your frozen," the prime min¬ 
ister’s favorite pharse during 
I h e election campaign last 
summer. It is "zap you will 
. suffer a TKO i^" the next 
round.” The little/guy will be 
flat on the canvas while the 
champ struts his stuff. The 
guidelines make no attempt to 
offset the injustices of recent 
years, they merely exaggerate 
them. 

If organized labor had em¬ 
braced the guidelines its pri¬ 
vileged position would have 
been guaranteed. But no one 
really controls big labor 
today.

not just money and working 
condition, but political power. 
Consequently, co-operation in 
solving political problems is 
taboo. Chaos paves the road 
to political change. 

Without action to stop the 
inflation merry-go-round, Can¬ 
ada's economic prospects will 
suffer. 


The number of unemployed 
is already unreasonably high 
and, as Mr. Turner warned 
us, could go higher. Students 
and graduates, in particular, 
are having a rough time. Job 
opportunities, not necessarily 
in the field of study but in any 
field, are inadequate to match 
the job seekers. 

High interest rates deter 
new investment, particularly 
in housing. While labor lead¬ 
ers and politicians decry the 
anti-social effects of high-in¬ 
terest rates, they carefully 
avoid a critical analysis of the 
cause. Interest rates are re¬ 
lated to inflation — especially 
long-term rates for housing, 
etc. When inflation declines, 
so will interest rates and the 
cost of housing. 

Canada’s export trade is 
falling. We have priced oui> 
selves out of world markets. 
It is true that the American 
recession is affecting the de¬ 
mand for Canadian-built au¬ 
tomobiles and parts but it is 
also true that Canadians turn 
out less work for one dollar 
than Americans and that puts 
our products at a disadvan¬ 
tage unless the Canadian dol¬ 
lar is allowed to fall enough to 
offset the difference. And then 
we would have to pay more 
for our fresh vegetables, im¬ 
ported cars, etc. 


Obviously something must 
be done: 

It is quite unfair to blame 
labor for all the ills. Govern¬ 
ments have set a bad exam¬ 
ple with run-away expendi¬ 
tures and ever-increasing 
taxes. Business has shown lit¬ 
tle restraint and the dredging- 
type scandals reflect a cli- 


damage as good if left on too 
long. 

The fundamental require¬ 
ment is some effective means 
of controlling monopoly power 
on both the industrial and 
labor fronts — the giant com¬ 
panies that can fix prices and 
their giant unions that can 
force costs up with unreason¬ 
able wage demands unrelated 
to productivity. 

The government’s plan is a 
secret. In all likelihood it 
dpesn’t yet know what it will 
do. But the future of the popu¬ 
lar finance minister and, per¬ 
haps, of the government it¬ 
self, could be at stake. 
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mate of greed and 
lawlessness. 

Consequently, if the empha¬ 
sis is placed on wages and 
salaries, it is simply because 
these, together, comprise the 
lion’s share of the Gross Na¬ 
tional Product. It is a ques¬ 
tion of simple arithmetic. 

If wages rise at 15 per cent 
annually with no increase in 
output per person, the gain is 
illusory and inflationary. 

Extra money must be printed 
in the same proportion just to 
maintain the same level of 
economic activity. Any re¬ 
straint on the monetary front 
increases unemployment and 
reduces real output by the 
amount the unemployed 

would have produced if they A presumption of evil 
had been working. ' 

Ed Broadbent, the NDP 
house leader, in a disappoint¬ 
ing economic analysis in the 
Commons, did make a point 
worth repeating, though in a 
different context than the one 
in which he made it.

It was there amid the ver¬ 
dure of the palms, the cut-leaf 
philodendrons, the rubber 
plants, the hibiscus and a jun¬ 
gle variety of exotic vines 
that Bob Howie found himself 
quartered in two immense of¬ 
fices with a well-appointed 
lounge — one of nine in the 
building — just outside the 
door. 

"Gee." he grimaced at the 
time, "I hope none of the boys 
from down home come up and 


see this. They’ll think we're 
living in the lap of luxury, 
and maybe we are.” 

They weren’t — it only 
looked that way at first 
glance through the tropical 
greenery, which was profes¬ 
sionally tended weekly by 
florists flown in from Toronto 
to manicure, feed and water 
the palms and other plants 
native to the Caribbean and 
Florida. 

Bob Howie made such a 
fuss about "the great indoor 
botanical garden" that the 
government. embarrassed, 
had Public Works spirit it 
away. 


Where did it all go? 

"Up to our eighth floor 
lounge, under the crystal' 
chandeliers amid all the com¬ 
forts you usually don’t find at 
home,” reports Bob Howie.

U.S. anti-colonial prejudice 


The government’s reference 
to 17.4 per cent wage settle¬ 
ments in the last quarter of 
1974 was misleading, he said, 
because "it pertained to no 
more than 3 per cent of Cana¬ 
dian workers — the better or¬ 
ganized unions in the larger 
bargaining units.”

Ever since they emerged 
from the Second World War 
as the strongest men in the 
democratic West, the politi¬ 
cians of the United States 
have bungled the responsi¬ 
bilities of leadership. And the 
root of their failures, leading 
up to the disgrace at Saigon, 
lies in a persistent presump¬ 
tion that colonialism is evil. 


Even in the wealth and 
freedom of Canada, the Amer¬ 
icans can see no tribute to 
wise colonial policies of the 
past. Because their own tradi¬ 
tions stem from a revolution 
against British colonial gov¬ 
ernment, in 1775, American 
politicans cherish the illusion 
that all non-sovereign peoples 
yearn for instant autonomy. 

In pursuit of this mirage, 
American politicians have 
coerced their own closest 
allies — the British, French, 
Dutch and Belgians — into 
premature withdrawals from 
. colonies that were relatively 
content and prosperous. 

Before the Second World 
War, the major European na¬ 
tions slowly were introducing 
their colonial peoples of the 
stone, bronze and iron ages to

sociological ard technological 
standards of Die 20th century. 
But after that wai*, the om¬ 
nipotent Americans tacitly 
encouraged the native agita¬ 
tors in the European colonies 
to throw out their mentors 
and guardians and seek elec¬ 
tion themselves. 

If at the time the colonial 
peoples had been as well- 
educated as the average 
American, the policy would 
have been sound. But since 90 
per cent of these colonial peo¬ 
ples were illiterate it was 
mad. It left child-like masses 
to the mercies of jumped-up 
native masters who had just 
enough veneer of European 
sophistication to exploit for 
personal gain and power the 
ignorance of their compatri¬ 
ots.

The"-soeial morass created 
in India fby a mockery of Brit¬ 
ish papMamentarianism, the 
crufehTarce created in Uganda 
by a perversion of British mil¬ 
itary discipline and the omin¬ 
ous uproar created in the 
Middle East by a denial of 
British and French rights at 


Suez epitomize conditions 
brought about throughout the 
world by the inability of 
Americans to acknowledge 
the positive aspects of colon¬ 
ialism. 


The American debacle in 
Indochina resulted from an 
initial reluctance to lend the 
war-impoverished French co¬ 
lonial authorities enough 
arms to Eliminate Ho Chi 
Minh. After the partitioning of 
Vietnam along the 17th paral¬ 
lel, the French retained much 
influence in the non-Com- 
murrist south through the per¬ 
son of the Emperor Bao Dai. 
But the Americans disap¬ 
proved of French influence 
and colonial emperors and in 
1955 succeeded in getting Bao 
Bai deposed. 

The imitation American re¬ 
public set up in Saigon by a 
Roman Catholic president 
named Ngo Dinh Diem so out¬ 
raged the non-Christian ma¬ 
jority that Buddhist monies 
burned themselves alive in 
the streets as a protest. Sub¬ 
sequent presidents endorsed 


by the Americans, Nguyen 
Cao Ky and Nguyen Van 
Thieu, led governments so no¬ 
toriously corrupt and conse¬ 
quently so militarily weak that 
the shameful collapse we 
have witnessed became inevi¬ 
table. 

Another American creation, 
the United Nations, is further 
evidence of an obsession with 
the idea that all colonial peo¬ 
ples should hold their own 
Boston Tea Party. The UN is 
palpably impotent because 
the vast majority of its dele¬ 
gates are former colonials. 
But far from being devoted 
disciples of American de¬ 
mocracy they are little more 
than a bunch of political bar¬ 
barians in silk suits and bow 
ties. 


Ever since man came down 
from the trees his history has 
been shaped by various forms 
of colonialism, some good, 
some bad. By refusing to see 
anything good in any form of 
colonialism, American politi¬ 
cians have consigned millions 
of Asians and Africans to life 
In the worst possible society.

better start raising hell in 
their own financial self- 
defence about all this wasts 
and extravagance.”

The most significant event In the legislature this past week 
was the capitulation of the government on the “closure” Issue 
Just a couple of days after the NDP convention in Vancouver. 

enough issue to take to the 
people. I still think it could 
be, but in the light of conven¬ 
tion events I'm going to have 
to back off a little. 


There wasn’t any formal 
discussion on closure on the 
convention floor, but I think 
it's reasonable to guess that 
NDP delegates from every 
comer of the province 
brought a sampling of constit¬ 
uency criticism with them, 
criticism undoubtedly passed 
on to party leaders during the 
close to four days of talking. 

At most conventions there 
are more decisions made off 
the floor than on and I’m sure 
the NDP is no exception to 
that general rule. 

The entire tone of the con¬ 
vention was subdued, almost 
as though die delegates had 
finally realized that power in 
a democracy doesn't neces¬ 
sarily last for ever; almost as 
though the chill wind of dis¬ 
content had finally penetrated 
to the bones. 

Since last fall I’ve been say¬ 
ing that 1975 would be an 
election year — if Premier 
Barrett could find a solid

9 Barrett and Agriculture 
Minister David Stupich both 
gave pre-election speeches to 
the faithful. Stupich quietly 
pointing out that while party 
membership was on the in¬ 
crease, much more must be 
done to get ready for an 
“election in the near future,”

NDP fires subdued 


Last September in Kam¬ 
loops the convention was full 
of rabid enthusiasm and there 
was a general feeling that the 
NDP would win any sort of 
scrap on the hustings. Last 
weekend the fires were sub¬ 
dued, so subdued that I don't 
think they can be fanned into 
open flame again before the 
fall and probably not until 
next spring. 

Like the premier, I’m leav¬ 
ing the door slightly ajar for 
August to October election. 
But I wouldn't bet on it any¬ 
more. 

Combined with the NDP 
down-beat since last Sep¬ 
tember is the tremendous 
ground-swell of Social Credit 
and, in the past two weeks, 
the collapse of the Liberal 
party in the Legislature. 

As forecast in this space 
last week, Socred leader Bill 
Bennett seized cm the closure 
issue, took a quick swing 
across the Mainland into the 
Interior, and, via tape record¬ 
er, into Duncan. The tape- 
recording message from Ben¬ 
nett was made necessary by a 
sudden trip to hospital to re¬ 
pair a damaged back. 

In Vancouver, Kelowna and 
Duncan the Social Credit 
roadshow attracted overflow 


crowds. And there is little 
doubt it would have continued 
.to pull overflow crowds had 
the NDP not quietly agreed to 
once again permit open de¬ 
bate on closure. 

Barrett, with all his other 
attendant problems, and with 
his own party in the tempo¬ 
rary doldrums, couldn’t af¬ 
ford to have the Bennett-Don 
Phillips team or the Phillips- 
Harvey Schroeder team on 
the road any longer. And the 
only spike he had for their 
guns was the concession that 
maybe he had been wrong. 

The Socreds were not his 
only problem. 

Attracting a great deal of 
media attention were three of 
the most articulate men in the 
house, Pat McGeer, Allan Wil¬ 
liams and Garde Gardom. 
While they took a different 
tack to the Socreds, their anti- 
TVDP message came through 
all too loud and all too clear. 

Barrett's problem suddenly 
became two-fold. He not only 
. had to start fanning the 
embers in his own party, he 
had to find a way of dampen¬ 
ing the fire generated by his 
critics. He took the only ac¬ 
tion he could to do that: He 
agreed to lift the strict clo¬ 
sure rules.

In so doing he has, of 
course, created a problem for 
the Opposition.

Interest conflicts bother Lorimer 


Ban from office eyed

Municipal Affairs Minister James Lorimer 
has said he has ‘‘fairly reasonable informa¬ 
tion” about obvious conflicts of interest at 
the municipal government level. 

As a result of the information, Lorimer 
said, he is again considering introducing leg¬ 
islation banning lawyers, real estate sales¬ 
men and assessors from running for public 
office. 

‘I've been speaking about this for two 
years,” he said. “I keep hoping things will 
improve but they haven’t so far. I don’t in¬ 
tend to do anything about it this session but 


certainly if the trend continues, there will be 
something done very shortly.” 

Asked if he had documentation of conflicts 
of interest, Lorimer answered ‘‘I don’t know 
what you mean by documents. I certainly 
have fairly reasonable information." He de¬ 
clined to disclose details. 

Lorimer admitted that nine of 10 com¬ 
plaints received by his department turned 
out to be false. “Nine times out of 10 the per¬ 
son (involved) hasn’t gained,” he said. ‘‘But 
it appears to the public that he has, and the 
odd time there probably has been financial 
gain and it’s got to stop.” 


Loans for motels possible 


The B.C. Development Cor¬ 
poration will consider applica¬ 
tions for loans from indepen¬ 
dent motel and resort opera- 
ioi*s, Economic Development 
Minister Gary Lauk an¬ 
nounced.

*‘I am pleased to see that 
the development corporation 
is moving to help meet the 
growth requirements of the 
vital portion of the tourist in¬ 
dustry,” said Lauk. ‘‘This 
move should encourage diver¬ 
sification of tourist facilities 
and help strengthen the small 
business community in our 


The policy will extend to in¬ 
dependent operations, but will 
not apply to motel chains, 
said Lauk. 

“The corporation is pre¬ 
pared to consider loan applica¬ 
tions from operators who can 
demonstrate sound financial 
reasons for expansion or uj>- 
grading of facilities. The cor¬ 
poration will not be providing 
debt payment assistance,” he 
added. 


Suez toll 
double 
’67 rates 


CAIRO l UPI)—New com- 
mereial shipping tolls in the 
Suez Canal will be about 
twice what they were eight 
years ago when war closed 
down the waterway, the canal 
authority announced Satur¬ 
day. 

Mashhour Ahmed Mash- 
hour, chairman of the authori¬ 
ty, said rates when the canal 
opens next month will be “be¬ 
tween 90 and 100 per cent” 
higher than in June, 1967. 

Mashhour said he expected 
the authority to raise about 
$450 million in the first full 
year of operation, compared 
with $95 million it made in 
19G6. 

The agency will charge the 
tolls on the basis of interna¬ 
tional monetary units called 
special drawing rights rather 
than the exchange rate for the 
Egyptian pound, as was the 
previous practice, he said. 

He said fully loaded ships 
will have to pay a minimum 
of about $2 a ton and empty 
$1.70 a ton. 

The last rates were $1 for 
all fully-loaded vessels and 
about 46 cents for empty 
ships. 

“Taking into consideration 
the previous circumstances 
and bearing in mind the prin¬ 
cipal changes in world econ¬ 
omy,” Mashhour said in a 
statement, “it becomes per¬ 
fectly normal to reassess the 
Suez Canal dues so as to en¬ 
able the Suez Canal Authority 
to provide maximum service 
to the canal users.” 

He said the "world inflation 
in the ’70s, coupled with the 
devaluation of some leading 
currencies” had forced the 
agency to raise the tolls. 

He said studies made by 
two international consulting 
firms showed that a loaded 
ship of about 50,000 tons tra¬ 
velling to Rotterdam, The 
Netherlands through the canal 
rather than around the tip of 
Africa would save about $6 
per ton.

TTie Japanese government 
said the seasonally adjusted 
production index went up in 
March for the first time in six 
months, up 1.4 per cent from 
February but still down 16.1 
per cent from a year earlier. 

The British government 
said unemployment fell dur¬ 
ing May but attributed the 
drop to college students re¬ 
suming studies after register¬ 
ing as unemployed during 
Easter vacations. 

It said 850,346 persons, or 
3.7 per cent of the work force 
were unemployed, a drop of 
89,521 from April. It was the 
highest total for May since 
1972. 

The Saudi news agency said 
King Khaled of Saudi Arabia 
had approved a 8143.5 billion 
five-year development plan. It 
said nearly $97 billion has 
been earmarked for industrial 
and social development proj¬ 
ects. 

The plan is a bold attempt 
to transform the economy of a 


desert country, which now 
earns about $25 billion a year 
from oil exports. 

West Germany’s central 
bank reduced key lending 
rates for the second time 
since March 6 in a move 
aimed at stimulating the 
economy amid rising unem¬ 
ployment and slowing growth. 

West German unemploy¬ 
ment decreased slightly in 
April for the second straight 
month to 4.7 per cent or 
1,037,100, still far above last 
year’s average 2.5 per cent.

Contrary to reports pub¬ 
lished elsewhere, Econair is 
“doing very well” this sum¬ 
mer. That was the viaw given 
this week by the man who 
should know, General Sales 
Manager A1 Martel of Mon¬ 
treal. 

Martel heads a four-man 
sales team for the charter 
component of Venturex Ltd., 
which is an affiliated company 
of Air Canada.

So successful is the cam¬ 
paign, Martel added, that 
Econair is looking to a bigger 
program next year and one 
that would carry into the 
winter to places like the Bar- 
dados.

Econair sells its charter 
seats through travel agents 
only. However, all the equip¬ 


ment and crew, including the 
computerized reservations 
setup, is Air Canada’s. Its 
flight destinations are all in 
Europe — London, Paris, 
Frankfurt, Prestwick and Za¬ 
greb. 

Martel said that next year 
Econair likely will be selling 
flights to Dublin, Copenhagen 
and Vienna. 

The sales manager said that 
the popularity of the charter 
flight is not diminishing. 

“We’ve been concentrating 
on our eastern Canada mar¬ 
ket,” Martel said, “where 
there are plenty of VFR pas¬ 
sengers.” 

VFR passengers? “That’s 
Visiting Friends and Rela¬ 
tives,” he laughted. 

Toronto and Montreal both 
have large ethnic populations 
and Martel said that 10 per 
cent of their eastern charter 
business comes from nearby 
U.S. points. 

Another good market source 
is among students and teach¬ 
ers, he added, saying that 
they often fill up the planes 
early in the season on eight- 
week charters.

FBI plot aimed to use crime to fight Communists 


WASHINGTON (UPI) ~ 
The FBI has uncovered flies 
on five more counter-in¬ 
telligence programs, including 
one called "Operation Hood¬ 
wink”- which was aimed at 
pitting organized crime 
against the Communist Party 
USA. 

Attorney General Edward 
Levi disclosed the programs 
Friday and made public a let¬ 


ter advising house judiciary 
commitee chairman Peter Ro¬ 
dino of them. 

, He said they were discov¬ 
ered as part of a "continuing 
review” of counter in¬ 
telligence operations conduct¬ 
ed by the FBI since seven 
such programs with the code 
name "Cointelpro” were pub¬ 
licized last November. 

The first seven span the 


period from 1956 until Coin¬ 
telpro was ended in 1971 by 
FBI director J. Edgar 
Hoover. Their targets includ¬ 
ed the New Left, the Socialist 
Workers Party and black ex¬ 
tremist organizations. 

Levi said the five additional 
programs were similar. They 
included three "secret foreign 
intelligence" operations, a 
program aimed at militant 
group* seeking Puerto Rican 


independence and another 
against the Communist Party 
USA. 

Levi said the FBI took four 
actions under "Operation 
Hoodwink" between October 
1966 and July 1968, with the 
idea of pitting organized 
crime elements in competition 
with the Communist Party 
USA. 

They included a phony let¬ 
ter composed by the FBI to 


make it appear to have beep 
written by Communist party 
officials. It criticized labor 
practices at places of business 
of organized crime figures 
and was sent to an alleged un¬ 
derworld figure, Levi said.

Mafia boss ’ testament 
chill tale of corruption 


THE LAST TESTAMENT OF LUCKY LUCIANO, by Martin 
A. Gosch and Richard Hammer; Little, Brown; 4fi0 pp.; *10.

The roots of Watergate were firmly embedded in 
political corruption. And the roots of political corrup¬ 
tion in the United States reached far beyond Richard 
Nixon and his gangster crew. Salvatore Lucania may 
not be the best authority to quote on how to corrupt 
governments from the White House down. But Lucky 
Luciano, the godfather who first organized crime in 
the U.S. is worth listening to. And Salvatore Lucania 
and Lucky Luciano are one and the same. 


It was Lucania. who 
changed his name to Luciano 
early in his criminal career, 
who said: “They say you 
can’t fight city hall, but that 
never bothered me. because I 
used to buy city hall.” 

That quotation is the mea¬ 
sure of his Last Testament, a 
low key documentary of quiet 
understatement which at first 
turns the reader off with a 
recitation of the poor im¬ 
migrant who had to turn to 
petty crime to earn a dollar, 
then in chilling nightmare 
fashion parades through its 
pages the famous and the in¬ 
famous men Luciano touched 
and made powerful, or de¬ 
stroyed. 

★ ★ ★ 

Luciano didn’t introduce 
'•rime to the United States, he 
just recognized the immense 
potential if all the separate 
crime families could be united 
under the one banner of the 
Unione Siciliano. 

He achieved that aim in the 
early 1920s and if it took a 
muider or two to place,him in 
the position of chairman of 
the board he claims he com¬ 
mitted none himself. 

Murder was for hirelings, 
not for the boss. 

For Luciano and his board 
of directors were for the more 
subtle forms of destruction. 
Bribery, compromise, entrap¬ 


ment, the fix,. And they all 
worked as the Unione Sici¬ 
liano flexed its muscle and 
moved from an unruly, 
clumsy mob to the second 
most powerful government in 
the country. 

And maybe at times, the 
most powerful. 

Presidents and would - be 
presidents were financed by 
Luciano. State governors 
courted his favors. So did 
mayors, Judges, senior gov¬ 
ernment officials and, on oc¬ 
casion, cardinals of the 
Roman Catholic church, and 
Frank Sinatra. 

Gosch and Hammer, joint 
authors of Luciano's Last Tes¬ 
tament, name them all with 
dates, times, places and Lu¬ 
ciano's recollection of conver¬ 
sations. 

That recollection may be 
challenged as faulty because 
Luciano didn’t dictate his 
story until in his declining 
years in exile in Italy. 'But 
Gosch and Hammer don’t 
leave that impression. 

With the material at hand 
they could have written an¬ 
other Godfather, a blood, guts 
and sex epic which would 
have been tedious. They chose 
instead the well documented 
route with an index which 
reads like Who’s Who both in 
high society and crime. 
The blood, guts and sex are 


Young critic gives 
Richler venture 
a mixed reception 

JACOB TWO-TWO MEETS THE HOODED FANG, By Mor 
decaJ Richler; Illustrated by Fritz Wegner; McClelland and 
Stewart; *5.9* (Ages 8-1*).

Mordecai Richler is so good at writing good fiction for 
adults that perhaps I was expecting too much of this, his first 
attempt at a children’s book. But our resident nine-year-old. 
who has never even heard of Duddy Kravitz, had no such ex¬ 
pectations — and she was disappointed, as well. 

Richler’s anti-hero this time is Jacob Two-Two, a some¬ 
what put-upon six-year-old who's developed the habit of saying 
everything twice, since he's found that adults never listen the 
first time. Sentenced to hard labor at the terrible Children’s 
Prison on a trumped-up charge of “insulting behavior to a 
big person," he refuses to be cowed by the prison’s fearsome 
warden, a self-proclaimed kid-hater called the Hooded Fang. 

★ ★ ★ 

Eventually, with the help of the Infamous Two — “the in¬ 
trepid Shapiro and the fearless O’Toole,” a pair of caped 
crusaders for Child Power who in everyday life are Jacob's 
older brother and sister — he succeeds in treeing his fellow- 
prisoners and unmasking the Hooded Fang as a mere childish 
poseur, a basically nice fellow who at heart is “one of us.” At 
this point Jacob wakes up, to find it was all a dream. 

Our nine-year-old was rightly annoyed by this — like most 
children she prefers her fantasy straight, and peopled with au¬ 
thentic arch-villains rather than paper tigers. She had been 
restive before (a good deal of the book'6 humor went over her 
head); but now she was incensed. 

In spite of this, the story scored a qualified success with 
her—she seemed to sense that its intentions were good, and 
found the notion of “Child Power” most appealing. Her final 
verdict was that she “approved.” 

★ ★ ★ 

Throughout the hook Richler tries bard to make contact 
with his juvenile audience; but he never seems quite sure of 
himself, and the result is frequent lai>ses into coyness or con¬ 
descension. Much more successful are Fritz Wegner’s illustra¬ 
tions, which do a fine .job of capturing the quirky gro¬ 
tesqueness of a nervous child’s fantasizing. Plainly Wegner 
knows children; whereas Richler, I’m afraid, oliiy ' Under¬ 
stands” them. 


there but almost incidentally. 

Canada does not remain un¬ 
touched by the Unione Sici¬ 
liano. tentacles, nor do some 
of its citizens. 

"With the organization 
growing, with customers (dur¬ 
ing prohibition) waiting in 
line for their good liquor, with 
business growing at an almost 
unbelievable pace, there was 
an urgent necessity to insure 
the sources of good whisky. 

“Much was being purchased 
in Canada from men like Sa¬ 
muel Bronfman, later head of 
the Seagram Corporation and 
one of Canada’s richest and 
most philanthropic citizens, 
but then, as Luciano noted, a 
man who ‘was ‘bootleggin’ 
enough whisky across the Ca¬ 
nadian border to double the 
size of Lake Erie.’” 

★ ★ + 

The reference is one of the 
four times Bronfman is men¬ 
tioned in Luciano’s Last Tes¬ 
tament. Each one is as quiet¬ 
ly chilling as are the sections 
dealing with Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt, Thomas Dewey, 
a one-time presidential 
hopeful, A1 Smith his rival. 
William O'Dwyer, then mayor 
of New York and the man 
who used a city fireboat to 
pay his final tribute to Lu¬ 
ciano when he was deported 
from the States to Italy. 

Luciano recalls the fare¬ 
well: “I owe you everything 1 
have, along with lots of apolo¬ 
gies we don't have to talk 
about anymore," O’Dwyer is 
reported as saying. 

And he apologized for the 
fireboat trip to sea to inter¬ 
cept the deportation ship, the 
Laura Keene, for his good¬ 
byes but asked Luciano to 
understand that he couldn’t as 
the mayor, be seen at the of¬ 
ficial bon voyage party. 

★ ★ ★ 

As a farewell gift O’Dwver 
asssigned New York police¬ 
man Murray Weinstein to 
cross the Atlantic with Lu¬ 
ciano “to make sure nobody 
bothers you." 



Hillary’s life story 
forthright, enthralling

Luciano died from a heart 
attack just outside the airport 
in Rome on January 25, 1962, 
a few months after he had 
finished dictating his Last 
Testament to Gosch. 

He was “lucky" in that re¬ 
gard. The mob he had or¬ 
ganized and led had become 
restless in his long years of 
exile, with various section 
leaders vying for Luciano’s 
seat at the head of the confer¬ 
ence table. They wanted a 
leader at home, not in Italy. 

The contract on his life was 
issued a few weeks before he 
died. 

* * ★ 

TIi* Last Testament of 
Lucky Luciano is a fascinat¬ 
ing, unpleasant book. It tells 
the beginning of the story we 
saw result last fall in the res¬ 
ignation of Richard Nixon as 
president of the United States, 
(he ultimate result of political 
corruption. 

Salvatore Lucania’s body 
was returned to New York in 
a coffin bearing only a silver 
plate and his name. 

It lies in the Lucania family 
vault in St. John’s Cemetery, 
a vault purchased by Luciano 
at the height of his corrupt 
power. There’s a stained glass 
window in the vault depicting 
a bearded saint leaning on a 
shepherd’s staff. 

Luciano’s brother Bartolo 
was asked at the funeral ser¬ 
vice who the saint was. “I 
don’t know.” he said. “I’m 
not acquainted with saints.”

NOTHING VENTURE, NOTHING WIN, by Sir Edmund 
Hillary; Hodder and Stoughton — distributed In Canada by 
Musson Books; 308 pp.; illustrated; *16.26.

The mountains have always been productive of 
good writing and Sir Edmund Hillary’s autobiography 
is no exception. 

It is written in a straightforward, eager way. sometimes 
an eager-to-get-done-wlth way, as the author might react to a 
boring stretch on one of his climbs. It rushes on from adven¬ 
ture to adventure, from climb to climb, from the great New 
Zealand southern Alps, to the European Alps, to the Hima¬ 
layas, to Everest, to the Antarctic and back to the Hima¬ 
layas. It is not a book to be put down. Once started the 
reader feels as restless as the author, until it is finished. 

★ ★ ★ 

The beauty of the book is the way the writer’s character 
comes through, so that at the end you feel you know him. a 
fiercely competitive, stubborn, recalcitrant and enthusiastic 
man, who rarely makes close friendships, so rarely that it 
must be a great honor to be within that circle. 

For these special friends, partictflariy the New Zealand 
climbers Harry Ayres and George Low and the British 
climber Shipton, his liking is obvious. He has a typical An¬ 
tipodean dislike for anything phoney, anything pretensious, 
and his comments are sometimes ungracious but always 
honest. He is obviously quite unable to refrain from saying 
what he thinks. 

The other great attraction of the book is the story of the 
development of a mountaineer, from the very beginning to 
one who makes the first ascent of the highest mountain in the 
world. From the very beginning he shows the toughness, the 
competitive spirit, the courage and the desire to pit himself 
against the forces of nature that were to lead to his success. 

A week’s skiing on Mt. Ruapehu when still a boy started 
it; a weekend from the hard work with his father, bee keep¬ 
ing, when he went to the southern Alps and took a guide, 
whom he preceded most of the way up Mt. Oliver, clinched it. 

★ ★ ★ 

From then on he climbed without a guide, or in com¬ 
panionship, but not as a client, with Harry Ayres, from whose 
teaching he attributes his skill. Whatever Harry Ayres taught 
him. he was obviously destined for the top hierarchy in the 
climbing world and the promise of the future is manifest in 
only the second climb of his career, Mt. Tapuaenuku, 9465 ft., 
80 miles away from his air force base. 

He reached the mountain hitch-hiking and walking, carry¬ 
ing a heavy pack. On the next day he climbed the mountain 
alone and in cloud. There was every excuse not to climb the 
mountain as he had only a weekend’s leave and the cloud was 
down, but he made it and was back at the base on time. 

That set his course for the future and thereafter, after 
leaving the service and whenever he could get away from the 
bees, he was climbing in the New Zealand Alps alene or in 
company, perfecting his great icemanship and strengthening 
his endurance. Then to the Himalayas with a New Zealand 
expedition, followed immediately by a reconnaissance of 
Everest under Shipton and in 1953 by the Everest expedition. 

★ ★ ★ 

Among Hillary’s special friends he does not include Ten 
Sing Norkay, his companion on the summit of Everest, al¬ 
though he pays tribute to his organizing ability with the Sher- 
pas, his cheery smile, his efficiency as a mountaineer and the 
support that he gave him during the summit climb. 

This is the only disappointment in the book. Was there a 
rift as a result of the Indian press-inspired innuendos about 
who was first on the summit? I think not. When Ten Sing whs 
in Canada he was on his way to stay with Hillary in New 
Zealand and he only had good to tell of him. 

There was controversy also in the Antarctic, again per¬ 
haps press-inspired, when they started talking about “the 
race for the Pole.” Hillary, in support of Vivian Fuchs, but 
coming from the opposite direction, had established the 
required base and then another, nearer to the Pole. 

It could hardly be expected that a mountaineer, having 
done more than was expected in support, would, kick his heels

Meet Me At Tamerlane's 
Tomb is one of those novels 
that young girls, 10 to 15, 
spend hours completely ab¬ 
sorbed in. The heroine is a 
very plain 14-year-old girl on 
a trip with her family to Sa¬ 
markand. 

Her story of adventure, in¬ 
trigue and young love in this 
exotic Russian city is very en¬ 
tertaining, and is also a fas¬ 
cinating way to learn some 
history and geography. 


This book contains sociolo¬ 
gical data that is extremely 
useful and that could have a 
major influence on the future 
of Canadian society. 

Clement, who is in the soci¬ 
ology and anthropology de¬ 
partment at Ottawa’s Carle- 
ton University, has made an 
exhaustive study of Canada’s 
corporate elite. 

IBs conclusions are. basical¬ 
ly, that Canada is dominated 
by a small upper class which 
makes most of the decisions 
governing the economy and 
the media. 

This small class maintains 
its hierarchy through its con¬ 
trol of the major corporations, 
and this control ensures their 
gaining large amounts of 
money. 

This class lives in isolation 
lrom most Canadians, be¬ 
cause of the high income that 
it enjoys and because it con¬ 
trols the perception of what 
our society is because it also 
controls the media. 

However, this class, which 
is very tightly-knit, and very 
narrow, is the one that makes 
the decisions affecting the 
lives of the other 95 per cent 
of us. 

These conclusions are espe¬ 
cially interesting in the light 
of Prime Minister Trudeau’s 
call for an investigation into 
the concentration of cor¬ 
porate power in Canada. 

★ ★ ★ 

They're also rather scary, 
because they reveal a situa¬ 
tion which is extremely dan¬ 
gerous — a society which is 
dominated by a group of peo¬ 
ple who are out of touch with 
the basic realities of life in 
our society because of the 
protected existence That they 
lead. 

As you can see. 1 believe 
that most of Clement's find-

at the supporting base and not go for the summit — the South 
Pole — when it was within his reach. 

One would think that Everest and the South Pole would 
be enough for one life. Hillary was soon leading an un¬ 
successful, but only just unsuccessful, attempt on Mt. Makalu 
in the Himalayas, without oxygen, and a successful climb of 
Mount Herschel in Antarctica. His restless drive is breathtak¬ 
ing. On the completion of the Makalu climb he turned liis at¬ 
tention to his great new interest, the building of schools, hos¬ 
pitals and bridges for the Khurnbu Sherpas.

Reading this enthralling book, the story of a happy and 
full life, one cannot but be conscious of the appalling tragedy 
that occurred before the book was published, when his wife 
and youngest daughter were killed in an aircraft crash, Dying 
in to Khurnbu to join him. 

Ten Sing told my wife and 1. when he stayed with us in 
Canada, that he bad never been really happy, since he 
climbed Everest. Now unhappiness has fallen on his com 
panion, and one prays that this brave man will find comfort 
in the work that be is doing for the Sherpas, and that Ten 
Sing and all the Sherpas will sustain him with their affection 
and gratitude for what he has done for them, as will climbers 
all over the world for the example that he has set for courage 
and tenacity on the high hills. 
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ings are true, so I had enough 
stamina to plow through his 
book. 

But it was no easy task. The 
text of this paperback was 
riddled with typographical 
and spelling errors, run-on 
sentences, faulty references, 
and sentence structure that 
often made it impossible to 
understand what was meant. 

★ ★ ★ 

It drove me absolutely wild 
— and yet 1 was committed to 
reading this book, because I 
felt it was an extremely valu¬ 
able source of knowledge 
about what Canadian society 
is really like (not egalitarian, * 
that’s for sure). 

What about people who are 
skeptical of Clement’s find¬ 
ings. and who are not sociolo¬ 
gists and thus able to deci¬ 
pher the masses of graphs 
and tables which document 
his conclusions so thoroughly? 

They’re going to ignore it. 
that’s what, or ridicule it by 
pointing out the typos and 
spelling mistakes, saying it's 
obviously inaccurate and just 
a piece of ideological hack¬ 
work. 

★ + ★ 

These errors are a major 
failing, and could detract 
from the book’s acceptance as 
art accurate -source of infor¬ 
mation on the nature of Cana¬ 
dian society. 

It shouldn’t happen to # such 
an important work. Hopefully 
MClelland and Stewart will 
get busy and put out a second 
edition soon, with all these 
errors corrected. 

And maybe Clement will get 
a good editor so that his work 
will be more accessible to the 
ordinary reader, who should 
be the one to peruse it. not 
just the sociologists, or the re¬ 
viewers. or the members of 
the Canadian corporate elite.

This has led scholars over 
the centuries to attempt to 
disenter his handiwork from 
plays attributed to others, 
such as Arden, of Fevershain 
or King Edward the Third. 

William Kozlenko reprints 
the texts gf 11 such doubtful 
plays, discusses their prove¬ 
nance, and weighs the bard’s 
touch (if any) in each. 

For the Shakespearean 
scholar this is a fascinating 
exercise in exegesis, but ob¬ 
viously this book is not thp 
last word on the subject.—

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B.C. tops Canada’s murder rate 


OTTAWA (CP)—British Co¬ 
lumbia recorded 100 murders 
last year, an increase of 32.5 
per cent over the 1973 count of 
73 killings. 

Preliminary figures from 
Statistics Canada show the 
rate of violent crimes across 
the country Increased by 5.7 
per cent in 1974 over the year 
before. 

Hie statistics, tabulated 
-from police information, 
shows the national murder 
rate increased by 11.8 per 
cent from 2.2 murders for 


every 100,000 population to 2.4 
murders in 1974. 

The actual number of 
murders increased from 475 
in 1973 to 539 last year, with 
the largest number. 151, oc¬ 
curring in Quebec. 

Tile incidence of rape in¬ 
creased 13 per cent to a rate 
of 8.2 per 100,000 for 1,827 ac¬ 
tual rapes in 1974. Attempted- 
murders increased 6.9 per 
cent, wounding by 10.7 per 
cent, assaults by 4.4 per cent 
and robbery by 26.9 per cent. 

However, the manslaughter 
rate decreased by 25.3 per 


cent and the rate for sexual 
offences other than rape de¬ 
creased by 11.9 per cent. 

The national rate for all of¬ 
fences under the Criminal 
Code increased by 10.4 per 
cent last year over 1973 with 
the largest increase in the 
Yukon Territory, where it in¬ 
creased by 19.9 per cent. 

The smallest increase in 
criminal code violations was 
in Newfoundland, where the 
increase was 4.2 per cent. But 
in Manitoba, the total number 
of such violations decreased 
by 1.8 per cent. 

Although, Quebec recorded 


the largest number of 
murders, its murder rate was 
well below that for three 
Western provinces and the 
territories. 

The Quebec rate was 2.5 
murders per 100,000 popula¬ 
tion, compared with British 
Columbia, which had a 
murder rate of 4.2' per 100,000. 

The Northwest Territories 
had eight murders last year, 
for a rate of 21.1 per 100,000, 
an increase of 94.7 per cent 
over a year earlier, ulien 
there were four murders In 
the territory.

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Parks 
rules 
change 


EDMONTON (CP) — Spe¬ 
cial vehicle stickers identify¬ 
ing traffic going straight 
through Jasper and Banff Na¬ 
tional Parks will be issued 
soon, William Turnbull, Partra 
Canada western regional 
director, said. 

The stickers* which must be 
affixed to car windows, will 
be handed out as soon as they 
are received, likely in about 
two weeks, he said. 

On April 1, the federal gov¬ 
ernment stopped the old prac¬ 
tice of charging all vehicles 
going through the park gates. 
Instead, people going through 
were given free passage, 
those using the park for one 
day were charged $2 and 
those wanting a season’s pass 
were charged 910. 

But since then, it has been 
found some of those entering 
free have been using park fa¬ 
cilities, Turnbull satid. 

He said spot checks showed 
some of the people who 
claimed to be going through 
actually were abusing the 
honor system. 

Although motorists who do 
not pay fees are allowed to 
stop for food, gas or informa¬ 
tion, they must confine them¬ 
selves to the through routes 
and not overstay. 

Turnbull also said people 
using the Icefields Parkway 
from Banff to Jasper are not. 
considered through traffic 
since that road is designed to 
be a scenic route. 


Four-day 
week 
in school 


CIMARRON, N.M. (API — 
A four-day school week here 
has eliminated Monday morn¬ 
ing blues for students and 
teachers, and almost every¬ 
one wants ft continued. 

Joe Pompeo Jr., Cimarron 
school district superintendent, 
said teachers, counsellors and 
principals in the district are 
almost unanimously in favor 
of retaining the four-day 
week. Of 380 students sur¬ 
veyed, only 14 were against 
it. 

Inquiries about the success 
of the four-day week have 
also been received from other 
states and Canada. 

TJie 435-student district 
went to the four-day week on 
a temporary basis in January, 
1974, because of fuel short¬ 
ages and costs. 

"It was either that or close 
the schools in the winter 
months," Pompeo said. 

Reaction was so favorable, 
the district adopted the four- 
day week for the current, 
school year. 

Students on the four-day sys- 
lem put in about the same 
number of hours by staying 55 
minutes longer each day 
Tuesday though Friday. 

Pompeo says he recom¬ 
mends thait other districts try 
the abbreviated school week. 

"My response is based on 
teachers and children" he 
said. "When you have the kind 
of margin in favor of it that 
we have, it’s not based just on 
students wanting to get out of 
school.” 


Demonstra tion 
for abortionist 


OTTAWA (UPI) — Singing 
and chanting, about 300 
women, men and children 
demonstrated on Parliament 
Hill Saturday demanding free¬ 
dom for convicted abortionist 
Dr. Henry Morgentaler and 
the right to choose on the 
issue of abortion.

Beauty fading as time runs oul

to save scenic Island Highway

Fortunate are those who 
travel the Island Highway, 
winding its way from Victoria 
to points north on Vancouver 
Island, before the scenic 
route’s last remnants of 
beauty are destroyed.

What once was one of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia’s mo9t scenic 
drives is fast becoming just 
another highway. 

Where once were meadows 
md forests, the view is now 
captured by hamburger 
stands, car lots, mobile home 
displays, junk yards and 
tourist traps. 

Numerous signs along the 
highway advertise land for 
sale, praising as "valuable 
commercial property." 

Before too long, the row of 
commercial buildings in- 
tersperced along the highway 
will spread all the way from 
Victoria to Kelsey Bay.

Temperature sets record at minus 1 


Frost hits many area gardens 


A heavy frost hit the Victoria area Friday night 
when temperatures sank to a record low of minus 1 
Celsius. 

The Victoria weather office reported the tem¬ 
perature was a record low for that date, the 
previous record being three degrees Celsius in 1972. 

“It was quite severe,” said Royal Oak Garden 
Centre owner-manager Bob Pederson. "We lost some 
tender tomato plants and marigolds.” ' 

A spokeswoman for Elk Lake Garden Centre, 
5450 Patricia Bay Highway, said she had calls Sat¬ 
urday from people wondering why the leaves on 
their begonia plants turned brown overnight, but the 


nursery itself experienced only light damage to 
plants as most were in greenhouses. 

“I dread to think what happened at the plots,” 
said Dick Keepence, supervisor of provincial govern¬ 
ment allotment gardens. 

He pointed out that tomato plants, marrows, 
cucumbers, bush beans and runner beans can’t 
withstand frost and die quickly. 

"May 24 is the magic date,” he explained. It 
usually is the last day frost can be expected. 

He added that “no commercial fanners get 
caught like this . . . it’s home gardeners who try to 
sneak in a crop before the 24th of May.”

The committee failed to 
achieve its aim and more and 
more commercial businesses 
located along the highway. 

Highways Minister Graham 
Lea has gone on record as op- 
posing “ribbon development’’ 
along the province's high¬ 
ways, but he, too, has so far 
failed to put an end to the 
encroachment on the Island 
Highway by developers. 

And unless steps are taken 
by the provincial govern¬ 
ment, the regional boards, 
and municipalities along the 
highway, there will eventually 
be an endless row of free¬ 
standing hamburger joints, 
tourist attractions, junk 
yards, car wreckers, and mo¬ 
bile home parks and dealer¬ 
ships along the once beautiful 
Island Highway.

The Vancouver Island local 
of the correctional services 
component, B.C. Government 
Employees Union, has been 
placed under trusteeship by 
the union’s provincial execu¬ 
tive. 


The local. representing 
about 150 prison guards at 
Wilkinson Road jail, Vic¬ 
toria’s Juvenile Detention 
Home, the Metchosin farm 
camp, the Jordan River facili¬ 
ty and a forestry camp near 
Campbell River, had trustee¬ 
ship imposed on it Thursday 
after it made public details of 
a six-month dispute with the 
executive over the classifica¬ 
tion of auxiliary guards in the 
prison system. 

Ex-secretary George Moffat 
said Saturday trusteeship 
places the local under the 
control of the union’s provin¬ 
cial executive. 

The trusteeship, which the 
local members will appeal to 
the union’s June convention, 
is against the Canadian Bill of 
Rights, Moffat said. 

"They shouldn’t: be able to 
muzzle people.” said Moffat, 
who added he has been a 
long-time trade unionist. 

The local has been fighting 
to have the 23 auxiliary 
guards on Vancouver Island, 
who are hired under fixed- 
term’ contracts, classed as 
regular employees so they 
will not be displaced by regu¬ 
lar employees, brought in 
when Haney correction cen¬ 
tre closes in July. 

The auxiliaries, who make 
up over 50 per cent of the 
staff at Wilkinson Road, are 
the backbone of the jail and 


without them it would close, 
Moffat said. 

The auxiliary staff, whose 
contracts expire June 30. has 
been hired because Wilkinson 
Road is supposed to be closed 
eventually, and Moffat said 
that if the provincial govern¬ 
ment had phased out the 
Haney centre and added alter¬ 
nate facilities, employees at 
Haney would not be faced 
with a loss of employment or 
a transfer to Victoria. 


He said the union has been 
"negligent in looking after the 
rights of the auxiliary 
guards,” who pay union dues 
and are required to belong to 
the union without many of the 
rights of regular employees. 

Some members of the local 
will contact a lawyer Monday 
to see what can be done to 
have the auxiliary staff re¬ 
classified as regular em¬ 
ployees. Moffat said.

But talent is the criterion 
and Tom Griffin and Debbie 
Scott were the main dis¬ 
played of it Saturday at Cen¬ 
tennial Stadium. 

Griffin set records in the 
800 and 1500 metres and was 
named die outstanding male 
athlete and helped Mt. Doug¬ 
las win its sixth straight meet 
title, while Miss Scott set 
records in the girls’ 800 and 
1500 and was named the out¬ 
standing female athlete and 
helped Claremont take run- 
nerup honors. 

However, Miss Wright, ah 
Esquimalt relay runner, and 
Nanaimo steeplechaser Hoge* 
wefcle gave the most memora¬ 
ble performances. 

Miss Wright, who replaced 
the .injured Sharon Doherty, 
ran her best 400 metres ever 
to give Esquimalt a second- 
place finish in the 4x400 relay, 
while Hogeweide refused to 
give up in the 1500-metre stee¬ 
plechase even though he 
couldn’t have done better than 
a last-place finish. 

The girls 4x400 relay was 
the most exciting of the day. 
Mt Douglas led all the way 
as expected, but Esquimalt 
built a large second-place 
lead with its first three run¬ 
ners. 

But with speedy Kathy 
Welch running the last leg for 
Vic High, it didn’t appear that 
Esquimalt had built a big 
enough lead for Miss Wright, 
who has been the slowest 
member of the relay team. 

Miss Weich ran a tremen¬ 
dous 400. bringing Vic High 
from well back to pass Cow- 
ichan and Claremont, but 
Miss Wright, who had faded 
badly in the eliminations on 
Friday, refused to give and 
managed to finish four-tenths 
of a second ahead.

Mt. Douglas athletes es¬ 
tablished 11 records, including 
the two by Griffin, and earned 
B.C. berths in 25 events, the 
most it has ever qualified. 

With such a large number 
of athletes qualified Mt. Doug¬ 
las should have a good chance 
of regaining the B.C. cham¬ 
pionship it last won in 
1970 Mt. Douglas has run 
second the last four years to 
Burnaby Central, missing by 
just two points in 1974. 

Other Mt. Douglas athletes

Scorching heat forecast for Indy 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
Province says Baltimore 
Blades of the World Hockey 
Association will return to the 
league next season as Seattle 
Totems and wiH be financed 
by British Columbia money- 
most likely from businessman 
Ben Ginter. 

The paper says the Seattle 
chib, frustrated by promises 
of a National Hockey League 
franchise, has opted for the 
rival league. 

Asked if he was involved in 
the Seattle WHA franchise, 
Ginter replied: "No, but it’s 
possible." 

Backed by Vincent Abbey, 
Seattle had applied unsuccess¬ 
fully for an NHL franchise. 

The Blades, started the sea¬ 
son as Michigan Stags but 
were transferred from the De¬ 
troit area late in the last 


WHA. Seattle Totems, a 
long - time member of the 
Western Hockey League, now 
will join former WHL clubs 
Phoenix, San Diego and 
Denver in the WHA. 

The Seattle Totems Hockey 
Club Inc. owes Vancouver 
Canucks of the National Hock¬ 
ey League about $600,000 from 
loans accumulated in the old 
WHL. The city of Seattle also 
is suing the Totems, claiming \ 
the team owes the city $57,904 
under its lease agreement at 
the Seattle Coliseum. 

Ginter, who owns a brew¬ 
ery, owned 40 per cent of the 
NHL Canucks in the first few 
seasons under the Minnesota- 
based Medicor Corp. He relin¬ 
quished his shares when West¬ 
ern Broadcasting purchased 
the club. 


INDIANAPOLIS, (UPI) - 
Killer temperatures that 
oould reach 160 degrees Fahr¬ 
enheit on the asphalt ribbon 
of the speedway are forecast 
for today’s 59th running of the 
$1 million Indianapolis 500 
auto racing classic. 

The weather bureau pre¬ 
dicted this would be the 
hottest race day in 22 years, 
with outside area tempera¬ 
tures hovering near 90 de¬ 
grees. The forecast raised the 
l>ossibility ' of using relief 
drivers if any regular wheel 
jockey feels the effects of the 
heat. 

In 1953, when the late Bill 
Vukovich, St. won the first of 
his back-to-back Indy races, 
only seven drivers went the 
200-lap route without relief 
and there were just 12 cars in 


the starting field of 33 still 
running at the finish. 

That year the track temper¬ 
atures only reached 130 de¬ 
grees, but it was hot enough 
to cause one fatality among 
the drivers. Carl Scarborough 
succumbed to heat prostration 
two hours after he was lifted 
unconscious from his car. 

Too much heat would tend 
to slow the pace and create 
hazardous conditions caused 
by dirt and oil covering the 
track. If the heat doesn’t foul 
up the race, rain might 
scramble driver-crew strate¬ 
gy. There is a fifty per cent 
chance of thunderstorms hit¬ 
ting the area at race time. 

Drivers received their final 
instructions Saturday from 
chief steward Tom Binford, 
who warned them of possible 


penalties that includes fines 
and lap losses for flagrant in¬ 
fractions. 

"Get yourselves off safely,’* 
Binford cautioned the 33 start¬ 
ing drivers, “and take care of 
the other guys. Watch each

There has been a number of 
reasons for the recent up¬ 
swing in chess on the North 
American continent, but one 
of the biggest has to be the in¬ 
troduction of strong tour¬ 
naments with a fair sprinkling 
of European stars. 

I’m speaking of closed tour¬ 
naments, such as the one thia 
month in Cleveland. 

Organized by the U.S. Chess 
Federation and the newspaper 
Cleveland Plain-Dealer, the 
tournament has attracted four 
top-class grandmasters and a 
number of young U.S. stars. 

The grandmasters are 
Florin Gheorghiu of Roman¬ 
ia; Istvan Csom of Hungary; 
Miguel Quinteros, Argentina; 
Manuel Torre, the Philip¬ 
pines. Among young U.S. in¬ 
ternational masters are two of 
my favorites from Riverside, 
Calif. — John Tarjan and 
Larry Christiansen. 

Of course, the interesting 
part is that only 10 points out 
of 15 rounds are required for 
grandmaster norm, and you 
can bet your bottom dollar 
the youngsters are shooting 
for it t . 

And that's where the inter¬ 
est is — bringing in the es¬ 
tablished stars and pitting 
them against North America’s 
youth. 

Can we look forward to sim¬ 
ilar tournaments in Canada in 
the near future? 

Frankly, it's a matter of fi¬ 
nances. For a 16-player tour¬ 
nament of this kind, I think 
we’d need 915,000 to $20,000 all 
told. 

Right now we can't afford 
it, but as our open tour¬ 
naments get bigger and more 
revenue keeps pouring into 
Chess Federation of Canada 
coffers, our chances for this 
type of tournament keep im¬ 
proving. 

And the more we get behind 
our big open tournaments, the 
closer we’ll get toward 
achieving international status 
in a big way. 


Checkmate 


Our Games of the Week, in¬ 
cidentally, are closely con¬ 
nected with this column’s 
topic. 

One of the more interesting 
tournaments in North Ameri¬ 
ca in recent months was held 
in Los Angeles, with superstar 
Svetozar Gligoric of Yugosla¬ 
via leading the "ratings list” 
of the 12 competitors. 

He justified his top rating 
by finishing first, but with a 
slim margin — 7H points to 
seven points for Gheorghiu 
and Julio Kaplan of Puerto 
Rico, who tied for second 
place. 

I’m running two fine vic¬ 
tories by Gligoric over two of 
the better U.S. international 
masters — Bernard Zucker- 
man and Norman Weinstein. 
In both it’s easy to see why a 
supergrandmaster can beat 
international masters on most 
occasions.

Garden notes 


FRUITLESS TOMATOES — 

TH.S.. Ooftonj. 

Tomatoes have '‘perfect” 
flowers; that is, each blossom 
has both male and female 
-organs and it is not necessary 
to have another tomato plant 
of a different variety nearby, 
as with many of our fruit 
trees. 

The failure of tomato blos¬ 
soms to set fruit, which is 
called ‘‘dry set,” is usually 
due to atmospheric or weather 
conditions or low tempera¬ 
tures, and fairly often the to¬ 
mato plants will abort their 
blossoms when the plants are 
in a state of shock from a re¬ 
cent transplanting. 

it is good insurance to 
spray all open blossoms with 
a fruit-setting hormone 
spray, sold under such trade 
names as Blossom-Set, Seed- 
Less-Set, Tomato-Fix arid 
Fixit. This should be applied 
as a very fine misty spray to 
the open blossoms only. 

In my opinion, the artificial¬ 
ly-set tomatoes make better 
eating than those pollinated 
naturally. They are meatier, 
almost seedless, and with less 
I watery pulp.

LII.AC HEDGE lO.McS., 
i Victoria). 


Ydur proposal to use .Villosa 
lilac as a clipped hedge is 
practicable, for this plant sur¬ 
vives under hard pruning and 
is used quite extensively for 
hedging In the priarie prov¬ 
inces. 

I should point out, though, 
that the lilac loses its leaves 
in winter and is not very at¬ 
tractive through the winter 
months. 

I would think a better 
choice for your situation 
would be laurel or Rhododen¬ 
dron ponticum, both of which 
are evergreen broad-leafed 
shrubs that stand clipping 
well. 

'•.Plant about IV* feet apart. 
Rhododendron ponticum will 
cost around $1.50 each fob 
small plants and laurel about 
a dollar.

CAT TROUBLES — (A. C., 
Victoria). 

Any of the dog-repellents 
such as Scent-Off twist ties 
sold in garden centres would 
probably deter your cat from 
sharpening her claws on the 
bark of your fruit trees, as 
the smell is distasteful to cats 
as well as dogs. These twist 
tics would have to be re¬ 
moved from time to time, 
though. 


I really think a better bet 
would be lo wrap the trunks 
with chicken wire netting.

WATER ULY PEST (M.W., 
Duncan). 

The black aphid, also known 
as blackfly and 'dolphin, is a 
common and persistent pest 
of water lilies and other 
aquatics; this is the same 
parasite that fouls the tops of 
our broad beans and clusters 
on the back of nasturtium 
leaves. 

Unfortunately, we can't 
deal with them in the pond by * 
spraying with ordinary insec¬ 
ticides. for all our modern 
bug-killers are poisonous to 
fish. 

If you catch the trouble 
early, an effective control 
measure is to spray the pads 
forcefully whenever the lice 
are seen with a very strong 
jet of plain water, thereby- 
washing them off the lily pads 
and into the water, where 
they will be eaten by the fish. 

For a severe infestation, 
arrange somehow to sub¬ 
merge the plants completely 
for 24 hours; between the 
drowning and the fish, the 
pads should he as clean as a 
whistle when returned 4o the 
surface. 


TARRAGON CULTURE— 
(.O'M., Metchosin). 

Tarragon is quite hardy 
here and there is no reason 
why your potted plani 
shouldn’t be set out in the 
garden permanently. 

In nature, this plant grows 
wild as far north as Siberia, 
and is a close relative to the 
prairie sagebrush, so our Van¬ 
couver Island temperatures 
hold no terrors for it. 

About the only danger is 
our winter rain. Tarragon 
cannot abide wet feet- and 
would probably die out if 
planted in a low-lying spot 
where puddles stand in 
winter. 

On really rich soil, tarragon 
will make lush, vigorous 
growth, but it will be aliftost 
worthless as a culinary herb. 

To develop its full flavor 
and aroma, it should he 
grown on poor, hungry soil, 
gritty or gravelly, and in ar- 
sun-baked position. 

Small supplies of frets h 
leaves may be picked and 
used whenever they are avail¬ 
able. but for drying and stor¬ 
ing it w|nuld be best to wait 
until August. There is always 
a higher content of the aro¬ 
matic oils in the leaves laic in 
the season.

WASHINGTON — One of the 
toughest jobs in the country today is to 
he a personnel officer for a company 
doing business with the government.

“Nothing except that the law also 
states that firms with government con¬ 
tracts have to submit reports to the 
government on how many veterans 
they’ve hired.” 

“So?” 

"So.” said Dollop, “We eliminate 
male whites over 25 years of age to 
stari with.” 

“Why over 25 years of age?” 

“Because there is a federally sup- 
ported program to promole the hiring 
of youths and we’re pledged to support 
it.”

'“So when it comes to a job.” I said, 
"you have your choice of women, min¬ 
orities, veterans and youths.” 

“And handicappel people. The law 
required employers with government

contracts to make a good faith effort to 
hire appropriate numbers of han¬ 
dicapped people. At the same time, we 
can get a tax break if we hire people 
from the welfare rolls. So it’s to our ad¬ 
vantage to hire the last group.” 

“That makes sense.” 

"At the same time,’ ’ Dollop said, 
“the company is a member of National 
Alliance of Businessmen which supports 
the hiring of ex-offenders who have 
been released from jail.” 

“You have quite a varied group to 
pick from,” 1 said. 

“We also are involved with a pro¬ 
gram that encourages the hiring of the 
disadvantaged who are not on welfare 
mils, for one reason or another. And 
last week my boss agreed to give jobs 
to members of the Spanish-speaking 
community.” 

‘There hardly seems to l>e anylxidy 
left.” 


“Did I mention that I've also been 
ordered to find work for senior citi¬ 
zens?” 

“No you forgot,” I said. 

“So you see the problem. T have no 
difficulty when a white male non-ve¬ 
teran walks in my office. I just throw 
him out as that quota has been filled for 
several years. But what do I do when a 
woman, black, a veteran and a person 
on welfare all apply for the same job?" 


“I guess you give it to the nnp who is 
most qualified.” 

“But the handicapped person might 
he the most qualified, or the cx-of- 
Tender. or the person from the Spanish- 
speaking community. In any case no 
matter who 1 give the job hi, the other 
people arp going to sue us lor discrimi¬ 
nation. Our legal fees arp more than the 
.iob is worth.” 

‘Why don't you advertise lor a black 
woman who,served in the armed forces, 
speaks Spanish, has' some form of infii 
mity, would like to get off welfare and 
did some time in jail.”

“They're not. as easy to find as you 
w'ould think. Besides no newspaper will 
allow you to put sex or color in a clas¬ 
sified advertisement. We also are not 
permitted to mention age. All we can 
say is that there are job openings. Once 
they apply I have to weed them out to 
follow the affirmative action plan.” 

“II sounds like you have to play God 
every day,” I told Dollop. 

"Well.• I was doing pretty good gel¬ 
ling a favorable mix until I got this no¬ 
tice from the Fair Employment Prac¬ 
tices Commission this afternoon.” Dol¬ 
lop read it to me. "Could you please let 
us know how many American Indian 
weight-watchers you have on your pay- 
toll and when you expect your quota to 
l»r Pilled?”

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Favoritism disappears from hiring practice

Union hiring halls, which 
have been established be¬ 
cause of the cyclical nature of 
construction work, have era¬ 
dicated favoritism in the hir¬ 
ing process, according to a 
union spokesman. 

About 14 unions affiliated 
with the B.C, and Yukon Build¬ 
ing Trades Council have set up 
hiring halls, where union 
members are dispatched by 
the union to building sites 
after a request by a contrac¬ 
tor for workers, John Schibli, 
president, of the Victoria local 
of the Carpenters Union and 
secretary of the Vancouver Is¬ 
land Building Trades Council, 
said in a recent interview. 

The Carpenters Union main¬ 
tains a list of union members 
looking available for work 
and Schibli said the first per¬ 
son on the list is the first per^ 
son sefrt to a .job. 

The process has “eliminat¬ 
ed personal favoritism and 
has eliminated pressure on 
the guy on the job seeing a 
hunch of people who are un¬ 
employed go into the office 
looking for work.” 

Ten years ago, he said, 
when few unions ran hiring 
balls, the person who knew 
the most foremen received 
the most work. 

“It developed into a real 
buddy system,” Schibli said, 
“and the fellow without any 
foreman friends, no matter 
how qualified he was. could 
go for a long period without 
work." 

Union halls also remove the 
need for workers to tour 
building sites looking for 
work, he said. 

Although there has been 
some criticism of union-run 
hiring halls, Schibli said they 
arose as a demand of the 
membership. There are ap¬ 
peal provisions and the Unem¬ 
ployment Insurance Commis¬ 
sion has access to all records. 

Although each union local 


the employee has worked for 
the contractor in the last 12 
months, he said. 

With a hiring ball, union 
members are not allowed to 
seek employment on their 
own, but must work through 
the union. 

In this way, a contractor 
can't fire one employee to 
hire another, and an employer 
under contract with the union 
can be forced, In the rare 
event of a serious violation, to 
fire a person hired without a 
dispatch slip, Schibli said. 

Only union members can be 
placed through the hall, but 
any qualified journeyman can 
.join the union after paying 
initiation dues. 

Initiation dues in many 
skilled craft unions are high-- 
5100 in the carpenters union- 
hut Schibli said the high ini¬ 
tiation dues deter a member 
from dropping out while he is 
unemployed. 

With continued mem¬ 
bership, the union can use a 


person out of work to organize 
a non-union site by having 
him apply there, Schibli said. 

Initiation dues are lower for 
apprentices, he said. 

Non-union contractors can 
use union halls, and often do, 
Schibli said, because union 
members are often the most 
skilled in their trade. 

However, the union has an 
obligation to the companies it 
has contracts with to supply 
their needs first 
Under an agreement be¬ 
tween the building trades

council and the Unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance Commission, 
a ,union member registered on 
the dispatch list satisfies the 
commission requirement that 
persons receiving benefits 
must be actively looking for 
work, Schibli said. 

An unemployed worker is 
allowed to refuse a dispatch 
request on three occasions 
without good reason, and 
after that, his name is placed 
at the bottom of the list, 
Schibli said. 


The union receives no com- 
mission for dispatching 
workers, he said, but before 
unions set up hiring halls, pri¬ 
vate agencies used to get paid 
by contractors for placing 
workers. 

These agencies, and some 
companies, attacked union 
halls when they were first im¬ 
plemented, Schibli said, but 
"now I think they (the con¬ 
tractors) like it.” 

During the 1972 negotiations 
with the Construction Labor 


Relations Association, em¬ 
ployers made “real attacks on 
hiring halls,” particularily 
those run by the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical 
'Workers (IBEW), Schibli 
said. 

The attacks prolonged the 
construction strike in that 
year, but eventually the 
unions agreed to an indepen¬ 
dent study of hiring practices. 

That study has exonerated 
IBEW hiring practices, Schib¬ 
li said.

If a member is out of wbrk 
he calls the union and his 
name goes on the board, with¬ 
out regard to seniority. 

When a contractor needs 
employees, he calls the union 
that represents the type of 
workers he needs and the 
union dispatcher tines to de¬ 
termine what kind of skill is 
required. 

The union dispatcher usual¬ 
ly knows almost all the 
members, and what type of 
skills they possess Schibli 
said. A framing carpenter 
wouldn’t be sent out if the 
contractor needs finishers. 

And he may know that a 
particular worker would not 
take a .job with a certain con-

Thousands of people are out 
stalking antique shops, as 
well as junk, secondhand, 
and thrift stores to find trea¬ 
sures and not-sorare bar¬ 
gains for furnishing their 
♦homes. Salvation Army and 
Goodwill stores report they 
have never done such roaring 
business. 

Attics, bams, and base¬ 
ments are being emptied of 
cast-offs to help stock the new 
breed of “country” antique 
shops, roadside emporiums, 
and rural, as well as urban, 
flea markets. 

The search is on for what 
one couple calls “golden 
oldsters,” and tracking them 
down is more than half the 
fun. The enormous job of rec¬ 
lamation, renovation, and res¬ 
toration is the other half. 

Messy 

Not too long ago, 
ous chore of stripping a 
to its bare wood (or metal) 
with paint remover, steel 
wool, sandpaper, and elbow 
grease was a long messy 
process. Today paint and 
finish removal has Ween sim¬ 
plified through dozens of fran¬ 
chise operations, large and 
small, that do the job in from 
30 seconds to one hour at rela¬ 
tively low cost. 

Many of these shops have 
boomed as money has become 



tighter and furniture res¬ 
torers, antique collectors, 
home craftsmen, and hob¬ 
byists have turned more and 
more to doing-it-themselves. 

One Hast Coast paint-strip¬ 
ping operation said its service 
appealed particularly to 
young people in the area, and 
they brought in “everything 
including shutters, moldings, 
doors, and even racing cars.” 

Old hotel mailboxes, 
railroad ticket units, and mar¬ 
ble-topped shaving stands 
could be added. One young 
woman brought in a mahoga¬ 
ny dental cabinet with 25 
drawers and two side cabinets 
to convert to a nifty all-pur¬ 
pose storage chest. 

•Good, wood 

Solid construction, inventive 
design, and the use of good 
woods such as oak, walnut, 
cherry, chestnut- maple, and 
pine constitute much of the 
attractiveness 'of these vin¬ 
tage pieces. A 

One day recently at the 
headquarters of the Houck 
Process -in Walton, N.Y., the 
following pieces were waiting 
for the hot- or cold-tank strip¬ 
ping operation: one modern 
dining table and six chairs, a 
Boston rocker, a Shaker 
rocker, six 1870 oak <hairs 
with cane bottoms, a primitive

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old nine-foot farmhouse table 
made of cherry, walnut, and 
pine, and an old wooden 
washtub. 

TSew antique 

In one corner, a 1930 oak 
icebox was being put in A-l 
condition as a chic “new” an¬ 
tique in a couple’s family 
room. Several wagm and car¬ 
riage wheels were being strip¬ 
ped to be reused as lighting 
fixtures or fitted with glass 
tops and set on pedestal 
bases for table use. 

Houck started in 1966 and 
now has 210 franchises in 34 
states. It reportedly removes 
paint, varnish, shellac, 
grease, vinyl, milk, acrylics, 
and polyurethane finishes and 
can be safely used on wood, 
metal, veneers, laminates, 
wickers, and cane. It should 
not' be used on mirrors. 

Here, the price of stripping 
a three-drawer dresser could 
be as low as $10, or, depend¬ 
ing on wood, finish, and in¬ 
tricacy, as high as $75. An 
average for stripping a metal 
bed is about $20, though high¬ 
ly ornate versions run higher.

The furnitures tripping bust- 

ness began in the late 1940s 
but each year improved solu¬ 
tions have helped refine it. 
About ten years ago, the de¬ 
mand burgeoned ^and fran¬ 
chise operations sprang up all 
over the country. 

The processes used vary 
considerably. The 18-year-old 
Bix Process, headquartered 
at Bethel, Conn., with 350 
franchises in 46 states and 
Canada uses a flow-on sys¬ 
tem, much as a person would 
use in the home. 

The Amity Process of Ma¬ 
dison, Wise., with 303 fran¬ 
chises in the continental Unit¬ 
ed States, Canada, and Ha¬ 
waii, uses a three-tank liquid 
system. 

Hugh Crossland of Bliss- 
field, Mich., has launched a 
chain of 37 stores in the 
Midwest and Canada, after 
developing the first nontoxic 
stripper -in ’67. His process is 
a cold immersion system. 

Ehem-Clean is a small com¬ 
pany with headquarters in 
Minehill, N.Y., and has 60 
franchises scattered from Cal¬ 
ifornia to Texas to Maine. 
Here the process is likened 
to a "dry-cleaning" and is a 
no-water, no-caustic system.

Aptitude drop concerns educators

CHICAGO (AP> Children 
In small families learn more 
than those who have four or 
five brothers and sisters, a 
University of Michigan psy¬ 
chologist. says. 

But, says Dr. Robert B. Za- 
lonc, an only child is not as 
smart in school as the child 
wfao has one or two younger 
brothers and sisters. And. he 
says, in large families 
younger children close in age 
are not the scholastic 
achievers that younger chil¬ 
dren widely spaced in age 
often are. 

Dr. Zajonc attributes a drop 
in Scholastic Aptitude Test 
fSAT) scores in the United 
States for currentrgeneration 
high school graduates to birth 
order, family size and child 
spacing. 

Educators been con¬ 


cerned over the steady drop 
in SAT scores, a measure of 
how much students through¬ 
out the country have learned 
by the time they graduate 
from high school. 

The influence of television 
and changes in teaching 
methods have been among 
factors blamed by experts for 
this decline, which began in 
1963. 

But Dr. Zajonc cites the re¬ 
sults of more than one million 
intelligence tests in the United 
States and the Netherlands to 
support his contention that the 
decline is a result of family 
makeup. 

And he predicts that the 
SAT scores will begin to rise 
after 1980. 

Because family size began 
to drop dramatically in the 



United States in 1963, SAT 
scores should begin to rise 
when children bom that year 
reach age 17, Dr. Zajonc pre¬ 
dicts. 

Children bom since family 
size began to drop already 
are beginning to show greater 
intellectual achievement, Za¬ 
jonc says. He cites vocabu¬ 
lary, reading and mathemat¬ 
ics test scores of grade-school 
children in New York and 
Iowa. They show an improve¬ 
ment over the scores of chil¬ 
dren a few years older, he 
says. 


Children who are now lak- 
ing the SAT were born in 1957, 
at the i>eak of the post-war 
baby boom. Their older 


brothers and sisters, born ear¬ 
lier in the baby boom, es¬ 
tablished high SAT averages 
in the early 1960s.

Recognizing better beef outs: 
By their bones ye shall know 


JUlia Child, In her auperla- 
tive book Mastering the Art of 
French Cooking, haa this to 
say on the subject of beef: 

"Any cook or housewife is 
wefl advised to team as much 
as possible about grades and 
cuts of beef, as a vague beef- 
buyer is open to countless un¬ 
necessary disappointments 
and expenses." 9ie goes on to 
say: "Tha best way to learn 
beef cuts is step by step, or 
cut by cut. You could begin 
by peering closely at sirloin 
steaks every time you go to 
the market." 

It occurs to me that a 
worthwhile cause for this col¬ 
umn would be to assist 
readers in becoming more fa¬ 
miliar with basic cuts of meat 
in order that they might avoid 
the pitfalls of being "vague 
buyers." So from time to 
time, we'll get down to basics 
as far as cuts of meat are 
concerned. As Julia Child 
suggests, we can begin by 
"peering closely at sirloin 
steaks." 

The sirloin is a naturally 
tender section of the beef that 
lies just above the rump ad¬ 
jacent to the porterhouse

steaks. The ateaks of the sir¬ 
loin aren't Quite a8 tender as 
the porterhouse or T-bone, but 
they are close. 

The various steaks of the 
alrldin are fairly easy to iden¬ 
tify IF they are cut and dis¬ 
played with the bone left in. 
The traditional names are 
taken from the shape of the 
hip bone contained in each. 

The Pin Bone is the first 
steak off the airloin, just the 
thickness of a knife blade 
away from the porterhouse. It 
has much the same muscle 
and bone structure as the por¬ 
terhouse and will likely be 
every bit as tender. What it 
does have, what all sirloin 
steaks have, that no other 
steaks have, is a piece of the 
hip bone. In the Pin Bon6 sir¬ 
loin, the Mp bone make* its 
first appearance. 


Flat Bone Sirloin: As the 
hip bone widens out toward 
the tail on one side and the 
leg socket on the other, it flat¬ 
tens and joins with the back¬ 
bone. In most markets the 
backbone is removed, leaving 
only the flat hip bone, hence 
the name "flat bone sirloin.” 
If the backbone left in the 
steak may be called "double 
bone sirloin." 

Round Bone Sirloin: Where 
the hip bone separates and 
heads off in two directions 
there is a sirloin steak (or 
two) with a bone that is — 
would you believe? ■— round. 
If all of the other sirloins in 
your butcher’s meat case are 
selling at the same price, this 
probably is your best sirloin 
buy. It has a better ratio of 
meat to bone than the flat 
bone 6irloin and does not con¬ 


tain the gristle that is com¬ 
mon in the next sirloin. 

Wedge Bone Sirloin: As the 
hip bone widens out to form 
the socket where the legbone 
is attached, a cross section 
has a triangular or "wedge 
shape." Basic meat market 
logic being what it is, this cut 
is called the "wedge bone sir- 
loin.” Being the furthest re¬ 
moved from the most tender 
- middle of the back por¬ 
terhouse — this is the least 
tender of the sirloin steaks, 
and it may contain a good bit 
of very tough gristle. 

So there you have it — you 
have mastered the sirloin. At 
least you have mastered the 
sirloin if it has a bone to iden¬ 
tify it, but more and more 
these days, butchers are 
"boning out” the sirloin and 
selling the individual muscles 
separately. Without the bone, 
identification becomes more 
difficult. 

Even an experienced butch¬ 
er can get lost in the maze of 
merchandising terms that art 
used to describe boneless sir¬ 
loin. We’ll talk about those 
another time.

Chloride 
trace found 

TORONTO (CP) — The 
Globe and Mail says traces of 
cancer-causing vinyl chloride 
have been found in some plas¬ 
tic food containers. 

The newspaper says there is 
no medical evidence than such 
traces in food are harmful to 
health and few food products 
are packaged in such contain¬ 
ers — some example* being 
salad or cooking oils and pea¬ 
nut butter. 

It says an alert was issued 
earlier this month by the fed- 
erla health department to 
food manufacturers with the 
intention of prohibiting "the 
sale of food in any package 
that may yield to its contents 
any amount of vinyl chloride 
as determined by the official 
testing method." 

The newspaper says the link 
between cancer and the chem¬ 
ical was discovered in 1974 
when' three vinyl-chloride 
workers died of cancer.

Truffaut leaves queries unanswered

A lady friend of mine, a 
thoroughbred pqpcom- 
munchihg movie fan I might 
add, once caught a glimpse of 
movie titan Michael Caine 
ambling dowm a crowded Lon¬ 
don street. 

And her comment was, with 
sM due respect, that he was, 
well, a trifle fat. 

Which for one still being 
weaned on movie mags was 
more than an itsy-bitsy shat¬ 
tering. 

Which I suppose allows me 
to make the point that we 
rarely get even a glimpse 
about what really ihakes 
movie actors — or their direc¬ 
tors — tick. 

And if It's true that Water¬ 
gate blew the whistle on the 
once sacrosanct office of to# 
U.S. presidency, the fact re¬ 
mains that we public still tend 
to like our movie stars, like 
our royalty, filtered through a 
larger-than-life lens. 

And the movie mag report¬ 
ers as well as those who per¬ 
form “in-depth” interviews 
for “serious” newspapers are 
kind enough to oblige. 

So It's nice to have a com¬ 
petent, solid French film 
director like Francois Truf¬ 
faut take us oh set to show 
the making of a classic soap 
drama. 

Or so one would think. 

However, the title of the 
movie, Day for Night (mature 
at the Oak Bay) should be 


enough to stop the inquisitive 
movie fan dead in his tracks. 

“Day for Night'’, you see, is 
movie jargon for the process 
whereby a night scene is 
filmed in daylight by filtering 
the action through a darkened 
camera lens. 

And Truffaut makes no 
bones about the fact. 

His 1973 lens is unashamed¬ 
ly nostalgic, literally dripping 
with the innocent love of film- 
making. 

But while we see Truffaut 
himself playing a director 
shooting an American- 
financed film called ‘Meet Pa¬ 
mela’, once again we learn 
almost nothing of the stars, 
their directors and the gener¬ 
al business apart from some 
incidental tricks of the trade. 

What we do learn about the 
actors Is saccharin sweet: 
namely their constant, naive 
craving for approval and love. 

The youthful hero of “Pa¬ 
mela” is Alphonse, who, at 
least in the real movie, is por¬ 
trayed as a poppet of a young 
man with a knotted brow and 
an unhealthy yearning for a 
mother figure. 

Alphonsa (Jean-Pierre 
Leaud) displays expectedly 
theatrical histrionics when the 
course of true love does not 
run smooth — when his flirta¬ 
tious fiancee abruptly runs off 
with the English stunt-man. 

“Do you believe that women 
are magical?'* he is forever 
asking.

B.C. mine drilling 
drops 99 per cent 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
British Columbia and Yukon 
Chamber of Mines says explo¬ 
ration drilling in the B.C. 
mining area declined 99 per 
cent in the first three months 
of this year, compared with 
the first quarter of 1974. 

Only 2,400 feet of drilling 
has been recorded by the Ca¬ 
nadian Diamond Drilling As¬ 
sociation, die chamber said, 
all of it done by one company, 
compared with 256,514 feet of 
drilling in the same period of 
1974. 

The chamber now estimates 
that the amount spent on ex¬ 
ploration will decline 30 per 
cent this year to 515.7 million 
from last year’s total, and to 
a point 60 per cent below the 
338 million spent in B.C. in

town is still largely enclosed 
within them. 

Conway was founded in the 
late 13th Century, and its cas¬ 
tle was built at the same 
time. The walls. 30 feet high, 
extend for 1,400 yards, and 
have no fewer than 21 towers. 

The towers remain today 
virtually complete, except for 
a portion of the wall which 
was removed in the last cen- 
truy to allow the passage of a 
major highway. The only part 
the walls don’t encircle, Is a 
waterfront; Conway was (Mice 
an important port at the es¬ 
tuary of the River Conway. 

Today the vacationer will 
find the old harbor largely 
used by fishing fleets and 
yachts. 

Conway Castle was one of 
many built in Wales by King 
Edward I. It is acknowledged 
as one of the finest examples 
of fortresses of that period. It 
was started in 1283 and com¬ 
pleted in four years. 

“We in Wales are proud of 
old Conway Castle. Over the 
years it has resisted many at¬ 
tacks,” a local historian said. 

“Even King Edward I, in 
1294, was himself briefly held 
prisoner within the massive 
walls. There were more at¬ 
tacks during the Civil War of 
the 1640s when the town was 
declared for the Royalists. It 
was captured again in 1646, 
and in 1665 the castle was 
stripped of its lead, iron and 
timber, and left a ruin. 

“You see it today as a mere 
shell, though a very substan¬ 
tial one.” 

The massive strength of 
Conway is, indeed, a sight for 
the tourist, and a good subject 
for the photographer. Some of 
the eight cylindrical towers 
stand to their original height. 

We wandered around the 
old fortress, relived the days 
of old, and got a vivid picture 
of its former strength. Walk, 
as we did, on the battlements, 
and you get some fine views 
of Conway and the estuary. 


Conway people still find 
time and room to hold the 
traditional fairs inside the 
walls each March and Sep¬ 
tember. 

We visited the Liverpool 
Arms, a waterfront inn, which 
has centuries-old cellars and 
passages. 

Nearby is a house claimed 
to be the smallest in Britain. 
It has a frontage of six feet, a 
depth of just over eight feet, 
and, although having two 
floors, a height of little more 
than 10 feet. 

A ship’s captain lived in 
this house at the turn of the 
century. A quick inspection 
will show what a cramped life 
he must have lived when at 
home. 

One of the oldest houses in 
the town is Aberconway, dat¬ 
ing back to the early 15th 
Century. The most important 
house is Plas Mawr, an Eliza¬ 
bethan building with court¬ 
yards and gables, which dates 
to 1577, and is now occupied 
by the Royal Cambrian Aca¬ 
demy of Art. 

The graceful suspension 
bridge spanning the River 
Conway, in front of the old 
castle, was built in 1826 by a 
famous engineer. Thomas Tel¬ 
ford. He designed it to harmo- 
niz with the castle. 

The bridge was closed, ex¬ 
cept to pedestrians i some 
years ago and is now in the 
care of die National Trust, 


Running parallel with the 
suspension bridge, is another 
historic piece off engineering, 
a tubular railway bridge built 
by the railway pioneer George 
Stephenson in 1848. 

Conway may be an old and 
rather cramped town, but it is 
full of ancient atmosphere. 
And it’s a handy centre for 
exploring the villages, parks 
and mountains of North 
Wales.

The plane does not taxi to 
the terminal and allow pas¬ 
sengers to disembark in Vic¬ 
toria. The pilots just land 
their Boeing-737 jets, taxi 
down the runway, then take 
off for Seattle. The token 
landing is repeated on the re¬ 
turn trip. 

Glen Garvin, PWA public 
relations officer, said on the 
weekend that the airline is 
flying that route to sidestep 
an unexpected delay in of¬ 
ficial U.S. approval of the 
Vancouver-Seattle run. 

Canada and the U.S. last 
year apportioned several new 
air routes between airlines in 
the two countries, PWA get¬ 
ting the Vancouver-Seattle 
run. 


Accordingly the Richmond- 
based airline mounted a 
heavy advertising campaign 
announcing the new service 
the airline planned to inaugu¬ 
rate April 27. 

However, all bilateral 
agreements must be signed 
by UjS. President Gerald 
Ford to become official, and 
the president still has not 
signed. 

Garvin said PWA officials 
have been unable to find out 
the cause of the delay. 

Meantime, PWA has been 
running two "non-stop” 
flights daily to Seattle via 
the brief Victoria hop. The 
airline has also been flying 
two more flights daily to Seat¬ 
tle that actually let off and 
take on passengers in Vic¬ 
toria, a route the airline took 
over from Air Canada several 
years ago and which has U.S. 
approval.

Inside the convention hall, 
the mood of the delegates was 
generally belligerent when the 
names of McGeer, Williams 
end Gardom were mentioned, 
although a handful of dele¬ 
gates supported the decision 
of the defectors, who now sit 
as independents, and called 
for closer ties with other 
rightwing parties to defeat the 
NDP.

Keres draws 
against Suttles

VANCOUVER — Paul 
Keres of the Soviet Union as¬ 
sured himself of at least a tie 
for first place in the Van¬ 
couver 75 chess tournament 
Saturday night. 

Keres, several-times cham¬ 
pion of the Soviet Union, drew 
against Canada’s grand¬ 
master Duncan Suttles of 
Vancouver, giving him 7% 
■points from the first nine 
rounds. There is one more 
round to be played today. 

The story of the tour¬ 
nament, besides Keres, has 
been the play of Vancouver 
.master Dr. Elod Macskasy 
who is currently in second 
place with 6% points. He has 
played four of the five grand¬ 
masters in the tournament, 
winning against one and 
drawring against three. 


He was jeered when he 
called for closer liaison with 
other free enterprise parties 
"because if we don’t, we split 
the whole thing, and we’re in 
enough trouble as it is. If we 
do split (the right) then we’ll 
be in real trouble.” 

Dumaresque suggested that 
the convention pledge its sup¬ 
port to McGeer, Gardom and 
Williams in the next election, 
whichever party they may 
run for, and to Anderson and 
Gordon Gibson, the two re¬ 
maining Liberal MLAs. "In 
all other ridings we should not 
run candidates,” he said. "We 
don’t need to muddy the 
water. Let’s go for a straight¬ 
forward contest. I don’t think 
we have the right to put party 
before province.” 

But the delegates were in 
no mood to listen to talk of co¬ 
alition. After voicing their dis¬ 
content with Dumaresque, 
and the two or three other 


speakers offering the same 
argument, they settled down 
to listen to a steady proces¬ 
sion of delegates decrying the 
recent defections and pledg¬ 
ing total and uncompromising 
loyalty to the party. 

Finally the convention en¬ 
dorsed a resolution stating: 
"The Liberal party in British 
Columbia rejects any sugges¬ 
tion that it surrender its re¬ 
sponsibility to the people of 
B.C. hy entry Into any form of 
coalition with any other politi¬ 
cal group, extant or proposed, 
and that the Liberal party re¬ 
affirm its determination to 
offer the people of B.C. the 
opportunity to elect Liberal 
members of the Legislature 
from all areas of the prov¬ 
ince." 

On the vote, only six dele¬ 
gates called for rejection of 
the motion. 

Anderson said he was de¬ 
lighted to see party policy af¬ 


firmed. and the suggestion 
that rightwing parties should 
amalgamate rejected.

The project has taken 
almost two years to reach the 
sod-turning ceremony, after 
being beset by legal wran¬ 
gling. two public hearings. 

The project also survived 
die issuing of a writ by a 
group of area citizens alleging 
the city violated provisions of 
the Municipal Act and Con¬ 
trolled Access Highway Act, 
when it passed a land use au¬ 
thorization bylaw late last 
year, approving the Com¬ 
merce Capital Limited shop¬ 
ping centre complex. 

Ted Chame, Commerce 
Capital president, told the cit¬ 
izens gathered on a cold, blus¬ 
tery afternoon at the site that 
the development, to include 
a large Overwaitea store and 
a Zeller’s store as well as 30 
smaller stores, will be a qual¬ 
ity centre, of which the 
Comox Valley and surround¬ 
ing area can be proud. 

The centre will comprise 
145,000 square feet in the first 
phase with official opening 
scheduled for April next year. 

Chame said the contract for 
construction of the centre will 
be awarded next week. 

The centre, he said, will 
provide 300 new jobs for this 
area, and will add at least 
$100,000 a year to the city 
coffers. 


He praised council and city 
hall staff for their excellent 
cooperation. “They drive a 
hard bargain but it was a 
pleasure to work with these 
people,’’ he said. 

Mayor Moore said the de¬ 
veloper had lived up to every 


commitment asked of him by 
council, and he termed the 
company officials “gentlemen 
of honor.” 

He said in welcoming the 
newest corporate citizens he 
was speaking for 95 per cent 
of the citizens of the area. 


"I'm only sorry I can't wel¬ 
come you on behalf of all our 
citizens," he said in an obvi¬ 
ous comment on the group 
which has been identified as 
plaintiffs in the court action 
opposing the construction of 
the mall. 



Moore said the new centre 
would create many new jobs, 
something badly needed in 
this area. 

He estimated that 80 per 
cent of students, graduating 
this year from G.P. Vanier 
high school, will have to leave 
the area to find employment.

The city solicitor and audi¬ 
tor will subscribe to the Mem¬ 
orandum and Articles of Asso¬ 
ciation in applying for the in¬ 
corporation and will, accord¬ 
ing to Sawyer, be the first 
shareholders. 

They will lurnr over their 
shares to the city as soon as 
the incorporation is granted. 

City employees will operate 
the company, but the final de¬ 
tails on this have yet to be 
decided, Sawyer said. 

In making his final recom¬ 
mendations finance commit¬ 
tee chairman. Aid. George 
McKnight, said the investiga¬ 
tions of the committee had 
' thoroughly satisfied us that 
this plan will in no way add to 
city costs, and will expedite 
the bringing of serviced lots to 
market which is a matter of 
some urgency at this time.” 

Sawyer said he expects the 
incorporation-iproceedirigs will 
take about b month, after 
which the new company's 
first endeavor will be to ser- 
. vice about 110 lots in the 
Glen wood area. 


B.C. Forest -Products paper 
and pulp mills at Crofton, 
north of Duncan, will be shut 
down for two weeks in August 
because of poor market condi¬ 
tions, but a company spokes¬ 
man said Saturday he expects 
few people will be laid off. 

About 850 workers are em¬ 
ployed in the two mills, but 
Crofton pulp and paper man¬ 
ager John Frisch said most of 
the workers will take fheir 
paid annual holidays during 
the two-week shutdown at the 
end of August. 

Declining markets for pulp 
and. to a lesser degree for 
newsprint have forced the 
shutdown, Frisch said, but 
any Additional downturn in 
orders will be handled by 
slowing down production with* 
out layoffs. 

About 850 tons of pulp and 
775 tons of newsprint are pro¬ 
duced at both mills each day. 

Reg Ginn, national pres¬ 
ident of the Pulp. Paper and 
Woodworkers o f Canada 
(PAWC), which represents 
employees at the pulp mill, 
applauded the company’s ac¬ 
tion in giving almost three 
months notice to the em¬ 
ployees. 

"B.C. Forest Products is a 
pretty fair company,” he 

said. 

Frisch said the notice was 
given to allow employees time 
to arrange summer holidays 
and to give chip and chemical 
suppliers a chance to react. 

As a result of the shutdown, 
"there may be some layoffs, 
hut they should be minimal, ". 
Frisch said. 

He said the company ex¬ 
pect* firmer markets in 1976 
and a shortage of pulp and 
newsprint in 1977. 

Markets for both pulp and 
newsprint are poor temporari¬ 
ly. he said, but pulp, produced 
mostly for export, has been 
the hardest hit. because the 
"world economy is pretty 
sick.” 

Ginn said the shutdown is 
probably not related to negoti¬ 
ations between the PPWC, the 
C a n a d i a n Paperworkers 
Union and the Pulp and Paper 
Industrial Relations Bureau. 

"With some companies, you 
might suspect that it’s tied to 
negotiations, but not B.C. 
Forest Products. They have a 
pretty good reputation^ 

Negotiations between the 
PPWC and the bureau broke 
off last week when union 
members at Weyerhauser 
Canada's pulp mill in Kam¬ 
loops staged a wildcat strike 
protesting a company move to 
bring in contractors to do 
work the union claimed is 
usually done by its member*. 

The bureau said it would 
not continue discussions on a 
new contract covering about 
8,000 PPWC members across 
the province, while the wild¬ 
cat strike continued. 

Ginn said the Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board ordered the em¬ 
ployees back to work Thurs¬ 
day and discussions are now 
underway between the union 
and Weyerhauser to solve the 
dispute. 

The bureau used the strike 
as an excuse to stop negotia¬ 
tions, he said, and the union is

"pretty unhappy” with the 
bureau’s attitudes. 

The Canadian Paper- 
workers Union presents its 
contract proposals to the 
bureau June 2 and Ginn said 
the bureau has told his union 
there can be no commitments 
until discussions begin with 
the paperworkers. 

Although the bureau has 
told the PPWC that negotia¬ 
tions can resume immediate¬ 
ly, “there’s not much point," 
Ginn said 

The PPWC and the paper- 
workers union have a liaison 
committee and there has been 
"pretty good co-operation,” 
he said. 

The PPWC has asked for 
wage increase of $1.50 an 
hour in a one-year contract. 
Base fate in the old agree¬ 
ment was $5.10 an hour.

We spent eight day* -this 
month holiday travelling that 
delightful 50 or so miles along 
the Olympic Peninsula’s High¬ 
way 112 between Port Angeles 
and (’ape Flattery. 


Except for a news assign¬ 
ment when we were fighting 
to keep the Port Angeles-Vic- 
toria ferry in service I hadn’t 
visited Port Angeles for 25 
years, when we toured the 
park for publicity features. 
W e had never toured along 
the Juan de Fuca coastline on 
that side of the water. 

Since we bought our cabins 
at Sooke in 1963 we have sat 
weekend after weekend and 
enjoyed the grand snow¬ 
capped mountain and sea¬ 
scape scenery across the 
Strait and wondered just what 
'it was really like over there. 

Past fall we started for Port 
Angeles to find out. hut got 
balked by long ferry lineups 
and gave up. • 

It turned out for the best. 
Since then we have gone into 
Citizen Band radio and have 
heard many of our U.S. neigh¬ 
bors talking. It almost 
seemed like We knew them. 
Now’ we do and they are all 
good friends . . . about 60 of 
them.' 

Tt all started when we trian¬ 
gulated an emergency call for 
Rig Ben. at Pillar Point di¬ 
rectly across the water from 
oijr cabins. We told about that 
emergency CB com¬ 
munication in our column a 
couple of weeks ago. 

At that time we told Big 
Ben, who hails out of Burien, 
Seattle, and fishes Pillar 
Point every weekend, about 
our longing to see the country 
on the south side of Juan de 
Fuca. 

We set a date and he got in 
touch with all the CBers he 
talks to in that area from Se- 
qtlhn, through Port Angeles to 
Neah Bay. A fish bake, crab 
feed, barbecue and pot luck 
picnic was set up for Pillar 
Point, all CBers welcome. 

And we set out on the MV 
Coho for our CB-Juan de Fuca 
Jitrait holiday. 

We had already obtained a 
licence from the FCC to use 
our CB radio in the United 
States. 

Our first contact once on 
the U.S. side was with Sugar 
Rahe. who was motoring past 
us on the 101 out of Port An¬ 
geles. She told us her XYM 
(husband), the Pack Rat, was 
still on the road hauling logs 
and would get together with 
us later. 

TYien we hit the junction of 
101 and 112, near where the 
Sugar Rahe and Pack Rat 
(these are OB code handles 
and I will use them through 
this story» live. 

About 12 miles or so along 
thp 112 and past the first two 
or three of a score or more 
heachside camping, picnick¬ 
ing. fishing and boating park 
playgrounds, we came to 
Joyce. 

This little settlement is not 
much more than a widening 
in the road with the quaintest 
old-fashioned general store 
you ever saw and the most 
delightful Family Kitchen res-

tauram (complete with pot¬ 
belly stove) you ever did see. 

Hamburger Harry (a OBer 
and trap shooteri runs the 
restaurant and his mother-in- 
law runs the store. Not many 
jieople live in Joyce, but they 
are the friendliest people you 
ever would Aish to meet. 

We got on the radio and 
called Northbend Willie, who 
told us he was just 10 minutes 
away in his logging truck and 
heading that way. That set 
the stage for the first of sev¬ 
eral little CB parties. 

Willie arrived and soon 
after him Uttle Jewel, Snuffy, 
Sweet Thing, Hamburger 
Harry. House Mouse and 
about four others. 

By the time we rolled out of 
Hamburger Harry’s that road 
didn’t seem too crooked at all. 
Truly it is a beautiful road 
crooked, yes, but paved also 
... no worse than the Sooke 
Road and there is plenty of 
access to Juan de Fuca Strait 
waters with county parks 
every five miles or so and 
other roadside beach accesses 
as well. 

Our first sight of Pillar 
Point was a thrill. We have 
looked at that point from our 
cabin windows and waterfront 
for 12 years and wondered 
whether it was an island or a 
point. 

It is a point and there is a 
scenic pillar right at the 
point, whereby it comes by its 
name Pillar Point. There is 
the Merrill-Ring county park 
there, plus a private resort, 
and a beautiful sandy beach 
much along the linos of 
ParksviMe. Pillar Point domi¬ 
nates the seascape just as we 
see it from Gordo?) Beach. 

Big Ken amt his XYI. 
(wife). Little Ko Peep, met us 
at the park entrance and es¬ 
corted us in to a lK*m hside 
camping s|h»I. We often won¬ 


dered just what Big Ben 
would look like, and we 
weren’t far out in our imagi¬ 
nations, although we were 
miles out on some of our 
other friends we had heard on 
ihe CB. It is fun trying to put 
a face to a voice and then 
tirviing how far out you were. 

Another party, then next 
morning a fishing trip and 
within 20 minutes I had 
punched my punchcard mark¬ 
ing an 11-pound ohinook, 
mooched with plug-cut her¬ 
ring off Pillar Point. 

There is no salmon fishing 
licence required, but you 
must obtain a punch card 
from almost any resort or 
place where lishing tackle is 
sold. The daily limit is three 
salmon. 

After salmon fishing we bot¬ 
tom-fished for crab bait and 
fillets and I hooked into a 


five-foot-long skate, as well as 
half a dozen ratfish which 
were line for the crab f»ots. 
We got our limit of seven and 
eight-inch crabs and re-baited 
the j»ot, then back to beach- 
side. 

Alter sup|>er some of the 
party-guests startel to arrive 
— .Neptune and Ajiollo, Sea¬ 
horse and Sea Urchin. The 
Happy Fiddlers. Rainbow and 
Noisy Neighbor. I-og Hog and 
Mother Hubbard. Mickey. 
Mosse, Rocking Horse, Ya¬ 
maha and Sidecar. Maid 
Marion. Thunder Chicken and 
Thunder Chick, to name 


We had a work party, bon¬ 
fire, some fiddling, some sing¬ 
ing and a godd time at this 
l»arty-the-night befnre-the- 
party. 

Saturday was party-time all 
day and more than 50 CBers

and their 44s (children) 
showed up and we met each 
and every one. Some |»eople 
who lived a mile or so from 
each other and heard each 
other on radio regularly met 
for the first time. The break 
(CB talk for partyt was a 
howling success, ending with 
a midnight torchlight wading 
party to get crabs. Deckhand, 
Skylark, Bluebird. Polack and 
lz)lli)N>p came from Victoria. 
Skylark is a professional- 
calibre country guitar player 
and singer and really got 
things going. 

The break carried on Sun¬ 
day morning and afternoon. 
Then it wps time to move on. 
We said our goodbyes and 
best of numbers, 33s and 88s 
(good wishes in CB language) 
and headed for Clallam Bay 
and a visit with Mother Hub- 
hard and the Iz>g Hog and 
their five 44s. 

It was time* for emptying 
holding tanks, showers and 
replenishing water tanks and 
we booked in at (he beach¬ 
front trailer park managed by 
CBer George Gedelman. be¬ 
tween Clallam Bay an<| Neah 
Bay. across from Port Ren¬ 
frew.

If society legalizes the tak¬ 
ing of unborn life, how long 
will it be before it promotes 
euthanasia and the calculated 
snuffing out of lives at the 
other end of the scale? 

Progressive Conservative 
leader Scott Wallace posed 
the question Saturday at the 
Pacific Northwest regional 
conference of International 
Toastmistress clubs at the 
University of Victoria. 

“In our aging population, 
with energy and monetary 
crises, the economic and fi¬ 
nancial strain of providing for 
the elderly sick, the senile, 
the disabled and the bedrid¬ 
den is frequently quoted,” 
Wallace said. 

“It may not be boo long be¬ 
fore the precedent of legally 
killing the unborn child is 
used as an argument tn jus¬ 
tify the snuffing out of elderly 
lives.” 

Wallace took as the theme 
of his speech the progress of 
women, touching on their 
fight for economic equality in 
marriage, winning the voting 
franchise, participating in 
public life and the use of birth 
control pills. 

He said the scope of sexual 
freedom available to women 
includes reliable contracep¬ 
tion, swingers’ clubs, commu¬ 
nal living, wife-swapping, ho¬ 
mosexuality and readily 
available abortion. 

“One husband has defined 
wife-swapping as a home im¬ 
provement loan." die Conser¬ 
vative leader said. “Whether 
♦his is an accurate definition 


or not, the fact that such a 
practice occurs, proves the 
degree to which women have 
been liberated. 

“We hopefully can antici¬ 
pate that women will increas¬ 
ingly be given equal opportu¬ 
nity to compete on equal and 
similar terms with men for 
any job, occupation, profes¬ 
sion or role in public life.” 

The two-day conference was 
opened by Wallace and Oak 
Bay Aid. John Goult. Among 
the 300 delegates from Alas¬ 
ka, the Yukon, B.C. and 
Washington are 50 members 
of two local clubs.

yard — all one million of 
them. 

About this time every year 
when May’s orchard blossom* 
show their colors, his phone is 
ringing with fruit growers’ re¬ 
quests for his bee* to pollinate 
their-crops. 

Decked out in elbow-length 
gloves and head veil, Magee 
trucks his hive* at night to 
the neighboring apricot and 
apple orchards. A week of 
warm days is sufficient for a 
hive of 50,000 bees to *et seed 
and ‘•fruit’’ two acres of fruit 
trees. 

This alrconditioner repair¬ 
man who tend* to his insect* 
after work is taking advan¬ 
tage — along with hundreds 
of other beekeepers across the 
nation — of a little known 
fact: honeybees are more 
valuable for pollinating titan 
for making honey. Re¬ 
searchers say that ultimately 
the buy little honeybee could 
hold the secret to vast in¬ 
creases in the nation’* food 
production. 

But there is a national 
shortage of the bees today. 
Several years of cool, damp 
weather, and the growing use 
of pesticides and insecticides 
by fanners are cutting into 
their numbers. 

The result : bee rustling and 
hive hijacking. 

“Bees are being rustled all 
over the United States.” *ay* ( 
Harold Achtenhagen, a bee¬ 
keeper for 62 years in West¬ 
ern Spring, HI. 

Bees are scarce around the 
world, also. Shortages and 
thefts have reached such pro- 
|Kii-tions that the topic made it 
into the agenda of the recent 
World Food Conference in 
Rome and was extensively 
discussed at the January 
meeting of the American 
Honey Producers Association. 

Bee suppliers now are re¬ 
commending their customers 
brand their hives to deter 
rustlers. 

Although the bee renters’ 
market, is booming, the annu¬ 
al honey production in the 
United States has fallen from 
131 million pounds in 1973 to 
100 million pounds last year. 

Because of continuing de¬ 
mand, however, vast quanti¬ 
ties of honey have to be im¬ 
ported from countries like 
Mexico. 

The bee business, though 
potentially lucrative, has 
some problems, too. Like 
most, businesses these days, 
honeybee pollination services 
have not been spared from 
the sting of inflation. 

The high price of sugar and 
honey, its substitute, has tri¬ 
pled the price in the U.S. of 
three pounds of bees (from 
$7.50 to $22.75) in the last four 
years. Consequently bee¬ 
keepers have had to raise 
their rental fees to as much 
as $30 a hive. 

Also, the presence of bee- 
hives sometime* alarms 
nearby residents. 

It took some while for hi* 
sunbathing neighbors to get 
used to the fact that Milo 
Bacon, a Massachusetts bee¬ 
keeper for 51 years, had some 
50,000 bees nesting in his 
backyard. But occasional lec¬ 
tures on the “gentleness of 
the honeybee” were a lot of 
comfort. 

Some beekeepers now go to 
the effort of disguising their 
hives as doghouses to keep 
from arousing their neigh¬ 
bors’ fear. Others are paint¬ 
ing them green to blend with 
the grass. 

Equipped with furry bodies, 
long tongues, and special pol- 
|pn sacks, honeybees rank a*

tor. Roughly 100 agricultural 
crops ranging from cucum¬ 
bers to almonds to peaches 
would not reproduce without 
their aid. 

The U.S.’s annual 74- 
million-ton harvest of alfalfa 
— essential to daily and meat 
production would dwindle 
to nothing without the bees’ 
services. 

Even with self-i»ollinating 
plants such as strawberries 
and citrus fruits, cross- 
]>ollination by honeybees can 
increase the si/e, quality and 
harvest., Experiment* at the j 
University of Wisconsin show, ji 
for example, that the in- | 
troduction of bees 1o an acre 
of cranberries can more than 
quadruple production. 

Valuable soybean harvests 
can be increased at least 16 j 
per cent with the systematic 
introduction of bees, say* re¬ 
search entomologist Eric H. 
Erickson from the Northcen- 
Iral Bee Culture Laboratory 
of the U.S. Departent of Agri¬ 
culture in Madison, Wis. 

Ironically, pollination ser¬ 
vices provided by the honey¬ 
bee — only one of some 10,000 
bee sjiecies in the U.S. — are 
entirely unintentional. From 
the bees’ point of view, their 
only job is to collect pollen (to 
be fed as protein to the 
younger bees) and gather nec¬ 
tar — (which is eventually 
evaporated into honey) as 
food for the hive. 

Each colony (one colony per 
hive) needs about 50 to 60 
pound* of honey to nourish it¬ 
self through the nectaries* 
winter. Any excess — which 
ranges from 30 to 100 pounds 

- is fair game for the bee¬ 
keeper at the end of summer. 

In contrast to the large 
commercial beekeeping and 
pollinating operations in th* 
West, Midwest and South, 
beekeepers in the Eastern 
United States, Canada and 
Europe are smaller scale and 
most often are part-time hob¬ 
byist*. 

Magee, for instance, who 
has aqly 18 hives, now is mak¬ 
ing more money selling bee 
supplies to beginner* than he 
is on bee rentals and honey 
production — and for good 
reason. 

Within the last few year* 
the ranks of the amateur bee¬ 
keepers has been bu/zing with 

activity. 

Local, national and even in¬ 
ternational beekeepers' asso¬ 
ciations (like Apimondia) 
meet regularly to discuss 
trade secrets and research in 
the realm of honey produc¬ 
tion, pollination and bee 
breeding. 

Bacon says hi* beginners’ 
class in February has grown 
from 40 to 200 students in the 
last five years. 

'Die growth in the number 
of bee hobbyists throughout 
the world has aggravated the 
shortage of American queen 
bees, says Elliott. Curtis, vice- 
president of the American 
Bee Breeder Association. 

“We’ve already *old 12,000 


queen* this year and could 
have sold 20,000 but we didn’t 
have them," says Curtis who 
raises bees in LaBelle, Fla,, 
and rents out some 500 hives 
to watermelon and cucumber 
farmers in the area. 

The price of queen bees has 
gone from $1.80 in 1973 to 
$5.50 this year. Nevertheless, 
Curtis is still receiving orders 
from beekeepers throughout 
the U.S. and from as far away 
as Iran, Brazil, England and 
Australia. 

Reekeeper associations say 


it la becoming evident that 
you don’t have to live down on 
the farm to keep bees in your 
backyard. Honeybees, they 
say, are capable of flying up 
to 214 miles from their hive 
(covering a 1,200 square acre 
area). “That’s a lot of flora 
even with all the blacktop and 
sidewalks,” says Magee. 

Bee 'breeders who have al¬ 
ready produced bees which 
make more honey now are at 
work to find the secret of 
breeding bees which are bet¬ 
ter pollinators. 


Aside from the rising cost 
of beekeeping equipment (be¬ 
ginners kits have gone from 
$25 to $75 in three years), the 
only real impediment to the 
growth of this popular hobby- 
buslhess is the “public phobia 
for bees,” says Bacon. 

“People are still confusing 
the honeybees with yellow 
jackets and hornets. But they 
are as different as cats and 
skunks . . . The Italian hon¬ 
eybee which predominates in 
the United State* i* bred to be 
docile and nonbelligerent.”

Delegates and their wives 
jamming the banquet room 
rose to give Anderson a stand¬ 
ing ovation. 

It wasn’t enough. After the 
applause died, Anderson said 
that while he was impressed 
and gratified by the ovation 
he wanted formal and “un¬ 
equivocal" support from the 
convention this morning. 

“I want to work for you.’’ 
he said. “I can if you support 
me. If you have no confidence 
in me, then you should tell me 
so." 

For the secoiyj time in as 
many minutes the delegates 
rose to give Anderson his sec¬ 
ond standing ovation.

CHIEF JUSTICE PLEADS FOR RESPECT 


Flouting worse than bad law 


VANCOUVER (CP) - Chief 
Justice Bora Laskin urged Ca¬ 
nadians Saturday to respect 
the law and uphold its author¬ 
ity "even while seeking to 
have it changed or amended.” 

Delivering the convocation 
address at Simon Fraser Uni¬ 
versity, the chief justice said 
he is concerned about people 
defying, the law while taking 
part in social protests and 
demonstrations. 

There is “accumulating evi¬ 
dence that many in our soci¬ 
ety, including those who hv 


reason of their training and 
their responsibilities should 
know better, arc untroubled 
or appear to be untroubled in 
pursuing their objectives 
though it he in defiance of the 
law or by means that involve 
a breach of legal obligation,” 
the chief justice said. 

The argument that protest¬ 
ing against a law by breaking 
it peacefully is a democratic 
privilege is "a play on words 
l ha I merits scorn.” 

"It is to elevate demon¬ 
stration and protest above the 


law rather than making them 
subservient to the law.” he 
declared. . 

"It is as- much a distortion 
as exists when violence is jus¬ 
tified because the ehd or pur- 
|)ose,is said to be laudable.” 
he added. 

"Defiance of the law or 
breach of legal obligation 
does not become respectable 
merely because it is not at¬ 
tended by physical violence."

Suez toll 
double 
’67 rates 


CAIRO i UPI)—New com¬ 
mercial shipping tolls in the 
Suez Cunal will be about 
twiue what they were eight 
years ago when war closed 
down the waterway, the canal 
authority announced Satur¬ 
day. 

Mashliour Alimed Mash- 
hour, chairman of the authori¬ 
ty. said rates when the canal 
opens next month wall be “be¬ 
tween 90 and 100 per cent” 
higher than in June, 1967. 

Mashhour said he expected 
the authority to raise about 
$450 million in the first full 
year of operation, compared 
with $95 million it made in 
1966. 

The .agency wall charge the 
tolls on toe basis of interna¬ 
tional monetary units called 
special drawing rights rather 
than the exchange rate for the 
Egyptian pound, as was the 
previous practice, he aaad. 

He said fully loaded sfaftpe 
will have to pay a minimum 
of about S2 a ton and empty 
$1.70 a ton. 

The last rates were $1 far 
all fully-loaded vessels and 
about 46 cents tor empty 

ships. 

“Taking into consideration 
the previous circumstances 
and bearing in mind the prin¬ 
cipal changes in world econ¬ 
omy,*' Mashhour said in a 
statement, "it becomes per¬ 
fectly normal to reassess toe 
Suez Canal dues so as to en¬ 
able toe Suez Canal Authority 
to provide maximum service 
to the canal users.” 

He said the “world inflation 
in the ’70s, coupled with the 
devaluation of some leading 
currencies” had forced the 
agency to raise tot tolls. 

He said studies made by 
two international consulting 
firms showed that b loaded 
ship of about 50.000 tons tra¬ 
velling to Rotterdam. The 
Netherlands through the canal 
rather than around the tip of 
Africa would save about $6 
per ton.

FBI plot aimed to use crime to fight Communists 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The FBI has uncovered files 
on five more counter-in¬ 
telligence programs, including 
one called "Operation Hood¬ 
wink” which was aimed at 
pitting organized crime 
against the Communist Party 
; USA. 

Attorney General Edward 
Levi disclosed the programs 
Friday and made public a let¬ 


ter advising house judiciary 
commitee chairman Peter Ro¬ 
dino of them. 

He said they were discov¬ 
ered as part of a "continuing 
review” of counter in¬ 
telligence operations conduct¬ 
ed by the FBf since seven 
such programs with the code 
name "Cointelpro” were pub¬ 
licized last November. 

Hie first seven span the 


period from 1956 until Coin¬ 
telpro was ended in 1971 by 
FBI director J. Edgar 
Hoover. Their targets includ¬ 
ed the New Left, the Socialist 
Workers Party and black ex¬ 
tremist organizations. 

Levi said the five additional 
programs were similar. They 
included three "secret foreign 
intelligence” operations, a 
program aimed at militant 
groups seeking Puerto Rican 


independance and another 
against the Communist Party 
USA. 

Levi said the FBI took four 
actions under "Operation 
Hoodwink" between October 
1966 and July 1968, with the 
idea of pitting organized 
crime elements in competition 
with the Communist Party 
USA. 

They included a phony let¬ 
ter composed by the FBI to 


make it appear to have been 
written by Communist party 
officials. It criticized labor 
practices at places of business 
of organized crime figures 
and was sent to an alleged un¬ 
derworld figure, Levi said. 

Other anonymous mailings 
denounced organized crime 


loaders for their alleged part 
in bombing a Communist 
party headquarters. 

The three "secret” opera¬ 
tions similarity involved diall¬ 
ing of anonymous letters, Levi 
said. For example, letters 
mailed in one progran told 
local authorities that support-

B.C. Forest Products paper 
and pulp mills at Crofton, 
north of Duncan, will be shut 
down for two weeks in August 
because of poor market condi¬ 
tions, but a company spokes¬ 
man said Saturday he expects 
few people will be laid off. 

About 850 workers are em¬ 
ployed in the two mills, but 
Crofton pulp and paper man¬ 
ager John Frisch said most of 
the workers will take their 
paid annual holidays during 
the two-week shutdown at the 
end of August. 

Declining markets for pulp 
and, to a lesser degree for 
newsprint have forced the 
shutdown, Frisch said, but 
any additional downturn in 
orders will be handled by 
slowing down production with¬ 
out layoffs. 

About 850 tons of pulp and 
775 tons of newsprint are pro¬ 
duced at both mills each day. 

Reg Ginn, national pres¬ 
ident of the Pulp, Paper and 
Woodworkers o f Canada 
(PAWC), which represents 
employees at the pulp mill, 
applauded the company’s ac¬ 
tion in giving almost three 
months notice to the em¬ 
ployees. 

“B.C. Forest Products is a 
pretty fair company,” he 
said. 

Frisch said the notice was 
given to allow employees time 
to arrange summer holidays 
and to give chip and chemical 
suppliers a chance to react. 

As a result of the shutdown, 
“there may be some layoffs, 
but they should be minimal.” 
Frisch said. 

He said the corhpany ex¬ 
pects firmer markets in 1976 
and a shortage of pulp and 
newsprint in 1977. 

Markets for both pulp and 
newsprint are poor temporari¬ 
ly. he said, but pulp, produced 
mostly for export, has been 
the hardest hit because the 
' ‘world economy is pretty 
sick.” 

Ginn said the shutdown is 
probably not related to negoti¬ 
ations between the PPWC, the 
Canadian Paperworkers 
Union and the Pulp and Paper 
Industrial Relations Bureau. 

“With some companies, you 
might suspect that it’s tied to 
negotiations, but not B.C. 
Forest Products. They have a 
pretty good reputation." 

Negotiations between the 
PPWC and the bureau broke 
off last week when union 
members at Weyerhauser 
Canada’s pulp mill in Kam¬ 
loops staged a wildcat strike 
protesting a company move to 
bring in contractors to do 
w-ork the union claimed is 
usually done by its members. 

The bureau said it would 
not continue discussions on a 
new contract covering about 
8,000 PPWC members across 
the province, while the wild¬ 
cat strike continued. 

Ginn said the Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board ordered the em¬ 
ployees back to work Thurs¬ 
day and discussions are now 
underway between the union 
and Weyerhauser to solve the 
dispute. 

The bureau used the strike 
as an excuse to stop negotia¬ 
tions, he said, and the union is 
"pretty unhappy" with the 
bureau’s attitudes. 

The Canadian Paper- 
workers Union presents its 
contract proposals to the 
bureau June 2 and Ginn said 
the bureau has told his union 
Ihere can be no commitments 
until discussions begin with 
the paperworkers. 

Although the bureau has 
told the PPWC that negotia¬ 
tions can resume immediate¬ 
ly. “there’s not much point,” 
Ginn said. 

The PPWC and the papeW 
workers union have a liaison 
committee and there has been 
“pretty good co-operation,” 
he said. * 

The PPWC has asked for 
wage increase of 51.50 an 
hour in a one-year contract. 
Base rate in the old agree¬ 
ment was 55.10 an hour.

Favoritism ‘eradicated’ 
in union hiring halls

Union hiring halls, which 
have been established be¬ 
cause of the cyclical nature of 
construction work, have era¬ 
dicated favoritism in the hir¬ 
ing process, according to a 
union spokesman. 

About 14 unions affiliated 
with the B.C. and Yukon Budd¬ 
ing Trades Council have set up 
hiring halls, where union 
members are dispatched by 
the union to building sites 
after a request by a contrac¬ 
tor for workers, John Schibli, 
president of the Victoria local 
of the Carpenters Union and 
secretary of the Vancouver Is¬ 
land Building Trades Council, 
said in a recent interview. 

The Carpenters Union main¬ 
tains a list of union members 
looking available for work 
and Schibli said the first per¬ 
son on the list is the first per¬ 
son sent to a .job. 

The process has "eliminat¬ 
ed personal favoritism and 
has eliminated pressure on 
the guy on tlie job seeing a 
bunch of people who are un¬ 
employed go into the office 
looking for work.” 

Ten years ago, he said, 
when few unions ran hisiog 
halls' the person who knew 
the most foremen received 
the most work. 

“It developed into a real 
buddy system.” Schibli said, 
“and the fellow without any 
foreman friends, no matter 
how qualified he was, could 
go for a long period without 
work." 

Union halls also remove the 
need for workers to tour 
building sites looking for 
work, he said. 

Although there has been 
some criticism of union-rtm 
hiring halls, Schibli said they 
arose as a demand of the 
membership. There are ap¬ 
peal provisions and the Unem¬ 
ployment Insurance Commis¬ 
sion has access to all records. 

Although each, union local 
sets up its own hall, Schibli 
said, most hiring halls are 
generally run the same way. 


If a member is out of work, 
he calls the union and his 
name goes on the board, with¬ 
out regard to seniority. 

When a contractor needs 
employees, he calls the union 
that represents the type of 
workers he needs and the 
union dispatcher tries to de¬ 
termine what kind of skill is 
required. 

The union dispatcher usual¬ 
ly knows almost all the 
members, and what type of 
skills they possess Schibli 
said. A framing carpenter 
wouldn’t be sent out if the 
contractor needs finishers. 

And he may know that a 
particular worker would not 
take a job with a certain con¬ 
tractor, or that a contractor 
has just fired a worker now 
on the dispatch list. 

The union attempts to avoid 
the confrontation that could 
develop if the wrong person 
was sent on the wrong job, he 
explained. 

The union doesn’t do the 
hiring under the system, but 
only acts as a lmk between 
the contractor and the unem¬ 
ployed workers. 

However, he said, employ¬ 
ers are supposed to accept the 
person the union dispatches, 
unless there is a good reason. 

Depending on the union, 
contractors are allowed to re¬ 
quest employees by name, but 
few employers in the Victoria 
area do so. 

Name requests in the Vic¬ 
toria local are allowed only if 
the employee has worked for 
the contractor in the last 12 
months, he said. 

With a hiring ball, union 
members are not allowed to 
seek employment on their 
own, but must work through 
the union. 

In this way, a contractor 
can’t fire one employee to 
hire another, and an employer 
under contract with the union 
can be forced, in the rare 
event of a serious violation, to 
fire a person hired without a 
dispatch slip, Schibli said. 

Only union members can be 


placed through the hall, but 
any qualified journeyman can 
join the union after paying 
initiation dues. 

Initiation dues in many 
skilled craft unions are high— 
5100 in the carpenters union— 
but Schibli said the high ini¬ 
tiation dues deter a member 
from dropping out while he . is 
unemployed. 

With continued mem¬ 
bership, the union can use a 
person out of work to organize 
a non-union site by haring 
him apply there, Schibli said. 

Initiation dues are lower for 
apprentices, he said. 

Non-union contractors can 
use union halls, and often do, 
Schibli said, because union 
members are often the most 
skilled in their trade. 

However, the union has an 
obligation to the companies it 
hasv contracts with to supply 
their needs first. 

Under an agreement be¬ 
tween the building trades 
council and the Unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance Commission, 
a union member registered on 
the dispatch list satisfies the 
commission requirement that 
persons receiving benefits 
must be actively looking far 
work, Schibli said. 


An unemployed worker is 
allowed to refuse a dispatch 
request on three occasions 
without good reason, and 
after that, his name is placed 
at the bottom of the list, 
Schibli said. 

The union receives no com- 
mission for dispatching 
workers, he said, but before 
unions set up hiring halls, pri¬ 
vate agencies used to get paid 
by contractors for placing 
workers. 

These agencies, and some 
companies, attacked union 
halls when they were first im¬ 
plemented, Schibli said, but 
“now I think they (the con¬ 
tractors) like it." 

During the 1972 negotiations 
with the Construction Labor 
Relations Association, em¬ 
ployers made “real attacks on 
hiring halls," particularily 
those run by the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers (IBEW), Schibli 
said. 

The attacks prolonged the 
construction strike in that 
year, but eventually the 
unions agreed to an indepen¬ 
dent study of hiring practices. 

That study has exonerated 
IBEW hiring practices, Schib- 
li said.

PORT ALBERNI — City 
council took the final step this 
week to incorporate a city-run 
land development company to 
expedite financing of city land 
projects. 

The idea was presented to 
Ihe city finance committee 
several weeks ago. At that 
time, city manager Jim Saw¬ 
yer said the idea originated in 
Port Moody where a similar 
company was formed last fall. 

The plan is being undertak¬ 
en under section 17 (3) of the 
Municipal Act as amended 
in 1973, which authorizes mu¬ 
nicipalities to “engage in any 
commercial, industrial or 
business undertaking." 

Sawyer stressed that the 
new company would not be a 
real estate company manag¬ 
ing any and all of the real es¬ 
tate holdings of the city. 

“It is strictly intended to 
be a development arm by 


which we can, with greater 
flexibility and much less red 
tape, bring building lots on 
city property to market,” he 
said. 

"By using such a company 
we can get around the neces¬ 
sity of going to Victoria for 
approval and financing.' We 
can shop around among pri¬ 
vate sources for the best pos- 
s i’b 1 e financial arrange¬ 
ments." 

The city would be the only 
shareholder in the enterprise 
and elected representatives of 
council the only directors. No 
private financing or repre¬ 
sentation would be permitted, 
Sawyer said. 

Under the finance commit¬ 
tee’s recommendation, the 
city solicitor is authorized to 
form the company under the 
name port Alberni Develop¬ 
ment Corporation. 

The city solicitor and audi¬ 
tor will subscribe to the Mem¬ 
orandum and Articles of Asso¬ 


ciation in applying for the in¬ 
corporation and will, accord¬ 
ing to Sawyer, be the first 
shareholders. 

They will turn over their 
shares to the city as soon as 
the incorporation is granted. 

City employees will operate 
the company, But the final de¬ 
tails on this have yet to be 
decided, Sawyer said. 

In making his final recom¬ 
mendations finance commit¬ 
tee chairman, Aid. George 
McKnight, said the investiga¬ 
tions of the committee had 
“thoroughly satisfied us that 
this plan will in no way add to 
city costs, and will expedite 
the bringing of serviced lots to 
market which is a matter of 
some urgency at this time." 

Sawyer said he expects the 
incorporation proceedings will 
take about a month, after 
which the new company’s 
first endeavor will be to ser¬ 
vice about 110 lots in the 
Glen wood area.

COURTENAY — Sod was 
turned Friday afternoon by 
Mayor William Moore to of¬ 
ficially start construction of 
the $5.3 million Courtenay 
Shopper’s Mall near the 
southern entrance to the city. 

The project has taken 
almost two years to reach the 
sod-turning ceremony, after 
being beset by legal wran¬ 
gling. two public hearings. 

The project also survived 
the issuing of a writ by a 
group of area citizens alleging 
the city violated provisions of 
the Municipal Act and Con¬ 
trolled Access Highway Act, 
when it. passed a land use au¬ 
thorization bylaw late last 
year, approving the Com¬ 
merce Capital Limited shoj>- 
ping centre complex. 

Ted Chame, Commerce 
Capital president, told the cit¬ 
izens gathered on a cold, blus¬ 
tery afternoon at the site that 
the development, to include 
a large Overwaitea “store and 
a Zeller’s store as well as 30 
smaller stores, will be a qual¬ 
ity centre, of which the 
Comox Valley and surround¬ 
ing area can be proud. 

The centre will comprise 
145,000 square feet in the first 
phase with official opening 
scheduled for April next year. 

Chame said the contract for 
construction of the centre will 
be awarded next week. 

The centre, he said, will 
provide 300 new jobs fur this 
area, and will add at least 
$100,000 a year lo the city 
coffers. 


He praised council and city 
hall staff for their excellent 
co-operation. “They drive a 
hard bargain but it was a 
pleasure to work with these 
people,” he said. 

Mayor Moore said the de¬ 
veloper had lived up to every 


commitment asked of him by 
council, and he termed the 
company officials “gentlemen 
of honor.” 

He said in welcoming the 
newest corporate citizens he 
was speaking for 95 per cent 
of the citizens of the area. 


“I’m only sorry I can’t wel¬ 
come you on behalf of all our 
citizens,” he said in an obvi¬ 
ous comment on the group 
which has been identified as 
plaintiffs in the cc&irt action 
opposing the construction of 
the mall.

If points were awarded for 
determination, Jeanna Wright 
and Mark Hogeweide would 
have won the outstanding ath¬ 
lete awards in the Vancouver 
Island high school track and 
field meet. 

But talent is the criterion 
and Tom Griffin and Debbie 
Scott were the main dis¬ 
played of it Saturday at Cen¬ 
tennial Stadium. 

Griffin set records in the 
800 and 1500 metres and was 
named the outstanding,, male 
athlete and helped Mt. Doug¬ 
las win its sixth straight meet 
title, while Miss Scott set 
records in the girls’ 800 and 
1500 and was named the out¬ 
standing female athlete and 
helped Claremont take run- 
nerup honors. 

However, Miss Wright* an 
Esquimalt relay runner, and 
Nanaimo steeplechaser Hoge- 
wekle gave the most memora¬ 
ble performances. 

Miss Wright, who replaced 
the injured Sharon Doherty, 
ran her best 400 metres ever 
to give Esquimalt a second- 
place finish in the 4x400 relay, 
while Hogeweide refused to 
give up in the 1500-metre stee¬ 
plechase even though he 
couldn't have done better than 
a last-place finish. 

The girls 4x400 relay was 
the most exciting of the day. 
Mt. Douglas led all the way 
as expected, but Esquimalt 
built a large second-plaice 
lead with its first three run¬ 
ners. 

But with speedy Kathy 
Weich running the last leg for 
Vic High, it didn’t appear that 
Esquimalt had built a big 
enough lead for Miss Wright, 
who has been the 
member of the relay team. 

Miss Weich ran a tremen¬ 
dous 400, bringing Vic High 
from well back to pass Cow- 
ichan and Claremont, but 
Miss Wright, who had faded 
badly in the eliminations on 
Friday, refused to give and 
managed to finish four-tenths 
of a second ahead. 

Second place is particularly 
important in the Island meet, 
because only the first two fin¬ 
ishers are guaranteed berths 
in the B.C. championship 
which is scheduled for next 
weekend at Burnaby. 

Hogweide’s steeplechase ef¬ 
fort was a tremendous display 
of tenacity. On the first lap he 
fell into the water hazard and 
had to remove his soaked jer¬ 
sey as he ran. He was last 
most of the way and twice 
touched hurdles with his 
hand, which automatically 
disqualifies him. But even 
though he fell farther and far¬ 
ther behind and appeared to¬ 
tally exhausted he refused to 
quit and crossed the finish 
line drawing a loud ovation 
from the crowd. 

It was one of the few times 
that someone wearing other 
than purple and gold drew an 
ovation as the Mt. Douglas 
machine put on its strongest 
effort of the year and de¬ 
stroyed an expected battle 
with Claremont. 

Mt. Douglas athletes es¬ 
tablished 11 records, including 
the two by Griffin, and earned 
B.C. berths in 25 events, the 
most it has ever qualified. 

With such a large number 
of athletes qualified Mt. Doug¬ 
las should have a good chance 
of regaining the B.C. cham¬ 
pionship it last won in 
1970 Mt. Douglas has run 
second the last four years to 
Burnaby Central, missing by 
just two points in 1974. 

Other Mt. Douglas athletes 
that set or equalled records in 
“A” event were Mark Nyhof, 
Wendy Davies, Wynn Wright, 
Diana Rose and the girls’ 
4x400-metre relay team. 

Nyhof, who has jumped six 
feet, six inches, broke the 
high-jump record with a leap 
of six feet, three and a half 
inches, while Miss Rose tied 
the girls’ high-jump mark 
with a leap of five feet, four 
inches. 

Wright won the boys’ 
400-metre hurdles in a record

_ SANDRA POST was Canada’s most-successful profes¬ 
sional golfer last year as regards tournament earnings. She 
won about 532,000, and that is more than the combined earn¬ 
ings of Canada’s three regulars on the tournament circuit 
George Knud son, Ben Kern and Wilf Homenuik . . . atten¬ 
dance at women’s pro golf tournaments this year has in¬ 
creased noticeably, and much of the credit is being given to 
the lower scores resulting from the shortening of tournament 
courses.

A Woman Parliamentarian 


Mrs. Butt hails from England, 
where she was born Maureen 
O'Hagan, a fact which shows that 
though born at Pinner, Middlesex, 
she really was ot Irish descent. 

When the last war broke out In Europe. 
Maureen was in her teens and frankly not old 
enough for war sendee. However, she admits to 
having made a slight misrepresentation as to her 
age. which fact allowed her to become a member * 
of the ATS. 

The service was not to have her for very 
long, however, for in no time at all she made the 
acquaintance of a Canadian soldier whose home 
was in Victoria, B.C. He was Raymond Butt, and 
very soon the two of them were married. Howev¬ 
er. she was not to spend the whole of the war 
years in England, since her husband.was invalid¬ 
ed out of the forces in 1942. 

Thus the Butts returned to Victoria. Maureen 
remembers now that before coming, the Canadi¬ 
an government made her sign a paper promising 
she would not attempt to return to England for 
the duration of hostilities. 

The .journey to Canada ^as not without its ex¬ 
citements. Maureen travelled alone since her hus¬ 
band had preceded her. She sailed on the old 
Queen Mary, dodging U-Boats all the way to Bos¬ 
ton where they docked. Thence by train to Mon¬ 
treal. 

Any self-respecting Englishwoman might—at 
this point--have felt that Montreal was far enough 
from home and should hy rights mark the end of 
the journey, that, of course, was far from the 
case, for Maureen had to cross Canada after that, 
naturally by train. 

In Vancouver, Maureen was met by her hus¬ 
band and they sailed on the midnight ferry to Vic¬ 
toria . 

Unfortunately, on the boat, husband Ray was 
taken ill. so when they docked here Maureen had 
to set off to look for her mother-in-law on her 
own. She Walked around the deck not having a 
due as to how her mother-in-law looked, since 
she had naturally never met her. 

After a good deal of looking she did see one 
beautifully dressed and elegant woman- sitting 
waitipg, but for some reason, she did not connect 
her with the unknown mother-in-law. 

- Thus, somewhat let down, she returned to her 
husband to report that apparently his mother 
wasn’t there to meet them. This time, the Butts 
set out together to look-for Mrs. Butt senior, and 
of course, the elegant lady was indeed Maureen’s 
mother-in-law. 

She, for her part, admitted later she had seen 
Maureen but felt she looked so small and young 
that she took her for a*child awaiting her parents! 
When she saw how wrong she had been, she did 
have a moment of panic, thinking that her be¬ 
loved son must have been robbing the cradle, and 
feeling suitably shocked about it. 

In all probability, Maureen Butt did look very 
young indeed. Her height, or lack of it, made her 
look even younger than she was, and she does 
admit that at the time she was still in her late 
teens. 

However, the great thing about that episode 
was the fact she and her mother-in-law fell in 
love with each other right away, and the bond 
today is as strong as ever. In Maureen’^s book her 
mother-in-law Is just tops. She feels she would be 
hard put to it to find another woman so under¬ 
standing and so constant. 

Once established in Victoria, Maureen Butt 
settled down to being a wife, housewife and 
mother.

This lack of confidence led her to attend a 
meeting of the Arbutus Club of Toastmistress, 
and she knew right away that this was what she 
needed.

In 1963, Maureen Butt decided she needed to 
d > something more with her life than run a house 
and attend meetings, so, with this in mind, she 
took a part-time job as medical receptionist. 

At th$t time, there w^as no formal training for 
this wrork. It was a case of learn as you go. and 
Maureen certainly seems to have been able to 
learn a great deal since she is, at the present 
time and 12 years later, still in the^ same job. 

However, the job ha9 grown since she first 
started. In 1963, the part-time job became a full- 
time one, and she now has an assistant to help 
her. 


However, Maureen- didn’t become just a 
working wife. True, she loves her job and feels 
she is lucky in having such a fine boss." 

At the same time, though, this ball of energy 
felt herself reaching out in a number of direc¬ 
tions. First of all, there was the Toastmistress 
Club. In short order, she held every, office in her 
own club, and from there, branched out to work 
on Council FTve, which is the Vancouver Island 
Council and to which eight chibs are affiliated. 

Once again, she held all the Council offices in 
turn, and is now Sueprvisor of the Pacific 
Northwest Region which comprises' all Alaska, 
the Yukon. British Columbia, and the nprthwest 
corner of the State of Washington. ’ 

There are 12 separate councils in this 4arge 
area, and Maureen travels all over the area at¬ 
tending meetings. Most of her travelling is done 
on the weekend, of course, though she also finds 
she had to attend international conventions in 
such far awav places as Hawaii and Miami. 

A second interest iri Mrs. Butt’s life is some¬ 
thing which is more-closely allied to her daily 
work. She had not worked for too long in a doc-^ 
tor’s pffice before she came to the conclusion that 
medical-office assistants were in some-need of an 
organization to uphold them. 

Doctors, as we all know, do tend to be per¬ 
sons ^kho are completely dedicated to their work. 
They work long hairs and are almost always on 
call. Because of Hiis, some of them tend to think 
of their office staff as an extension of themselves. 

Nor is this difficult to do since medical office 
assistants as a group usually become very dedi-' 
cated workers, and just because of this some of 
them have been known to put in extraordinary 
long hours, or to take work home -*■ a thing they 
would be most unlikely to do were they working 
in an ordinary office. 

All these things, Maureen Butt noted, and 
when plans were made to organize the medical 
office staffs, although she did not originate the 
scheme, she w’as, right from the onset, asked to 
help draw up the bylaws of the new Body. 1 

The Medical Office Assistant*’ Associa¬ 
tion came Into being in Victoria .In 1970. In 
1971, the Victoria group amalgamated with a 
similar group In Vancouver and the two to¬ 
gether formed the nucleus of what was to be 
known as the Medical Office Assistants’ Asso¬ 
ciation of B.C* 

Maureen stresses that H is npt a union but an 
organization whose aim is to educate Die doctors 
to the needs of their staffs, and also to help to ed¬ 
ucate the assistants so they have the necessary 
training to enable them to do an even more 
worthwhile job. 

A house to run. a husband to look after, a 
full-time .job, membership in the medical organi¬ 
zation, plus all the travelling in connection with 
the Toastmistress Club—one would think that this 
would more than fill anybody’s plate. Not so with 
Maureen. 

She was still engrossed in parliamentary 
law. Thus, somewhere around'1964, ^she had 
taken the necessary exams at the American 
Institute of Parliamentarians, and to her 
delight, had made 96 per cent on her exam. 

This fitted her to teach the subject, and in 1965 
she started the Victoria Parliamentary Study 
Group. 

She teaches parliamentary law in her own. 
home on a one to one basis, and has both itoen 
and women students. 

People come to her from all walks pf life, and 
she has many onion members who come tor as¬ 
sistance, since apparently it is not at all unconv 
man far union bosses to rule the ordinary 
members out of order If they start to ask any 
questions. A few lessons from Mrs. Butt and they 
soon learn what they can and cannot do!

Twenty-one women have, so 
far, been elected to the British Co¬ 
lumbia Legislature since the so- 
called gentler sex was given the 
vote in 1917.

Conservative. 

Why It is that there are more Socialists than 
all other parties combined I know not. Does it 
show s->cialist voters to be more broadminded, or 
is it that socialists will take a chance on any-- 
thing, and anybody?

Mrs. I*urn Jamieson and Mrs. Grace Mac- 
fnnis. 

The 1941 election forced Coalition between 

liberals and Conservatives, and so Mesdames 
Hodges and Rolston had to climb into the same 
political bed together — and they didn't like it 
one little bit. 

They had to share an office In the legislative 
buildings. It was an exigency of politics. 

Nancy, being hearty and English, liked the 
windows wide open all the time. 

Tilly Jean, being the chilly type, thmigh 


Hodges had complained about the leaks out of 
caucus, and a headline said: "Caucus leak says 
Nancy complains about caucus leaks.” 

Poor Mr*. Rolston was blamed for this, but I 
think that was unfair.

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Holidays on working farms are 


becoming more and more popular 
in British Columbia, especially now 
the provincial government has en¬ 
dorsed the idea in principle. These 
working farms help bridge the gap 
between the city dweller and the 
farmer by giving the visitor a first¬ 
hand look at the production of 
basic food commodities. 

Kelvin Creek Ranch at Cowichan Station, on 
Vancouver Island, is a farm that has opened its 
door to a limited number of visitors during the 
spring and summer months. 

Run by Jack and Mollie Archer and son, Dar¬ 
rel, the farm specializes in the growing and 
producing of natural foods so the guests can expe¬ 
rience wholesome natural living to a degree never 
possible in noisy urb^ji centres. 

The farm has an assortment of livestock, 
including chickens and cows to provide eggs, 
meat, milk'and butt«» ft>r the guests, and most of 
the fruits and vegetables served are also grown 
right on the farm. 

Even the homemade breads and buns are 
made from freshly ground wheat flour that was 
grout) and milled on location.

On Vancouver Island 


This year the Archers’ guests will evert*be 
lucky enough to be served maple syrup made 
from sap obtained from the numerous maple 
trees on the ranch. 

The making of maple syrup at Kelvin Creek 
Ranch is a new venture this year and started out 
more as an experiment by 26-year-old Darrel 
Archer to find out if it was possible to make a 
good maple syrup from the local type of maples. 

We here in the west have always been told 
the eastern sngar and black maples are the only 
ones with a high enough sugar content In their 
sap to produce a good syrup, so consequently few 
people have ever bofhered to tap any maple trees 
in this region. 

Darrel, however, had been par^jally success¬ 
ful a year ago when he had managed to produce 
about a' gallon of syrup from sap he had collected 
and this year he set out to make syrup on a full 
scale. 

The extent of his success has been beyond his 
greatest expectations. 

Tupping hid first trees at the beginning of 
February he found that within three weeks he 
had collected and boiled down more than 180 
gallons of sap and had produced and bottled 
four gallons of sweet ample syrup. By the end 
of February Darrel had 12 taps In nine large 
nuiples on the farm and was In full scale 
production. 

The collecting of sap is" a time consuming, but 
relatively easy procedure. All that is needed is a 
good supply of large maple trees, sturdy buckets, 
and spigots or taps to put in the trees. 

One tap can be put in for every foot of trunk 
diameter and apparently there is not too much 
danger of over-tapping a tree as it will automati¬ 
cally stop producing sap if too much is being 
taken. 

Darrel used a half-inch-drill bit to put the tap 
holes in the tree trunks and drilled the holes on a 
slight upward angle to facilitate the sap' run. 
Hand-made tapered spigots of hardwood were 
then tapped firmly into the four-inch deep drill 
holes, leaving about an inch of space behind the 
spigot for the sap to gather. A bucket was then 
hung from the notched protruding end of the spig¬ 
ot and sap gathering had begun. 

Cold nights and warms datys arc necessary to 


start the sap running as the trees will not start 
producing until the daytime temperature goes 
above 34 degrees F. That lucky combination of 
weather Jhis year probably had a lot'to do with 
the success of Darrel’s venture. 

There had been a large amount of snow in the 
Cowichan area last winter, in fact there was still 
about four inches covering the ground in late 
February and the nearby snow-covered moun¬ 
tains were also helping to keep the night temper¬ 
atures vvf^l below freezing, while clear weather 
and sunshine were putting the daytime tempera- * 
tures above 34 degrees, making conditions ideal 
for sap collecting. 

The amount collected varied from day to 
day at Kelvin Creek Ranch, but one ^extcaor- 
duiary tree had produced SO gallon* of *np 
one day by itself. Several time* Darrel had to 
go out in the middle of the night to tend to the 
continuously filling buckets. 

While the sap was dripping into the collection 
palls. Darrel had started a fire in a nearby shed 
to evaporate the water from previously collected 
sap. For a firehox he was using a 45-gallon drum 
turned on side with part of one side cut away to 
.accpmmodate the huge 30-gallon cooking kettle 
that he had been lucky to find at a nearby an¬ 
tique store. 

As the Archers have their own small sawmill 
on the farm, firewood to keep the fire going was 
no problem. 

Every 30 gallons of sap will net about one 
gallon of syrup so it is necessary to collect a 
large amount of sap in relation to the amount of 
syrup desired. 

Darrel found It convenient for himself to keep 
the fire goihg-continuously for about. 17 lioigk a 
day for two 6r three days until he had several 
gailens of concentrate left which he could finish 
in smaller pots In the house. 

The amateur attempting syrup making 
for the first time would probably' not collect 
nearly as much sap and thus the boiling time 
to remove the water from the. sap would not 
take so long. 

Darrell then boiled small lots of syrup In a 
large pot on the kitchen stove until a sugar con¬ 
tent of at least 65 per cent was obtained, indicat¬ 
ing a good syrup. He then used the farm’s milk 


filters to strain and remove any impurities which 
remained in the syrup. 

The strained syrup-should sit to allow sugar 
sand to’Settle to the bottom of the mixture. This 
is a very fine grain sand that comes up through 
the sap from the tree-roots and supplies minerals 
to the upper branches of the tree. It is so fine it 
cannot be removed by filtering but will still give 
a gritty feel to the syrup unless ^removed. 

/ The native Indian* here used to make 

maple Syrup and some of the early settlers 
were als*r familiar with the procedure, hut 
with the easy availability of sugar the need to 
find and make one's own syrup soon was for- 
gotten except in Eastern Canada where 
maple syrup making has become a tradition. 

Summer guests at Kelvin Creek Ranch will 
not be able to see any syrup being made for the 
« sap run only lasts a couple of months from 
January to March, depending on the weather, and 
the syrup must be made soon after collecting as 
it goes bad very quickly. 

All the maples Darrel tapped, however, are 
close to the house and guests will be able to enjoy 
the shade they provide on hot suminpr days at 
Cowichan Station. 

Two stately giants near the house are SO 
years old having been planted there by the Jack- 
son family who built the original term house 
nearly 100 years ago. The two trees now tower 
above the two-storey ranch house which overlooks 
a picturesque valley bordered on the southwest 
by rolling hills. • 

A holiday on this working farm will be a 
peaceful relaxing one not soon forgotten. 

Both adults and children alike will enjoy ob¬ 
serving closeup the many different animals, espe¬ 
cially the yoUng kids and lambs, that constitute 
the Kelvin Creek livestock. 

Numerous horses are available for those de¬ 
siring to go horseback riding and there are many 
hiking trails for those who wish to walk. 

The natural foods produced and prepared 
right on the (arm may give some guests their 
first introduction to farm-fresh food; the maple 
syrup and rhaf>Ie butter being just two of the 
social treats to be enjoyed.

Now he s|>end« his 
winters running the popular re¬ 
sort of Maul I,y In Klhel, Maul, 
the mecca for Canadian* hound 
for Hawaii. Including some 
famous one* like* Pierre Tru¬ 
deau. 

4 ‘On this particular day.” John 
mused as we sat by the pool in the 
>pen air lobby at Maui Lu. “proba¬ 
bly more than 30 of our guests came 
From Vancouver Island. We get a 
larger per cent of returnees than 
anywhere else due to word of mouth 
I think. People, especially Victori¬ 
ans. like to get away from the busy 
Concrete highrises of the resort 
strip and come to a place ^ that’s 
quiet; casual and in a rustic-Setting; 

“'We have 30 acres of tropical 
garden^ and 10 full-time gardeners 
to keep fhe grounds ijp. We have 10 
different kinds of accommodation hi 
eluding kitchenettes and they me 
secluded. We have* eight miles oT 
best beaches *0n the island and get 
Tnorc sun than anywhere else: You 
oah play the fl\e-hrtle golf course for 
nothing and the nine-hole for a dol¬ 


r 


lar. This’d lie unthinkable anywhere 
else in Hawaii.” 

The most amazing thing about 
Maui Lu was that though there were 
well over 300 guests there at the 
time one seldom saw a soul except 
at night in the open air Longhouse 
Restaurant which packed in people 
from nearby condominiums and 
local Hawaiians as well as guests. 

“Jessie Nakooka is the big draw- 
card.” John said. “She probably got 
more mukluks, moccasins and other 
Canadian souvenirs than Hawaiian 
stuff. Stu Hodgson, Commissioner 
for the NWT, to»k her all over the 
Arctic. 

“NWT people come here eve«iy 
year as a break from cabin fever. 
They leave Yellow-knife on a special 
charter at 50-degs below and get out 
of the plane in Maui at 80 above.’* 
Maul Lu Is a home away 
front home for Canadian*, espe¬ 
cially those from Victoria and 
Vancouver Island; 

A totem pole, flown from Nooika 
Sound, the first to fly the Pacific, 
stands on the beach beside a Cana¬ 
dian flag and stone monument which 
proclaims the arrival here in 1792 of 
Captain George Vancouver who 
later at Nootka picked up two Ha^ 
waiian women and returned them to 
the islands. They’d been brought to 
Vancouver Island by some passing 
British merchantmen who planned 
to take them all the way to England 
hut changed his mind. 

Quadra cottages are named after 
Lieutenant Quadra, and the Maquin- 
na apartments are nofhed after the 
famous Indian chief and the-restau¬ 
rant If called ihe Longbou6e. 

The steering wheel and model of 
the himbmvearrying,' tfum-^unn.ny 
schooner* the Malnbaf bahgs in Maui 
Lli’s lobby; The multi-milfion-dollar 
icsoil is owned by Gordon Gibson 
froth Vancouver, the same Gibson 
family that in one generation built a 
$4 million sawmill operation on the 
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VICTORIANS MADE GOOD 


west coast of Vancouver Island, ran 
a fish-packing plant and fleet, had 
more th*n 40 boats working the In¬ 
side waters from Victoria to the 
Queen Charlottes, owned a radio sta¬ 
tion at North Vancouver, a whal¬ 
ing station at Coal Harbour and held 
a number of interests in mining 
properties. 

The Gibsons were the first white 
people to come and live near Nootka 
Sound and start logging. They 
bought the Malahat and Gordon set 
out. without seagoing papers or 
practical experience, to bring - in 
the logs. Later he went after herring 
and pilchaivl and in the late 1940s 
after whales. 

The Coal Harbour whaling station 
was the last to be formed in the Pa¬ 
cific Northwest. Yet in the middle of 
the last century more than 400 ships 
worked out of the Hawaiian Islands, 
in particular out of the old whaling 
town of Lahaina. 

Whaling was dealt a crippling 
blow when in 1871 some 33 whaling 
■hips were lost in the pack ice 
around Pt. Barrow and petroleum 
was discovered in Pennsylvania. 

Some of the whalers settled 
down on the Hawaiian Islands. 
The last o! the modern whalers 
to come to Maul was Gordon 
Gibson. In 1936 he took his fam¬ 
ily there and liking the Polyne¬ 
sian people as he had liked the 
Indians on Vancouver Island, he 
bought SO acres for S.S4.000. 

He intended to build a family 
home §nd invite some friends over. 
But soon “the flow of friends be¬ 
came a flood tide" and in 1964 he 
found he'd got into Ihe resort busi¬ 
ness. Today the property is valued 
at more than $10 million. In Sep¬ 
tember, 1974, still without his 
master’s papers. Gordon Gibson 
sailed the Maui I.u. his 50 year old 
motor yacht, 2.000 miles across the 
Pacific Ocean from Vancouver to 


his resort. "He sailed back with an 
all Hawaiian crew,” John Millar 
told me. "They stayed awhile in 
Vancouver then returned to Maui by 
plane." 

So when you open your, drawer at 
Maui Lu, Hawaii, -for some sta¬ 
tionery and see a copy of the maga¬ 
zine Arctic In Color, don’t be star¬ 
tled. It contains an article on Gor¬ 
don Gibson who in addition to all his 
other accomplishments was appoint¬ 
ed in 1967 to the NWT Council. 

Don and Virginia mills, for¬ 
mer Victorians, have built up a 
business renting cars to tourists 
nnd airline |»ersonnel, by friendly 
service and competitive price*. 

"The average tourist drives 100 
miles a day." Don told me as we en¬ 
joyed a hibachi steak dinner on the 
patia of his spacious luxury home 
north of Honolulu. "So he's on the 
lookout for value. We charge only 
$10 a day with free mileage, free 
pickup and dropoff if its within rea¬ 
sonable distance of our offices. 

. "But above all we believe in a 
constant effort to ensure that clients 
get maximum service. We can easily 
spend up to an hour or so describing 
routes, suggesting places to go and 
those not to go." 

Tropical Rent A Car is Certainly 
popular. In the first 2 \<t years of 
business on the island of Oahu,. Don 
increased the number of his cars 
fr >m four to 240. Four years later he 
had expaned to all the islands. And 
in 1975 he had taken over a new ven¬ 
ture. Tropical Rent A Mule, which 
you can ride 2.000 feet down a preci¬ 
pitous cliff to a leper colony on 
Molokai. Next year you’ll be able to 
rent a mule with Tropical to ride 
down the gr*\nd Waimea Canyon on 
the island of Kauai. 

"Take the trip to Molokai." Don 
enthused upon m.v arrival in Honolu¬ 
lu. "It, will be the highlight of your 
trip to Hawaii.” 


And it was! Mind you, I was too 
paralyzed by my fear of heights to 
lift my eyes from Charlie Brown’s 
plodding feet on the fool wide trail 
to enjoy what must have been a 
stupendous view, and I found sitting 
difficult for a few days afterwards. 
But he was right. It is the highlight 
of an Hawaiian holiday even if 
you’re 90, though you do have to be 
over 16. 

Although leprosy is not as con¬ 
tagious as once feared and now can 
be arrested by the use of sulfa 
drugs it is believed that children are 
more susceptible to the disease 
than any other age group. 

With Charlie Brown swinging n;m- 
chalantly to the outside of the three- 
mile long corkscrew trail and stop¬ 
ping often on the precipice to munch 
grass and enjoy the view, I hung co¬ 
wardly onto the pommel in front and 
the saddle behind. It would have 
been much worse a 100 years ago 
when Catholic priests used to crawl 
down the Pali Trail sometimes on 
their hands and knees to bring suc¬ 
cour to dying lepers. 

Kulatipnpa [lenkiHula ringed 
by »lieer mountain walls was an 
effective natural prison for thosr 
who hud been convicted of tlw 
then incurable disease. 

The most famous Catholic priest 
was Father Damien who spent 16 
years on the tiny isolated peninsula 
and then eventually became a leper 
himself. If you survive the mule 
ride, a guide from Damien Tours, 
one of the patients whose leprosy 
was arrested after the discovery of 
the sulfa drugs in 1946, will take 
you on a van ride to see both the 
new settlement of Kalaupapa and 
Father Damien’s old settlement of 
Kalawao. • 

It is a serene place, the epitoipe 
of peace and beauty, a silent place, 
almost like ^-ghost town, though 150 
lepers stjll live there with 50 kokuas 
or helpers. It is beautiful Init'it is 


also tragic. Missing are the sounds 
of children. 

Marriages are performed but 
when pregnancy occurs the ex¬ 
pectant mother is flown from the 
Island for the delivery where she 
either remains to raise her child 
without Its father or chooses to 
return to Kalaupapa alone. In¬ 
stead of ehildren the ’ patients 
have dogs and many liobhles. 

The visitor comes away uplifted 
by the quiet resignation and cheer¬ 
ful spirit and even the humor of the 
shy people of Kalaupapa who have 
learned to live normal lives in th® 
shadow of their affliction. 

There are several stories of peo¬ 
ple who have gone to the peninsula 
to work, have met and married pa¬ 
tients and stayed. They have given 
up the pleasures of civilization for 
voluntary confinement at this Molo¬ 
kai Shangri-La. . 

And each year more and 
more Canadians from the west 
coast are fluding their own * 
Shangri-La on the Hawaiian Is¬ 
lands. In February 1075 there 
waft not one single room avail- 
able in the whole of Waikiki; 
people without reservations just 
« au«rhl t lie same plane back 
again — If they were lucky 
enough to find a return seat. 
And even those with reservations 
found themselves without a 
room. 

A thousand Canadians were 
homeless. One group from Quebec 
staged a sit-in in the lobby of their 
downtown Waikiki hotel till alterna¬ 
tive accommodation was found for 
them. Inflation and grim news of a 
future depression seems to have 
d »ne little to limit the travel plans of 
local Canadians. 

And all this is good news for ex- 
Victorians like the Gerners. Ihe Mil¬ 
lars and the Hillises who have in¬ 
vested heavily in the Hawaiian tra¬ 
vel industry.

Judging at National Food Con¬ 
tests, the judging at all levels is 
based on the recipe's strength in 
five equally valued areas. They are 
. . . simple enough to appeal to 
most people; different enough to 
be interesting; composed of ingre¬ 
dients that are familiar and na¬ 
tionally available; appealing in ap¬ 
pearance and flavorful. I hope to¬ 
day's recipes qualify in all these 
catergories. 


This time of year when there are so many 
outdoor activities we look for recipes and menus 
that can be put together quickly. The gal with the 
well stocked kitchen cupboard is one jump ahead. 
She knows that there are many meals waiting to 
be put together from those "on hand" cans and 
packages. 

Something you may not have consciously 
thought about in that dry storage coats nothing 
aa compared to the coat of holding refriger¬ 
ated or frozen Ingredients. 

I like to keep a file of recipes that can be 
made up "off the shelf." These together with our 
shelf products insures a quick meal for unexpect¬ 
ed company, for days when I Ret home late or for 
days when I just don't feel like spending a lot of 
time preparing a meal. 

Our first recipe Is for hearty Corned Beef 
Confetti Pie. It can be made within half an 
hour from a few of those “on hand" Ingre¬ 
dients. It sandwiches corn beef spread with a 
hint of hors radish hetweea two layers of corn- 
bread. 

CORNER BEEF CONFETTI PIE ... one 

(12-Aunce) package com muffin mix. one beaten 
egg. two-thirds cup milk, one-quarter cup 
chopped onion, one-third cup EACH finely 
chopi»ed green pepper, pimiento and grated Ched¬ 
dar cheese, one (12 ounce* can corned beef, one 
te«S|)oon prepared horseradish and one packape 
French Fried onion rings. 

Preheat oven to 375 degrees F. Tn a bowl 
combine com muffin mix. egg. milk, onion, green 
pepper, pimento and grated cheese. Blend only 
until dry ingredients are thoroughly moistened. 


Spoon three-quarters of batter into a well greased 
nine-inch pie pan and use a spoon to push the 
mixture up sides of the pan. Tn a small bowl com¬ 
bine the corned beef, well mashed, with the hor¬ 
seradish. Spread this mixture over the com 
bread. Completely cover meat with the remaining 
corn bread mixture. Bake for 30 to 35 minutes or 
until nicely brown. Top with French Fried onion 
rings. 

Another off-the shelf dish uses refriger¬ 
ated crescent dinner rolls, canoed chicken 
spread, mushrooms and almonds. 

CHICKEN PTNWHEEI. WITH MUSHROOM 
KAVICR . . one < eight-ounce ) package refriger¬ 
ated crescent dinner rolls, two (four-and three- 
quarter* ounce) cans chicken spread, one small 
can mushrooms chopped, one-quarter cup 
blanched almonds chopped, one tablespoon 
rh-ipped onion, one can cream of mushroom soup, 
one-half cup milk and two tablespoons sherry. 

Preheat oven to 37S degrees F.. unroll dough 
and place sections to form rectangle seven by 12 
inches . . . pinch edges and perforations together 
to seal. In a small bowl combine chicken spread. 
mushnx>ms. almonds and onions. Mix well. 
Spread this mixture over the dough to within a 
oimrter-ineh of edge. Roll up beginning at the 
12-inch side.

With 
seamed edge down shane into a ring on a lightly 
greased baking sheet.

San Josef, Holberg, is the end 
of the road. 

From there on there is only a 
trail through the primeval forest 
leading to Cape Scott, which is at 
the northern tip of Vancouver Is¬ 
land. 


We spent 11 years in this isolated place, but 
enjoyed the amusing, interesting and sometimes 
frightening experiences of which I am reminisc¬ 
ing. 

There were a lot of wild cats in Holberg. 
Some left behind by personnel when they were 
transferred. 

The rats learned to live in the wilds and 
had their kittens in the hush, which in turn 
were truly wild. 

When my husband first arrived in Hoi- 
berg he rode with the boys on the garbage 
truck to have his first look at the bears, lie 
told me he noticed an ordinary sized house 
cat busily eating when a large bear moved In 
to eat there also. 

He was 'astonished to see the small cat hiss 
and spit and take a swipe at the bear with open 
claws, not showing a morsel of fear, at which 
time the bear moved away. 

There were plenty of deer. When it was not 
hunting season it ’was a common sight to see 
them walking down the road. There was one 
beautiful, buck, that I saw shortly before J left Hol¬ 
berg. strolling around the trailer court. He took a 
few nibbles of grass from our neighbor’s lawn 
then came to our fence and tasted the leaves of a 
Lupin bush growing by the gate. 

He was completely fearless and looked at me 
with his beautiful eyes as I sat, very still, just a 
few feet away. 

Quite often when driving to Port Hardy one 
or more deer on the road would leap and bound 
ahead of the car for several miles before coming 
to a braak in the bush and bound aside. 

We alsp saw a cougar cross the road one 
night. There are plenty of them around but one 
does not see them often as they avoid humans. 
The cougar we saw was a tawny or grey color 
about five feet long, weighing about 175 pounds. 
They are flesh eating mammals. I was lold of 
another bad winter when they came down from 
the mountain^ and cleaned out all the house cats 
that had not been brought in for the night. 

There were also mink, beaver, anil elk so 
there was good hunting in Holberg, and the 
Nimpklsh Valley. A|so splendid fishing A* 
there were trout and Dolly .Vardens in the 
lakes and rivers; salmon, halibut, cod In the 
sea, and plenty of crabs apd clams. Our deep 
freezer did not lack wild gome, ducks or fish. 

My experience at preparing game or fish for 
the table was limited as at my former home on 
Salt Spring Island I had only plucked pheasant 
and grouse and cleaned salmon and trout at oc¬ 
casional times. 

Sunday, May 25, lj»75 
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One day when a friend presented me with a 
large wild goose and several mallard ducks, I 
was delighted, but looked at them in despair. 
That goose had to be plucked and cleaned, stored 
in the deep freezer immediately. The others could 
wait a few days as they had just been shot. 

I donned old slacks and sweater, arranged a

\ large carton and many newspapers on the shed 

floor, and set fo work. What a job for an ama¬ 
teur. Out came the hatchet, hammer, pliers, etc. 
One would have thought I was about t6 do a car¬ 
pentry job but I found the large pin feathers im¬ 
possible to pull with my bare hands.' 

To shorten my story. I got to the “down” and 
then I was really in trouble. It was all through 
my hair, down my neck, and up my nose. I felt 
like crying with frustration.

Now I had a revolting looking hairy carcass that 
had to be singed, so holding it with one shaking 
hand and a rolled up flaming newspaper in the 
other hand I did my best.

I had been working 
on that darn bird for five hours and never wanted 
to see another goose. However, in time it was 
eaten and enjoyed. 

My next experiment was on a large halibut, 
weight about 15 pounds, that another good friend 
gave us. I looked about helplessly as I had never 
seen one before. 


The fish I had formerly prepared was as 
simple matter of cutting off the head and clean¬ 
ing it. This halibut was a huge flat fish and I had 
no idea where its innards were located. After 
much pressing and punching I decided they were 
far up near the head.

off came the head and tail. 

I then remembered that any halibut we had 
bought had been filleted, so set to work.

I learned later 
that all I had to do w-as cUt them inti steaks which 
should have been much easier. I only managed to 
package a few decent fillets as the rest lookod 
like mincemeat. I just had time to w»ash my hair 
and have a bath before my husband came home 
from work. I’m afraid I w'as not in a very good 
humor by then. 

It was another cold winter when we left to 
spend Christmas with my son and his family at 
Alert Bay. where he worked for B.C. Hydro. Alert 
Bay is a small island on the east coast of Van¬ 
couver Island. If is a .fishing port noted for its In¬ 
dian cemetery and totem poles; where Emily 
Carr once painted and the long house where the 
Indians perform their native dances for the 
tourists. 

Tlu* road between Holberg and Port Hardy 
did not exist then, so we left Ruyonier on the 
50-foot Air Force' boat, the Nimpklsh. It was 
crowded with people going out for the holiday. 
We broke through Ice all the way out of the 
long harbor to open water, then on to Coal 
Harbor which was then a whaling station. 

. It took us about two and one half hours. 

We were met by a rather ancient school bus 
which took us to the Port Hardy airp >rt. Most of 
the passengers w-ent on to Vancouver and Comox 
via PWA hut my. husband and I took a small sea 
plane across to Alert Bay. just a short distance 
away, larvding on very rough water which nearly 
shook our teeth loose. My son was waiting on the 
ice sheathed float to give me a hand up the steep 
and equally icy si in wav. It was good to get to 
their warm and ■ cheerful home with hot food 
ready for us. 

We spent three days with them, but as the 
weather had been getting steadily colder we felt 
it was time to get home and attend to possibly 
frozen pipes. We had left the furnace on and the 
key with our neighbor, the Taylors, so hoped for 
the best and set off on the return journey with a 
large packet of venison sandwiches in case of any 
delay. Little did we know how thankful we were 
going to be for those sandwiches. 

We returned the same way. finding the old 
bus to Coal Harbor packed with returning holiday¬ 
makers. If broke down twice. All the passengers 
alighted, shivering in the cold and snow, to help 
push and get the bus going. 

We finally arrived happy to find the Nimpkish 
waiting. We had been afraid of missing it. but as 
it turned out, we had to wait aboard for another 
two hours for the passengers coming from Van¬ 
couver by PWA to Hardy. The plane was very 
late. Finally everyone was aboard. The Nimpkish 
was crowded with sendee personnel, wives, chil¬ 
dren and small babies. 

It was a long slow' voyage back to Rayonler. 
We ran into the ice and it was snowing hard. Our

captain told us this would be the last trip until ihe 
weather broke as he had run into trouble with the 
iced over harbor on the trip out and he was get¬ 
ting through by following the wake the ship had 
made several hours before and it was already iced 
over again. I went up on deck once and saw two 
sea gulls with their feet frozen to the ice but I 
didn't stay long in the cold and blowing snow. 

By late afternoon there were a lot of very 
hungry people aboard and those venison sand- 
niches got-cut Into halves and even quarters. 
Everyone, bought out anything edible they had. 
Oranges, candles, cookies were passed amuml. 
especially to the children. 

When we arrived at Rayohier it was dark and 
snowing hard. The Air Force bus was there for 
the service personnel and there also was our good 
neighbor Charlie Taylor in his Econoline vehicle. 

He had made three trips over those icy five 
miles to meet us. knowing not the time we would 
arrive, or even if we would make it. He had also 
dug a path through several feet of snow to our 
door and turned up the furnace. Home seemed a 
very good place to us that night. 

All the water pipes In the trailer court 
were frozen solid. For a while we melted 
Know to make our tea and coffee, doing 
dlshita, etc. It takes a large amount of mmw 
to get a title water. KvCrythlug gets very 
dirty, including one’s self. 

As soon as possible 1,500 feet of hose was 
flown in from Cbmox as the main water line had 
frozen. They laid it from the main valve to the 
centre of the trailer court and frorp ihere each 
person carried their buckets of water to his 
home. Walter carried 14 pails every day after 
work and had to bring them one at a time as the 
path between the snow banks Was too narrow to 
handle two pails. 

Both Charlie and Walter got a terrible soak¬ 
ing one day as the clamp came loose and as they 
bent over to fill their pails, after turning on the 
valve, they got the full force of 120 pounds water 
pressure shot all over them. That was really 
tough luck and they were a sorry looking disgrun¬ 
tled pair. 

The harbor was frozen so bard that even the 
barge that brought in our apples from Van¬ 
couver could not get in and an ice breaker had to 

be sent for. 

A let of us ladles learned bow to make 
Mr •»« bread la a very short time. I know 
niy first batch was not a success. It took a lot 
•i chewing to get It down. Ala* the furnaces 
had to be kept very low an the station was 
low ea oil. We wore sweaters and coats even 
In the boose. Once we found an eagle starving 
to death as its beak was f rosea shut. 

The boys on the base took care of it until it 
was strong and able to care for itself again. 

One happy day the road from Hoi berg to 
Rayonier was complete. The B.C. Forestry and 
logging company at Port Hardy worked from 
there while the Rayonier logging company 
worked from our end. As mentioned before if was 
a bulldozed single lane, rough road through the 
wilderness and over mountains and quite a spec¬ 
tacular drive past three beautiful lakes. Nawhitti, 
Kane and Georges. 

Of course, all 30 miles of it seemed beautiful 
to our isolated community. There were very few 
car* in Holberg then as they had to be shipped in 
by barge, which was expensive and the only 
drives one could take was the five miles 1c- 
Rayonier and the 12 miles to Winter Harbor, also 
on the west coast; or a few miles up our road w 
the garbage dump to see the bears. 

The road did continue up the mouhtain to the 
radar station but one had to have special permis¬ 
sion to go up there. The result was that everyone 
knew the owners of the cars on the station. When 
a plane was due in everyone knew who was on ft. 

This brings me to the story of a hen our 
Padre went fishing in the Goodspeed River- with

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some of the boys. Some were casting for trout but 
one of them was "jigging” which was illegal ex¬ 
cept for the Indians. 

Our Padre waa trying his hand at digging 
when a stranger appeared and asked him 
what lie thought be waa doing. Astounded, the 
good Father asked him who he was and bow 
lie had got there. Hie reply was that be was 
♦lie game warden and bad driven over the 
new road from Hardy, also that the Padre 
must pay a $25 fine. The fishermen had left In 
the early morning not knowing the road was 
through! 

It wasn't long before there were a'good many 
oars on the station as- now we could drive right 
down the length of Vancouver Island, a distance 
of about .300 miles by road via Gold Rjver. which 
twisted and turned crossing the island twice. 

It was rough, unpaved, and went through wild 
country. To me it seemed a long and tiring drive 
even as for as Campbell River. Another way was 
to drive to Beaver Cove and take the ferry to Kel¬ 
sey Bay which was a four-hour trip if all went 
well with the weather and tides. There was a cof¬ 
fee shop aboard- and a comfortable lounge. In 
good weather J -wijoyed being out on deck in the 


sun and salt air watching fishing boats pass and 
often saw killer whales and schools of Blacklist). 

Most drivers carried an axe, saw, tow 
rope, and shovel Id their cars as many a tree 
runic down across part of the road. There 
were also rock slides, washouts and break¬ 
downs. We also took sandwiches and a vacu¬ 
um of coffee. 

We could only travel from Holberg to Hardy 
between the hours erf 5:00 |>.m. and-7.1)0 a.m., ex¬ 
cept on Saturdays and Sundays, unless we were 
convoyed by a company car. 

One Saturday we set off with the Taylors to 
do our shopping in Hardy. After travelling some 
miles Charlie noticed a hole in the road so set a 
tall stake upright in it to warn the other cars. 

On our return there was no stake and no 
road! There had been a cave-in and there was 
hist a huge chasm where it had been. The cat and 
grader came from Rayonier and made a wonder¬ 
ful job of filling it in sufficiently to let uh* dozen 
or more cars get across. We had to wait a total of 
four hours that day.

The Harris House 


We oldsters like to reminisce, and right now / am 
thinking with fondness of my life on the 600 block Su¬ 
perior Street in 1939. It was a beautiful street with its 
silver birch trees and laurel bushes, and best of all, its 
kindly, orderly and friendly people. It was a homey street. 


I think we all enjoyed living so 
close to the legislative buildings. In 
fact, at one time the government 
pro[>osed making our 600 block Supe- 
rior into a mall leading up to Bea¬ 
con Hill park. 

Few cars disturbed the street, 
and the street cars squealing around 
my corner was not a disturbance 
. . . instead, one oldtimer said that 
when it was abolished he didn’t 
sleep so well. - 

The large projierty where, the 
Douglas Building now stands was 
a beautiful piece of unused land. 
Fourteen varieties of trees grew 
there. It would have made a 
beautiful park. There were se¬ 
quoias, oaks, and elms, and two 
large .pound pears (so called be¬ 
cause thefruit was dald to weigh 
a |M*und w'hlch Sir James had 
planted behind his bann. Each 
fall the pear trees were laden 
with splendid-looking fruit. Peo¬ 
ple used to carry some away, but 
they were poor cookers. 

As I looked over to the legislative 
buildings. I could, see the lawns, so 
green and dignified. That was before 
thev planked down that horrid tax 
building. What started as a 3 per 
cent sales tajc is now 5 per cent. 

There were other wild lands. One 
w'as just behind us. between the 
houses on the porth side of Michi¬ 
gan. In the centre of the block. 
Trees there were big enough for 
small boys to build tree-houses 
There was brush where each year a 
mallardduck raised her brood, and 
led them proudly through 631 Superi¬ 
or to the street and up to the park, 
halting traffic all the way. 

My home, 603 Superior, at the 
comer, was built by Martha. Mrs. 
Dennis Harris, daughter of- Sir 
James Douglas. I paid $30 a month 
for the 14-room hbuse. and heated il 
with coal and wood stoves as there 
was no furnace. Coal was $14 a ton 
and wood $4 for fir wood, bought 
from an 1 East Indian who delivered 
in a truck. 

Next door were Bob and Janet 
Pearson, she in the library and he in 


Dalby and Co. They had a sawdust 
furnace. 

Beside them was Walter Hitchox. 
for many years manager of Morris 
Tobacco Co. Next door was Cliff 
Denham, for so long manager of the 
Royal Theatre. 

Farther up the street was the 
home of the Porter family*. Mr. 
Porter was gone* but he had been 
mayor of the city, besides owning a 
large meat business, with pasture in 
Saanich. Jean Porter was in the 
library, Iona in business, and Bob a 
linotype man. Mrs. Porter said her 
husband had been-such a methodical 
man that one could set the clock by 
him. He left his home at 4 a.m. each 
working day. 

At the Douglas Street ocmer was 
the Wall home. They bad come from 
England by sailing ship, tossed - 
around the Horn for six months. 
Lena was a teacher, and she was 
still there with her brothers Bill and 
Orlibar. He it was who startled us 
(w-e were pretty sedate) by telling 
the census man that his occupation 
was "educated bum." 

Once as I looked up the street 
from the west, through the lovely 
avenue I saw' the full moon rising 
above the rocks of Beacon Hill park, 
and it was "as big as a cart wheel." 
In the early spring the silver birch 
with its dainty leaves looked like 
exquisite lace. 

In 19X9 the big Dumhleton 
hoarding house was on Michigan 
behind us. Their Chinese worker 
used to pasture the Dumbleton's 
Jersey row where the Douglas 
Building now stands. The board¬ 
ers had rream on their porridge! 
The Dumbleton men were big 
game hunters . . . the women kept 
the boarders. The -dining room was 
lined with horns and hides and other 
trophies, even elephant guns. 

One more little thing I must tell, 
to show how friendly the people 
were. 

The carpenter shop for the legis¬ 
lative buildings was. and still is, on 
Government street, the men used to 
throw all their scrap v^ood across 
the street in a pile on the Douglas 


land. This scrap was valuable to us 
with wood stoves, so many a time 
I’ve heard people call: "There’s kin¬ 
dling dut today," a friendly sound. 

Once I found several hundred lit¬ 
tle three-cornered pieces of wood, 
all exactly alike. These w'ere wuh- 
derful for my kindergarten. The chil¬ 
dren found many uses for them. 

I’d like to live those days again. 

When I rented 603 Superior St. in 
1939 I did not stop to think-what that 
involved . . . buying furniture, 
stoves, bedding, dishes, etc. There 
was the rose garden to care for, the 
hedges to clip, the wood to carry 
from boulevard to woodshed. I just 
went gaily ahead. 

A friend said: "You’re Jack Lon¬ 
don’s ‘Little Lady of the Big 
House.’ ” 

There was rto furnace, so I 
bought air-tight heaters, and con¬ 
nected gas plates to the-original gas 
lighting system. After years in the 
country I forgot City Hall, and even 
connected a sink to a drainpipe. A 
ship worker with 10 children was 
glad to work after hours. 

The house was built by Mrs. 
Dennis Harris, four years after the 
death of her father, Sir James Doug¬ 
las. Dennis Harris was our first sur¬ 
veyor. TTiey had two boys and two 
girls. Bill became a railroad engi¬ 
neer ahd Chester <Col. Chester 
Harris) led the Fifth Regiment 
through the First World War. The 
daughters were Hilda and Denise 
(who married Commander Oland of 
the Navy). 

The Harris family was a kind 
loving, industrous group, who, I am 
sure, left their aura in the house, as 
it was a happy home. 

Mrs. Harris was artistic. She 
painted, but her speciality was wool 
work . . . washing, carding, dyeing, 
weaving and spinning native wool. 
She used nature for her dyes, and 
had lovely delicate colors. 

She taught her boys to do cook¬ 
ing. Their father taught them engi¬ 
neering in a little home workshop in 
the back yard, where they made a 
copy of the first engine on the Esqui¬ 
mau and Nanaimo railroad. They 
fastened it to a plank and had a 
track around the garden. It must 
have been fun. 

With the wool work Mrs. Harris 
interested the ladies of Victoria, and 
taught them the beauty and dignity 
of work. 

Tills Interest in wool led to the 
building of a woolen mill at the 
name time as the grain elevator and 
storage pkint, at Ogden Point. 


My guest rooms rented easily. 
Rents were $8, $10 and $15 monthly. 
Pretty soon rents were frozen. ■* 

When I read that women were 
being taken on in Vancouver ship¬ 
yards I phoned Victoria Machinery 
Depot (VMD), but they said: "Not 
yet." .. 

Then I opened a small kindergar¬ 
ten in my home, to help women 
workers. I used whatever came to 
hand to occupy the little ones . . . 
small blocks and boards from the 
carpenter shop nearby, strips of 
paper and leather from the Queen’s 
Printer. 

We made cars, tables and 
benches (for dolls, of course) and 
painted them. The children worked 
busily. Fine sand from Cadb»ro 
Bay w r as useful . . . one needed only 
seme bottles and spoons. When a 
friend gave me some white sand 
from the shipyard, one of the 
mothers exclaimed! "It’s not 
sugar?” 

I spent most of my evenings 
dreaming up new ideas. 

The garden was lovely for the 
children, as it was enclosed from > 
the street by a thick holly hedge. 
The roses provided great excitement 
one week when petals were falling. 
Oh. the lovely perfume we made! 

Earlier there had been a glass 
house adjoining the kitchen. In it 
was ,a grape vine Sir James had 
brought from .Spain, which had 
grown tq fill the large glass house, 
bearing profusely. But in 1916 there 
came a heavy fall of w'et snow, and 
down went Victoria’s greenhouses. 
The root of the grape was still alive 
when I moved there, and one fall I 
saw a small cluster of grapes on it. 

There was also a large logan¬ 
berry plot, from which I sold $12 
worth one fall. A walnut tree bore 
hard shell nuts. The first fall I heard 
thiftgs falling on the roof and found 
it w r as caused by crows dropping the 
nuts to break them open. 

In the garden a bush of Spanish 
\ broom spread a sweet smell and on 
\ each side of the front door w'ere 
bushes of mountain spirea brought 
from Spence’s Bridge, and lovely 
groups of trilliums brought from the 
woods. 

I spent the first night alone after 
I moved to the big house. During the 
night I Imagined (or saw) a lady- 
bending over me to see If I was good 
enough to live in .her house. I 
learned from the family that the 
daughter, Hilda Harris, had died in 
that room a month before I slept 
there. And tlint’s a true story. 


FREE FOOD STALL 


In these days of high food prices we remember with 
nostalgia the days of the Free Food Stall in Victoria. 


It was in 1949 that Mrs. Bar¬ 
bara Green, knowing that many 
families were on social assis¬ 
tance, devised a plan to provide 
them with extra food. She saw' 
many ways food was being wast¬ 
ed .. . hunters had extra meat, 
fishermen extra fish, apples 
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often left to rot under trees. 
Particularly the wholesalers 
were guilty of throwing away 
food when cartons of fruit or 
vegetables were tossed out be¬ 
cause parts w'ere spoiling. Oh, 
she had many ideas. 

City Hall gave her permission to 
use two market stalls facing in Pan¬ 
dora Avenue. The Market building 
occupied part of what is now Cen¬ 


tennial Square. The City Market had 
long been an interesting part of Vic¬ 
toria. There were stalls of farm pro¬ 
duce, fruit, vegetables, meat, eggs, 
cakes, candy, and even one little 
stall that sold brooches made from 
shells from Sooke. 

Everyone loved the market. Mar¬ 
ket day was almost like a holiday 
for the farmers and their wives, a 
gay and lively place, with a couple 
ot big stoves for coffee pots. 

Mrs. Green called for helpers, 
and soon she had a dedicated group 
of volunteers, of which I was one. 
We cleaned and picked over In one 


stall, then passed the produce over 
to the other stall, which had a 
counter. There it u’as put id used 
paper bags w'hich people saved for 
us (straightened and ironed). Later 
on, when we grew really big, we 
used hundred-pound sacks. 

All recipients had to show' cards 
from social assistance. 

The Free Food Stall operated 
once a month, always near the end 
of the month when people were get¬ 
ting short of funds. 

Interested people gave money

FOUR MEDALS 

...for Mary 


After sixty years and thousands of balls of wool, 
Mrs. Mary McEachern of Chemainus is still knitting for 
the Canadian Red Cross.

This tiny little 91-year-old lady 
started knitting during the First 
World War and has l>een hard at it 
ever since She has made hundreds 
of pairs of socks and hundreds of 
sweaters, not to menticffi afghans 
and quilts. 

During a four year period from 
19-10 through 1944 she made 120 pairs 
of socks, 10 turtle neck sweaters, 20 
V-necked swpaters, eight amputa¬ 
tion socks, seven quilts and two 
afghans. Even now she turns in more 
than 24 sweaters a year. 

“1*11 • never forget the first pairs 
of socks I made." said Mrs. McEa- 
chern. “The wool they gave us to 
use was terrible. It kept breaking. I 
didn’t know how to splice yool then 
and just knotted it. Those socks 
were fall of knots. I’ve always felt 
sorry for the poor boys who had to 
wear them. 

★ ★ ★ 

Mrs. McEachern (Mary Ellen 
Cornish) was born on a farm near 
Durham in Grey County, Ontario in 
1883. She moved with her family to 
Fairview Farm in the Cottonwood 
District near Lumsden, Saskatche¬ 
wan in 1904. 


Her father purchased the stock 
when, he bought Fairview Farm and 
Mary’s pride and joy was her grey 
pony, Dolly. 


"We didn’t, have cars in those 
days and in winter we went every¬ 
where with a horse and cutter. We 
had a string of bells on the horse 
and when we went to Lumsden to 
visit my sister her Scottie . dog 
always came out to meet us. That 
little m >nkey knew the sound of our 
bells.” 

’ Mary had her first car ride one 
summer at Lumsden. ."We were 
going to a picnic and we paid 25c to 
get a ride there in a car.” 

She married Gilbert McEachern 
in 1908 and moved to Hedley, B.C. 
where her husband was employed as 
an electrician with the Hedley Gold 
Mining Company. 

Mrs. McEachern began her Red 
Cross knitting in Hedley at the out¬ 
break of th* First World War. "I 
can’t possibl^ remember how many 
pairs of socks I have knit, but it’s 
well into the hundreds. 

"We used to knit turtle neck 


sweaters too. Oh those turtle neck 
sweaters! They were awfal things to 
knit. It was nasty, horrible wool 
they gave us to use. It tickled your 
nose and th >se sweaters were so 
huge with such long sleeves.” 

Although Mrs. McEachern had no 
one in^either of the two World Wars 
she received letters from some of 
the boys who had been issued her 
socks. "We weren’t supposed to put 
anything in the socks, but I put a lit- 
lle note in a few of them and got the 
nicest letters from some of the sol¬ 
diers."

Just recently Mrs. McEachern 
received a letter of thanks and < 
mendation from Mrs. Henry How¬ 
ard, co-chairman of Women’s Work 
foi the Canadian Red Cross in Van¬ 
couver and over the years she has 
been awarded four service medals 
by the Society. 


Her knitting is beautifully done- 
stitch perfect- in an infinite variety

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NIGHT of HELL 


One of the worst fires 
in the history of the. 
North Coast occurred on 
Saturday afternoon, July 
14, 1923, at Granby Bay, 
and reached its height on 
the Sunday midnight. 

The fire originated at the mine 
incinerator and under a stiff breeze 
if got away. It swept towards Car- 
nev« Lake and within an hour wird 
came through that the pipeline 
from the lake to the large coke plant 
was burned through and the water 
supply cut off. 

Under the burning heat of the 
previous two weeks, the woods and 
expand were powder dry. the fire 
swept unchecked to the beach. 

Fire fighters were out throughout 
the night, and on Sunday morning 
all danger seemed to have passed. 

On Sunday afternoon however, 
the wind changed, and swept the fire 
over the ridge towards the town. At 
7 p.m. the mine road had burned 
through and communication to the 
mine was cut. Towards evening the 
wind increased In violence, and car¬ 
ried the fire across the flats between 
the beach townsite and the mine. 

In the meantime the wind had 
carried the fire embers to the penin¬ 
sula across the bay and also to Lar- 
kum Island. 

At this 'Mine, plans were al 
ready underway to transfer all 
hospital patients onto a barge at 
the dock and tow them out of the 
hay Into Observatory Inlet for 
safety. 

Granby Bay, with its costly'plant 
and homes of more than 2.700 peo¬ 
ple, looked from the harbor to be in 
grave peril. 

It is at times like this, that the 
best In a man rises to the surface, 
and his true nature is shown and the 
real man shines like a star among 
his fellow men. 

Granby proved she possessed tots 
of such men on that Sunday night. 
The Union Church and Manse was 
!>urnt so quickly that K was Impos¬ 
sible to save them, but we saved the 
big public school on the Mine road, 
although it was surrounded by fire. 

It was. however, at that time 
the fire started to advance oxi 
(lie dwelling Itoimes, that the Mg 
fight was staged, for had the 
tiro obtained a -hold on one 
building it would in all probwhili 
ty have meant ttiat the fire 
would have |»enetrated to the 
centre of town. 

Time and again the fire sw-eirt to 
the base of the buildings, but the 
men held their ground, and with 
w r ater drenched clothes, they worked 
In relays amid the intense heat, with 
hose lines and buckets they held the 
firr in check. It was a fight to the 
finish, and in the end human endur¬ 
ance won out. 

All efforts to hold the fire in 
check on the railroad lines.between 
the mine and smelter were unavail¬ 
ing, and as the powder magazine 
(which held more than 90 tons' at 
the time was in the zone of fire;.,, 
orders were given for all women" 
and children at the beach to vacate 
their homes in case of a drastic 
evptosion. and move to the west Of 
the smelter slag pile on the shore 
line, and those at tb£ mine, were-or¬ 
dered to find shelter in the mine tun¬ 
nels. 

Supreme efforts were extended to 
save the magazine, and every man, 
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woman and child awaited nervously 
and breathlessly the blast that had 
to come, when the flames reached 
the explosives. 

At jibou) II p.m.. Sunday, the 
magazine blew up, but luckily, a 
lot of the dynamite bad been 
burning for'some time, hut a* 
soon as the fire reached the 
Mack powder, up It went and de 
tonated the dynamite. 

It was a godsend that a Urge 
amount of the dynamite had burned. 


termination of the British squares at 
Waterloo, and as Wellington prayed 
for night or relieving columns, tfie 
men and women, of Granby prayed 
for rain or a miracle, though, while 
praying, they fought the Fires with 
hoselines, buckets, earth barriers 
and everything they had to bar its 
advance. 

Low clouds covered the skv. 
while black bellows of smoke rolled 
down on the town, as the wind shift¬ 
ed the black vapors and the red ton-

as the explosion, while breaking 
most of the windows throughout the 
tw'o townsites at Beach and Mine, 
especially the larger ones, did not 
do any rc^psiderahle damage, but it 
sure cleared the site for a new 
powder magazine. 

Blackened and burned, battling 
honelessly against the ever gaining 
elements, the men of the town 
fought stubbornly and desperately, 
holding the lines with the dogged de- 


gues of licking flames could be seen 
advancing in an ever-narrowing cir¬ 
cle. Still the fire gangs stayed at 
their posts, fighting as best they 
could, while the roar of flames and 
w ind, plus the black belching smoke 
and flying brands made an inferno. 

Hundreds of feet into the air the 
flickering embers were whirled by 
the wind and carried to distant parts 
of the forest to start new fires. 

Hie fight had been going on

for many long hours, finally ths 
miracle came. It was about 4 
o'clock on Monday momiag, 
the sky was black with the low- 
eriag clouds and the earth was 
hidden by smoke and flames. It 
seemed that the the exploding 
of the dynamite was the cause 
of the drenching downpour of 
ruin with lightning and thunder, 
but with the start of this heavy 
rain, we knew the danger was 
over. 

liOts of the men. women and 
children, who had prayed fgr rain, 
got on their knees and gave thanks, 
then started their trek home, to a 
big job of cleaning up the mess. 

When the Union Steamship Car- 
dena arrived early Monday morning 
a large crowd of people was stand¬ 
ing on the dock awaiting her. all 
were dog-tired, with blistered fares, 
arms -and hands, eyes swollen by 
smoke and weariness. 

They told their stories to the Cap¬ 
tain and crew*, then soon returned to 
work, and by the time the shin left, 
they had started again to Ming order 
out of the chaos. 

Gangs were laying and repair¬ 
ing the destroyed sections of plank 
roads: others were preparing to 
start reconstruction of the big rail¬ 
way trestle, which was entirely 
burned. Fires were still burning in 
the forest, and now and then a tree 
would topple with a crash audible 
to the people in town. 

Granby Bay. according to pas¬ 
sengers off the ship, looked like a 
town that had been surprised by an 
enemy,, that swept ruthlessly 
through, and over it, before the in¬ 
habitants could flee Outside the 
doors and on the roads by the resi¬ 
dences. were piles of bedding, 
trunks, household goods, plus tlieii 
valuables, which were left there, 
when f the heat- forced the f>oepl^ to 
the shoreline, or into the mine.' 

Some of those heaps were smoul¬ 
dering wrecks. 

House* charred and blackened 
stood here and there on the out¬ 
skirts of town, and through this 
wreck went the snow-white hens 
of my Dad at the old Hub 
House, clucking contentedly as 
they scratched In the cinder* for 
morsel* to eat. 

Some of the damage done by this 
fire was the burning of about 50 feet 
of the wooden pipe line, from Car¬ 
ney Lake to the Coke Plant, also 
some trestles, the United Church 
and Manse, half a mile of the mine 
olanked roadway, the mine build¬ 
ings at Granby Point across the bay. 

The power lines from the Beach 
to the Mine, and the telephone lines 
were burnt down, so all communica¬ 
tion was cut off until late Monday, 
when messengers got through. 

Several trestles that w r ere burnt 
on ttxe railroad necessitated the 
closing dow n of the smelter for about 
two weeks. The road to the mine was 
rebuilt and open for traffic, 24 hours 
after it was burnt out, as the com¬ 
pany put every bridge carpenter and 
helpers on he job. 

H. S. Muproe, the general man¬ 
ager, said that while the fire and ex¬ 
plosion had done great damage, 
under the circumstances he felt it 
was fortunate the damage had not 
been more extensive. He paid great 
tribute to the men who fought like 
demons, amid the suffocating smoke 
and intense heat with super-human 
- efforts, that they, the men of 
Granby Bay, had saved the plants 
and dwellings. 

The flight, and final relief of the 
community, will go down as an epic 
in the extensive history of forest 
fires, of the British Columbia 
Coast. 

It was a night of Hell all right 
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Bass Plug Always a Favorite 


The popularity of jnany fishing 
lures follows a path like a roller¬ 
coaster — a rapid climb, peak and 
then a quick faH from/avor. 

One kind of lure that has never 
lost its following id the bass' bug. 
Devotees of this * anglihg method 
know that nothing can equal the ex¬ 
citement, of a bass taking an ar¬ 
tificial bug from the surface of a 
lake or stream. 

Bass- bligs are cast with fly rods, 
a type of tackle that many anglers 
overlook in their quest for big fish. 


They can be worked effectively from 
a' boat, and the fishing experts at 
Mercury outboards have found- that 
a bass bug-fly rod combination is 
often successful when other methods 

fan. 

These large surfaoacyfiires, with 
bodies 'made of either deer hair, 
cork or Wood, simulate a variety of 
aquatic an;! terrestrial animals and 
insects eatep by bass. They include 
molhs, bees, mice, frogs, bettles and 
dragonflies. Feathers, rubber strips 
and other pliable materials make up 


the legs, wings and tails of bass 
bugs. 

Sometimes called popping bugs, 
the object is to make noise with the 
lure and draw the attention of fi^h in 
shallow water. Popping bugs .'are 
best fished in late evening and on 
into the night — times when fish' 
rely upon vibrations and sounds to 
locate food. 

Cast the bug towar^ shore and' let 
It lie quietly. After the ripples from 
its water entry have subsided, raise 
the tip of your fly rod and give the 


lure a slight twitch. If the bug has a 
dished face, pull it toward you with 
a quick motion and make It "pop.” 
Then let it lie still again. When cast¬ 
ing, it’s best to work the water 
nearest your boat, then progressive¬ 
ly cast toward shore until you reach 
(he bank. Keep a tight line, since 
many fish will be swimming toward 
you when they strike. 

Bass bugs and a fly rod! An old- 
fashioned, yet highly effective meth¬ 
od of catching big fish in shallow 
water.

for essentials, or donations after 
cleaning out rupboards or deep 
freezes. Market people often 
passed on produce not sold at 
tfie end of their day. The opera¬ 
tion grew higger and bigger. 

Mrs. Green’s husband was trans¬ 
ferred to Vancouver so she had to 
leave us. But before she went she 
bottled a huge tub of green beans 
for the stall, so that they wouldn’t 
be wasted. 

Mrs. Alice Hamer took over the 
management of the* stall, with the 
helD of her husband Ted, a retired 
RCMP officer. 

Soon we outerew the space in'the 
Market. The Elks cave us the use of 
a building behind the Elks Home on 
Cormorant Street. Here we had two 
doors and a space outside where we 
could pick over and bag the vegeta¬ 
bles before taking them inside. 
Eventually the bags were passed out 


thrqugh the other door, where recip- 
iehts were lined up to receive them. 

One fall we had so many big cab¬ 
bages and squash and pumpkins that 
the jilace looked like an old-time 
Harvest Home. At times we had a 
commissionaire to keep order. In 
this period we could OH 8 hundred- 
pound sack for a large family. We 
had one family with 12 children. 

Many people came with dona¬ 
tions of money. Jack Stewart of 
the butcher shop on Douglas 
Street near City Hall, gave us 
S25 worth of good meat every 
month. A little old lady from 
The Empress came always with 
a Srt hill. The bread companies 
gave us piles .of day-old bread 
and quantities of fruit cakes at 
(liristmas. Even the govern¬ 
ment gave us cases and eases of 
surplus supplies . . . spam and 
spork. Often we could give a 
whole case (12 cans) to one fam¬ 


ily. Sometimes we had quanti¬ 
ties of fish. 

Mrs. Harper irsed money to 
buv the essentials, jxnvdered 
milk, margarine and rolled oats. 
She always urged women to 
hake their own bread, and to use 
oatmeal porridge instead of dry 
breakfast cereals. 

Often a local society or group 
would have food left over after a 
banquet or evening refresh¬ 
ments. A phone Call to the 
Harpers always brought them in 
their car, to take the left-over 
food to some of their people on 
welfare, where they knew it 
would be-welcome. Nothing was 
loo much trouble. 

Then in 19fifi Mr. and Mrs. 
Harper retired from operating 
the Free Food Stall, on the ad¬ 
vice of their doctor. Friends say 
they worked themselves very 
hard. Mrs. Harper received the 
Good Citizen award for the year 


1962, and the B.C. Centennial 
• medal for- community service, 
and she richlv deserved them. 

Mrs. Harper died in 1971 
after a long illness. She was 83. 
Mr. Harper still lives in Vic¬ 
toria. 

The stall had ceased opera- 
lion when the Harpers retired. 
After a few months efforts were 
made to revive II. but either the 
need was not so great, or wel¬ 
fare was more generous, or a 
combination of causes let the* 
protect die aeain. Wholesalers, 
-too. had bpcome tired of donat¬ 
in'* '*opprouslv. 

The Free Food Stall deserves 
a place 5 n the citv's history. For 
17 vpars it channeled surnlus 
food (and much straight dona¬ 
tions! to thp npedy. The stall, 
and Mrs. Harner. are remem¬ 
bered u’i*b gratitude bv the 
tnanv families who were.helped 
during lean years.

JACK MATTHEWS 

off the Lester B. Pearson College 


It is surprising so many people appear to know so 
little about the Lester B. Pearson College of the Pacific, 
nor, perhaps, do they realize how very lucky Victoria is 
in having such an institution growing and flourishing 
on its doorstep. 


There are only three such col¬ 
leges in the world — the United 
World College of the Atlantic in 
South Wales, the United World Col¬ 
lege of South East Asia in Sin¬ 
gapore. and the third, here in. Met- 
chosin, Vancouver Island. 

In search of information we 
drove out to Metchosin. past Weir’s 
Beach, and turned right oh to Lester 
Pearson Drive. The road winds 
through the green woods, touched, 
today, with the gold of spring sun¬ 
shine. down to the waters of Pedder 
Bay on Juan de Fuca Strait. 

Before we realized it w’e were in 
the midst of the college. The build¬ 
ings. all built of British Columbia 
cedar with shake roofs, fit so beau¬ 
tifully and unobtrusively into the 
landscape. There is nothing to of¬ 
fend the eye and. as Jack Matthews, 
director of the college, later told us. 
the whole idea was to avoid making 
the college look in any way like an 
Institution, but. rather, like *~a 
country village with the large family 
feeling of a small community. 

Matthews realized how success¬ 
fully this idea had been carried out 
when a group of visitors from Mani¬ 
toba approached him one day with: 
“Say, we’ve heard about this Pear¬ 
son College, can you tell us where it 
is?" and they were standing right in 
the middle of it! 

After much searching he selected 
the beautiful site-at Pedder Bay. 75 
acres of forest, hill and seacoast. 
and directed the planning, working 
with the architects; Bam - Downs of 
Vancouver and Ron Thom. 

There are 13 buildings in all. 
science labs, music rooms, art studi- ’ 
os and classrooms. 

Most of I he buildings face the sea 
and a great many of the forest trees 
have been preserved with great 
clumps of sword ferns flourishing at 
their feet. Canoes and sailing boats 
are moorecj at the jetty and group* 
of young people mqve cheerfully 
al>out their various activities. 

In the administration building we 
talked with Jack Matthews, the 
director. Born and brought up in Pe- 
tcrborough. Ontario, he was educat¬ 
ed at the University of Western On¬ 
tario. taking a bachelor of science 
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degree in 1951. He started out in 
medicine, but switched to arti* and 
after receiving his B.A. he went 
back and took a post graduate busi-v^ 
ness course. He never intended to be 
a teacher and took a training course 
with Canada Packers. 

He decided, however, to try 
something different so went to Lake- ^ 
field College, a school with an en¬ 
rollment of 225 students, and there 
stapled teaching. He intended to try 
this for one year, but Stayed for 19. 
during which time he became direc¬ 
tor of studies and. later, head¬ 
master. 

He took a year out to teach at the 
famous public school. Gordonstoun. 
in Scotland, in 1962-63. Prince 
Charles was a student there at the 
time and Jack and his wife, Jane, 
taught the young prince how to ski, 
at Glenmore. 

He liked the prince, remarking 
he had a mind of his own but was 
very good natured and sensitive. He 
was also extremely Artistic, good at 
sculpting, dramatics and art. He 
will. Jack believes, make an ex¬ 
cellent king. 

Matthews first became involved 
with the United World Colleges 
through Kurt Hahn. who. when 
forced out* of Germany by Hitler, 
went to Scotland and founded Gor¬ 
donstoun. He was also founder of the 
Salem school in Germany, where the 
Duke of Edinburgh studied, and he 
was the originator of the world wide 
Outward Bound Schools — one of 
which is in British Columbia — apd 
founder of the United World Col¬ 
leges. 

In 1970 a Canadian committee, 
headed by lister Pearson, formed a 
selection committee to choose a 
director for the Canadian college 
and Matthews was a member of it. 
The interviewing took place in Cal¬ 
gary. and after a number of can¬ 
didates had been examined one of 
the committee turned to him and 
said: “Now we are going to inter¬ 
view you.” He had had no thought of 
applying for the position but finally 
accepted. 

For three yeari; he worked at get¬ 
ting the place started, first finding a 
suitable site, and today there are 59 
hoys and 42 girls enrolled. 

There are five student residences

with 20 in each, and two teachers 
living in. Next year, there will be 40 
to a house as 100 new students are 
accepted eacl) year.

A student stays for two years and 
WTltes examinations for the Interna¬ 
tional Baccalaureate, prepared by 
their office in Geneva. Switzerland. 
They are from 16 to 18 years of age 
and are taught Jhe equivalent of the 
last year of high school and first 
year university and graduates will 
enter seebnd year university. 

What fealiy impresses Matthews, 
and he has been in a number of 
schools, is the genuine kindness to 
be found amongst the students, 
which he thinks is. perhaps, due to 
the many different nationalities. 

One-fifth are Spanish speaking 
and of course there have been many 
language difficulties to be over¬ 
come. Those taught are English, 
Frenfch, German. Russian.' Chinese. 
Spanish and Italian, and each stu¬ 
dent must, take one other than his 
own. and all learn English. All Eng¬ 
lish-speaking'studenls must take ei¬ 
ther physics, philosophy or mathe- 
. matios in French. 

There is a highly qualified staff 
from many countries — France. 
Holland, Taiwan. Japan. China. Fin¬ 
land. England and Canada. 

Matthews had a word to say 
ahout the financing of the college. 
The cost of ♦the buddings and total 


start-up cost, including equipment, 
was $4.7 million and they have 
raised $3.9 million from corpora¬ 
tions, foundations and thousands of 
individuals. Just recently they re¬ 
ceived $200,000 from the Japanese 
government. Operating costs are all 
derived from scholarships and these 
come from federal and provincial 
governments, governments of other 
countries, as well as from corpora¬ 
tions, individuals, and foundations. 

Here at home the Capital Region¬ 
al Board provided a scholarship in 
memory of Archie Galbraith, the 
former mayor of Central Saanich. 
This present year, observed Matth¬ 
ews. it costs $4,750 to keep a student 
for one year, next year it will cost 
$5,800. 

CP Air has agreed to fly them 
here free of charge. 

Students are chosen for their 
ability and academic achievement, 
they must possess a good range of 
interests and the ability to mix with 
others, be tolerant and. above all, 
have a personal commitment to the 
aims of their college. 

All are holders of scholarships 
and parental income is not an issue. 
Some arrive with very little other 
than the brains God gave them, so 
every thing is provided for by schol¬ 
arships. 

The board of governors of the 
college has established a committee 
to campaign for scholarships and to 
memorialize Lester Pearson’s life 
work of promoting international 
understanding and maintaining 
peace and these scholarships will he 
called Pearson Scholarships and the 
students known as Pearson Scholars. 

Matthews thinks the college is 
well-named. He found in his travels 
that Lester Pearson was more ad¬ 
mired and better known by people 
outside Canada than he was here at 
home. The Pearson Report of 1908. 
for instance, is still .the guideline 
used by the German government to 
help underdeveloped countries. 

Matthews and his wife. Jane, 
have two sons. Angus, 22. is manag¬ 
er of the Oak Bay Marina, and Tam. 
19, is in his second year of political 
economics at the University of 
Toronto. 

We found Matthews, like so many 
talented people, very approachable 
and forthcoming. It is evident he 
love? his work, the college as a 
whole, and the students, one feels, 
are very close to his heart. Also, it 
is pleasing that a Canadian was cho¬ 
sen for this very important post, so 
ably filled, we are sure, by Jack 
Matthews. 
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
